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Kilpatrick Says Electrical System is OK 

Used Unit Replaces 
West Transformer 



College Marina 
To Be Constructed 
On Sibley Lake 

Plans have been completed here 
for the construction of a marina 
an Sibley Lake to be used for in- 
structional and recreational pur- 
poses. 

President Arnold R. Kilpatrick 
announced that the college has 
entered into a lease agreement 
with the city of Natchitoches for 
7.8 acres of property on Sibley 
Lake for the location of the ma- 
rina. 

Scott said Northwestern will pay 
SI a year for the property for a 
10-year period. Also cooperating 
in the lease arrangement was 
Herbert S. Cobb, chairman of 
Waterworks District Number 
One. 

Dr. Robert Alost, head of the 
Northwestern Department of 
Health and Physical Education, 
said the marina will be con- 
structed between the Robeline 
Road and Highway One on the 
lake's east dam. 

Plans and specifications for the 
marina have been approved by 
the State Department of Public 
Works, the Health Department 
and the Waterworks District. 

The building, which will be 
fraime and sheet metal construc- 
tion, will be 50 feet by 38 feet. 
It will be used to house sailboats, 
canoes and other equipment to 
be used in the college's aquatic 
program. 

Alost said the marina will be 
used for methods classes in aqua- 
tics and boating, activity classes 
for all college students, recrea- 
tion and for the National Red 
Cross Aquatic School, which is 
held annually at Northwestern. 

Fifteen sailboats and 20 canoes 
will be housed in the marina, 
and classes will be conducted on 
the 2,500acre lake. 

Northwestern will become the 
first state college to offer a com- 
plete aquatic program, including 
water skiing, swimming, waetr 
safety, canoeing, sailing and 
other aquatic programs. 

Chaplin's Lake, which borders 
the Northwestern campus, is pres- 
ently being used for the college's 
aquatics classes. Alost said the 
lake will still be used for some 
classes but will become primar- 
ily a recreational facility when 
the Sibley Lake marina is com- 
pleted. 

Because of facilities such as 
Chaplin's Lake, Nesom Natator- 
ium and the new marina, North- 
western w^Ll conduct the only 
Red Cross Aquatic School in the 
Southest and Southwest Districts, 
which encompass 21 states.

Post Office Near Completion; 
Biology Building Set for '70

The new campus post office 
is scheduled to be ready for use 
by September 1. 

The 2,800 square foot structure 
located between the Student 
Union and the Arts and Sciences 
Building will offer all the ser- 
vices of the present post office, 
while doubling the number of 
boxes available to students and 
faculty to a total of 4,000. 

Clerk in Charge of Northwest- 
ern Station will be Mrs. O'Deal 
Pharris, who has been with the 
college since 1945. Mrs. Pharris 
urges students to pay their box 
rent before summer vacation and 
retain their present box numbers 
in the new building. She also en- 
courages students to notify the 
post office of their summer ad- 
dresses so their mail can be for- 
warded to their homes. 

Box rents will continue to be 
$1 for, the smallest boxes, and 
slightly more for the two larger 
ones. No more than two persons 
will be allowed to share a box. 

The round shape of the $37,000 
building will allow the boxes to 
be arranged around the sides of

the walls, thus providing more 
space to be utilized and a freer 
cisculation through the three en- 
trances. 

The service window will be 
open from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Mail will be put up at 7:45 and 
8:45 a.m., and 1:45 p.m. It will 
leave the college at 8 a.m. and 
1 and 4 p.m. 

Biology Building 

The new N.S.C. Biological 
Sciences building is tentatively 
scheduled for completion in the 
fall of 1970, according to Dr. 
illiam J. Erwin, head of the bio- 
logy department. 

The three-story building will 
feature four general biology 
laboratories and one general 
botany laboratory. Three solaria 
will be included, one for each 
pair of biology labs and one for 
the botany lab. These green- 
house-like structures will aid and 
increase learning processes 
through their easy accessibility. 

Also featured will be a class- 
room auditorium with elevated 
seating of 126 persons. Two 
unique proejction systems will 
enable classes to watch films re- 
flected on translucent screenp 
quietly and without disruption 
of seating or equipment. 



Work has been completed lo- 
cally on a five-unit apartment 
building to be used for married 
student housing on the campus. 

Constructed at a cost of $48,- 
000, the building has five one- 
bedroom units. Each apartment 
has a kitchen, bedroom, bath and 
living and dining area. 

E. P. Dobson of Natchitoches 
was architect for the project, 
which includes a separate build- 
ing near the apartment complex 
to serve as a community laundry 
center. 

Mrs. Katherine Welch, North- 
western's building program co- 
ordinator and property manager, 
said the apartments have been 
occupied for the summer semes- 
ter, which began last week. 



Construction of the brick apart- 
ment complex is part of a long- 
range plan to eliminate the 
frame buildings now being used 
for married student housing and 
replace them with more modern 
and attractive housing units. 

Northwestern now has six 
modern, brick married housing 
units which include 32 apart- 
ments. There are 27 other apart- 
ments in the frame buildings 
which are being utilized for mar- 
ried student housing. 

The new unfurnished apart- 
ments are located between Col- 
lege Avenue and Sibley Drive 
near Caldwell Hall on the north 
side of the campus. 

Brick was used exclusively on 
the exterior of the new unit,

The apartment complex is part 
of a $3.2 million building pro- 
gram which began at the college 
during the Winter. 

Other projects in the building 
program are a $1.7 million bio- 
loggical sciences building; $1.2 
million women's physical educa- 
tion facility and $106,000 agri- 
cultural accessory building.

All systems are go after the week-long blackout that 
enveloped the west side of the campus June 12, according 
to President Arnold R. Kilpatrick. 

Eight buildings on the "oc- Kilpatrick explained that he 
cupied side" of the campus were requested money for an addi- 



deprived of electricity due to the 
majority power failure. Power 
was supplied to these buildings 
by a 7,500 KVA transformer lo- 
cated north of Rapides Hall. 

The relatively new General 
Electric transformer "just burn- 
ed out." The machine was four 
years oud. 

The affected side of the cam- 
pus is now being operated by a 
temporary 6,000 KVA transform- 
er that was shipped from Salt 
Lake City, Utah, by the Conti- 
nental Transformer Company of 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

The failure, which resulted in 
all regularly scheduled classes 
being dismissed, lasted a week 
due to the great distance the 
heavy auxiliary machine had to 
be transported and a trucking 
breakdown. 

The transformer now in opera- 
tion is a "used" one although 
Kilpatrick said it is in good shape 
and he expects no problems. He 
also stated that the worn out 
transformer was not running at 
its capacity and the smaller ma- 
chine is capable of handling the 
load. The transformer working 
now cost about $20,500. 

Electrical plant superinten- 
dent A. E. Brown said the trans- 
former which blew out "was ship- 
ped to Dallas for repairs and 
college officials expect it back 
in three to six weeks. Kilpatrick 
estimated the cost of repair and 
delivery at approximately $30,- 
000. 

Shu dtown by the power failure 
were the Arts and Science Build- 
ing, Sabine Hall, Rapides Hall, 
Caddo Hall, Bossier Hall, Iber- 
ville Dining Hall, Williamson 
Hall and the Student Union.

How- 
ever, he said that all expenses 
encountered with the failure will 
be paid from state funds and 
will nat tax NSC's budget. 

Future plans for Northwest- 
em's electrical system include 
still another transformer to be 
used as a backup device. With 
the return of the damaged unit 
and the purchase of a new trans- 
former, both the east and west 
side of the campus will have 
emergency capacities. 

Bids were taken on the fourth 
machine last week and it is ex- 
pected to be ready for use in 
three to six months. 

Kilpatrick also said that no 
apparent damage had been done 
to the computers in the Arts and 
Sciences Building or specimen 
in the Biology Building as a re- 
sult of the air conditioners be- 
ing shut off.

It's been a long "conflict." (Congress still fails to of- 
ficially recognize the Vietnam War as a war.) The brutal 
battle involving United States service men in Southeast 
Asia have been fought for approximately nine years. 

Nine years! Nine years of killing that have* resulted 
in more US soldiers being cut down in Vietnam than in 
World War I. 

Now President Nixon has commendably put more of 
the responsibility of keeping South Vietnam free on the 
hands of the Vietnamese while taking a true and significant 
step toward peace. The 25,000 US men that Nixon has 
ordered pulled out within the next month is a drop in the 
bucket compared to the half million in Vietnam, but it is 
a sincere start at cranking the Communists' motor toward 
a treaty. 

Talk indeed seems to be cheap in Paris where negoti- 
ators on both sides have exchanged insults for well over a 
year. Perhaps concrete evidence like Nixon's cutback, will 
show the Reds that the US has taken the initiative. It re- 
mains to be seen how the opposition will react to this rea- 
sonable beginning of peace. 

If genuine peace does not come to Vietnam, Nixon will 
still be stuck in the sticky web that those before him have 
spun. The US public seems to be rapidly becoming dis- 
satisfied with a "standoff" war while thousands of Ameri- 
cans lose their lives. The present administration will have to 
make a choice of stepping up the war and pursuing victory, 
keeping conditions as they are or a complete pullout. 

Americans in majority don't seem to want the first 
two and yet if a pullout is; executed, over 35,000 lives of 
Americans will have been needlessly sacrificed. 

The road to acceptable peace will still have to be de- 
toured to Paris, no matter how many miles it is out of the 
way to the destination.

mens to Dr. George H. Lowery, 
Jr., director of the LSU Museum. 

Valued at more than $1,500, 
the museum skins will be used 
primarily for research purposes, 
according to Lowery, who said 
there were many rare and un- 
usual birds included in the col- 
lection. 

Mrs. Land also donated num- 
erous field catalogs and files 
compiled during the collecting 
expeditions to Guatemala. 

Dr. Land had donated several 
bird specimens to the LSU Mu- 
seum before his death. He has 
more than 1,500 specimens al- 
ready on display at LSU, the 
American Museum of Natural 
History in New York, the Chica- 
go Natural History Museum and 
the museum at Yale University. 

Just before his death, Land 
finished "Birds of Guatemala," 
a 760-page manuscript with maps 
and colored identification plates, 
most of which he painted him- 
self. The book is due for publica- 
tion in December. 

He was a member of numerous 
honorary and professional organ- 
izations and was the author of 
a number of articles and reviews 
for professional journals. At the 
time of his death, he was presi- 
dent of the Louisiana Ornitho- 
logical Society.

Chemist Conducts National Teacher 
Research Here Exams to Be Held 



Dr. James L. Rhoades, associ- 
ate professor of biochemistry at 
NSC, is conducting research on 
fruits and vegetables which 
should be of great economic val- 
ue to growers, retailers and con- 
sumers. 

Rhoades' research project is 
pointed toward increasing the 
shelf life of produce by finding 
the reason fruits and vegetables 
turn brown when they are bruis- 
ed or cut open. 

For months, Rhoades and sever- 
al students in the School of 
Science and Technology have 
been studying the enzyme (poly- 
phenol oxidase) which is respon- 
sible for the formation of black- 
ish-brown pigments when fruits 
are bruised. 

Northwestern scientists have 
been successful in isolating and 
biochemically characterizing the 
enzymes of potatoes, bananas, 
apples, egg plant and avocados. 

Rhoades said that once the 
reactions of these enzymes are 
understood, then it may become 
possible to develop methods by 
which the browning reaction can 
be prevented, thus extending the 
shelf life of commercial fruits 
and vegetables.

Northwestern has been desig- 
nated as a test center for ad- 
ministering the National Teacher 
Examinations on July 19, accord- 
ing to Dr. Tandy W. McElwee, 
NSC director of counseling and 
testing. 

College seniors preparing to 
teach and teachers applying for 
positions in school systems which 
encourage or require applicants 
to submit their scores on Na- 
tional Teacher Examinations are 
eligible to take the tests. 

The designation of Northwest- 
ern as a test center for the 
exams will give prospective teach- 
ers in North Louisiana an oppor- 
tunity to compare their perform- 
ance on the tests with candidates 
throughout the nation, said 
McElwee. 

At the one-day session, a can- 
didate may take the Common 
Examinations, which include tests 
in Professional Education and 
General Education, and one of 
the 15 Teaching Area Examina- 
tions which are designed to eval- 
uate his understanding of the 
subject matter and methods ap- 
plicable to the area he may be 
assigned to teach.

After 23 Years 

Dr. Waldo Dunnington Retires 
As NSC German 



Dr. G. Waldo Dunnington has 
announced his retirement from 
Northwestern this summer after 
serving for the past 23 years as 
professor of German. 

Following his retirement as an 
active teacher, Dunnington will 
continue to serve as curator of 
the Carl Friedrich Gauss Mu- 
seum, which he established in 
the Louisiana Room of North- 
western's Russell Library. 

Dunnington came to North- 
western in September of 1946 
following four years of military 
service. From 1929 until 1942, he 
taught at junior colleges in Miss- 
ouri and also at Atlantic Univer- 
sity and LaCrosse, Wis., State 
College. 

Born in Bowling Green, Mo., 
in 1906, Dunmington received his 
bachelor and master's degrees 
from Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity. He spent two years study-

ing at the University of Gottin- 
gen in Germany. 

In 1938, Dunnington was 
awarded his doctorate in German 
from the University of Illinois. 
He taught for two years at Illi- 
nois on a graduate assistaintship. 

Dunnington in 1955 became the 
first person in the world to write 
a full-scale biography of Gauss, 
"Carl Friedrich Gauss, Tita n of 
Science." In addition, he has 
written scores of articles and re- 
views for professional journals. 

The Northwestern professor 
spent 45 years of his life collect- 
ing rare and valuable material 
on the German genius for his 
vast display of archives at North- 
western. He plans to leave the 
Gauss Museum to Northwestern, 
which will become one of cmly 
four colleges and universities in 
the world to display an extenisve 
collection of materials on Gauss. 



Totals of 3,095 Show

Registrar Advises 
for Pre-Registration 



Students currently enrolled will 
pre-register for the Fall semes- 
ter according to the following 
procedure : 

Registration packets and ad- 
visee lists will be given to de- 
partment heads and issued by 
them to faculty advisers on July 
21. If an advisee's packet is miss- 
ing, he should be sent immedi- 
ately to the Registrar's Office 
to have one made. 

Students will report to their 
advisers for schedule planning on 
July 21. (or on a date set by 
the department head). 

Each course being repeated is 
to be indicated as such on the 
class card when issued at the 
Coliseum. It is also to be indi- 
cated on the trial schedule card 
by placing a circled capital R 
after the course number. 

If all the information in the 
packet is correct, it is to be left 
with the adviser. If any informa- 
tion in the packet is incorrect, 
it should be noted on a pink 
change card. If a change of school 
is involved, the new school change 
form must be completed at the 
former dean's office. The stu- 
dent must take the change card 
and packet to the Registrar's Of- 
fice for correction. Corrected 
packets are to be picked up by 
the student the following day 
and returned to the adviser. 

New and transfer students will 
be advised on September 8-9 for 



the Fall semester. They should 
report first to the Counseling 
and Testing Center where they 
will be tested, given their pack- 
ets, and routed to their proper 
advisers.

Pschology Dept. 
Gets Monkeys 
For Research

Among N.S.C.'s most recent 
and attractive female visitors are 
the little citizens of the Psycho- 
logy Department's new Primate 
Center. 

Having just arrived in the 
United States from South Ameri- 
ca 16 weeks ago, these six visitors 
were loaned to N.S.C. through the 
Primate Center at Covington, La., 
which operates in conjunction 
with Tulane University. They ar- 
rived on campus Tuesday, and 
are now comfortably housed in 
their spacious cages in the base- 
ment of Caldwell Hall. 

Unusual accomodations? Not if 
the guests happen to be squirrel 
monkeys, and frightened, un- 
tamed ones at that. For, despite 
their soft brown fur and huge 
gentle eyes, their trainer would 
not dare to reach for them with- 
out the heavy, elbow-length 
leather gloves which protect him 
from their sharp little teeth and 
claws. 

Taming them is the first task 
that faces James N. Field, who is 
studying their behavior for his 
master's thesis. He will attempt 
to observe and measure their 
problem solving ability and re- 
action to such stimuli as electric 
shock. Monkeys are especially 
good subjects for psychological 
study because, as Dr. C. B. 
Moody said, "The closer the ani- 
mal is to a human being, the 
more applicable the study of it 
becomes." 

The Primate Center at Coving- 
ton provided the monkeys and 
equipment free of charge as part 
of a national program to promote 
primate research. The newly 
established laboratory at N.S.C. 
has been said by the head of the 
department, Dr. Moody, to be the 
first to be set up in a Louisiana 
state college.

The newly established Teach- 
er's Aid Institute at Northwestern 
has begun its first summer and 
is already being deemed atsuccess 
by instructors. 

In an effort to upgrade the ed- 
ucation program for Louisiana 
school children, the teacher aid 
provides relief for educators 
from duties not related to teach- 
ing. Thus the teacher is allowed 
more time to devote to the stu- 
dent. 

The program consists of three 
courses designed to give each 
teacher aid in instruction in his 
or her field. Office administra- 
tion, typing, testing, general ed- 
ucation, the fundamentals of 
teaching and audio-visual teach- 
ing methods are covered in the 
course. Students also observe 
children in the classroom to gain 
further insight into the teaching 
profession. 

Currently there are 51 students 
enrolled in the federally-financed 
program which covers a four 
parish area and offers college 
credit for the course. Although 
qualifications vary in each parish,

Moore wanted to return to school 
better run her center. 

At NSC, she is taking courses 
in operational proceedings for 
day-care centers as part of a 
three-week Home Economics 
workshop. She has just completed 
a three-week program in Kinder- 
garten teaching techniques which 
was instructed by Mrs. Margaret 
Cassin, State University of New 
York, and Mrs. Charles F. Thom- 
as, a member of the NSC Home 
Economics department. Both of 
her teachers described Mrs. 
Moore as "enthusiastic" and 
"excited to learn". 

Mrs. Moore began her day-care 
center some six years ago in her 
home with just one student. To- 
day, the center, licensed by the 
state Welfare department, is 
housed in a modern brick struc- 
ture and lists an enrollment of 
65 students with a staff of five 
teachers plus a bus driver. 

The idea for the center came 
one morning, Mrs. Moore said, 
when she saw a poorly dressed 
child of working parents walking 
to the store to buy cookies for 
breakfast. Red River parish child- 
ren no longer have to care for 
themselves while their parents 
work since the day-care center 
provides three meals a day, plus 
care from 8 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
Mrs. Moore's school was built 



by funds obtained from the Sev- 
enth Day Adventist Church con- 
vention and is constructed next 
to the Springville Seventh Day 
Adventist church. Money for the 
school and church was allocated 
by the church convention after 
Mrs. Moore addressed the group 
requesting funds for her project. 
She was the first woman in the 
church's history to ask the con- 
ference for funds. 

Mrs. Moore and her husband, 
the late Jim Lincoln Moore, had 
17 children; 10 of them living. 
The couple sent all 10 to college 
with eight of them graduating — 
five from Southern, one from 
Texas State University, and one 
from Grambling. 

Two daughters, Mrs. Mary 
Smith of Washington, D. C, and 
Mrs. M. B. Bass of Shreveport, 
both received Masters degrees 
from NSC, and a son, Emmett J. 
Moore, is currently working on 
his Masters at Northwestern.

basically the requirements are a 
high school diploma and a high 
sense of moral values needed in 
the guidance of children. 

The institute will run through 
the regular session after which 
the teacher aids return to their 
school systems to begin work. 

As a follow-up to the program, 
Dr. Kurt Kinard, director of the 
institute, will visit various school 
systems across the state, speak- 
ing to supervisors and teachers 



about the Teacher's Aid Pro- 
gram. In addition, Dr. Kinard 
will observe teacher aids on the 
job. 

During the fall semester, teach- 
er aids will attend a two-day 
seminar each month to discuss 
problems encountered in the 
course of their teaching. 
From this program and others 
like it, educators hope to provide 
better education for the ever- 
increasing number of American 
school children. 



Five Special Institutes and Workshops 
Slated To Be Conducted Here August 



Northwestern will offer five 
special institutes and workshops 
during August following the close 
of the regular summer semester 
July 30. 

More than 250 persons are 
scheduled to participate in the 
five programs, three of which are 
being conducted with the use of 
federal grants.

No Sat. Classes 
Among Changes 
In Fall Semester 

Beginning this fall, undergrad- 
uates will be allowed to carry 
full academic loads without at- 
tending Saturday classes. 

President Arnold R. Kilpatrick 
revealed this week a new class 
schedule whiqh will virtually 
eliminate dreaded Saturday 
classes for the great majority of 
Northwestern students. 

Classes will still be conducted 
on Saturdays during the fall, but 
they will be confined to graduate 
and senior level courses. 

Dr. Charles F. Thomas, vice- 
president of academic affairs, 
said a revisio n of class times on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays makes 
it possible for most students to 
eliminate Saturday clases. 

The new schedule calls for stu- 
dents to atend classes on Tues- 
days and Thursdays for one hour 
and 15 minutes each day. Pn the 
past, students have attended 
classes on Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday with each class meeting 
for 50 minutes. 

All classes on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays in the fall will meet 
for the one hour and 15-minute 
period, and there will be a 15- 
minute break between classes in- 
stead of the usual 10-minute lull. 

Classes on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays will be scheduled at 
8 a.m., 9:30 a.m., 11 a.m., 12:30 
p.m., 2 p.m. and 3:30 p.m. 
MWF Stays Same 

Monday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day classes will remain unchang- 
ed this fall. Those classes are 
scheduled for each hour an the 
hour beginning at 8 a.m. and 
continuing through 4 p.m. There 
will be 10-minute breaks be- 
tween the 50-minute class meet- 
ings. 

The new schedule won the u- 
manimous approval of the Deans 
Council at Northwestern and of 
the college's 28 academic depart- 
ment heads. 

In making the announcement, 
Kilpatrick said, "We feel the new 
class schedule at Northwestern 
will be beneficial to students 
for a number of reasons. In- 
creased tuition fees and other 
rising closts in education have 
made it necessary for many stu- 
dents to help pay their ow n way. 
This will allow some youngster 
to work on weekends in order to 
help finance their education." 

The Northwestern president 
also pointed out that the college 
has students who commute from 
throughout North-Central Louis- 
iana. He said the new schedule 
will eliminate some of their pro- 
blems.

Dr. George T. Walker, presi- 
dent of Northeast Louisiana 
State College, will be featured 
speaker here during summer 
commencement exercises Aug. 1 
at 8 p.m. in Prather Coliseum. 

Three-hundred and florty-nine 
students are candidates for de- 
grees at the graduation cere- 
monies. Of the total, 199 are 
undergraduates and 150 are in 
the Graduate School. 

President Arnold R. Kilpat- 
rick said the selection of Dr. 
Walker as commencement speak- 
er was in keeping with the poli- 
cy of attempting to bring out- 
standing Northwestern graduates 
to the campus as graduation 
speakers. 

A 1935 graduate of Northwest- 
ern, Dr. Walker received his mas- 
ter's degree from Louisiana 
State University the following 
year. He was awarded his Ph.D. 
degree from LSU in 1948. 

Dr. Walker, a native of Jones- 
boro, became president of North- 
east in 1958. During his presi- 
dency, Northeast has tripled in 
i n enrollment and in the number 
of buildings on the campus. 

Before going to Northeast as 
president, Dr. Walker s>erve)d 
for 10 years at Northwestern. He 
came to Northwestern in 1948 
as professor of business admin- 
istration and dean of the School 
f>£ Applied Arts] and (Sciences. 
In 1954, he was appointed dean 
of administration, ccintinuing as 
professor and dean of Applied 
Arts and Sciences. 

After receiving his master's

President Arnold R. Kilpatrick 
of Northwestern said the State 
Board of Education has approved 
the establishment of the profes- 
sorship in honor of the late Vic- 
tor Leander Roy, fromer presi- 
dent of the college. 

Kilpatrick said a different fa- 
culty member wall be selected 
each year as the recipient of the 
V. L. Roy Professorship. He will 
receive the professorship funds 
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in addition to his regular salary. 

According to Kilpatrick, the 
first winner of the Roy Professor- 
ship will probably be announced 
by the selection committee dur- 
ing the fall semester. 

Many contributions have al- 
ready been received for the pro- 
fessorship and have been placed 
in a trust fund for the continua- 
tion of the grant. Persons donat- 
ing $100 or more are being 
named charter members of the 
professorship fund. 

Kilpatrick said professors from 
all academic areas at Northwest- 
ern will be eligible for the honor. 

Roy, who died last year at the 
age of 97, was president-emeritus 
of Northwestern at the time of 
his death. 

He became president of the 
college in 1911 when it was a 
two-year institution known as 
Louisiana State Normal School. 
His principal achievement as 
president was the elevation of 
Northwestern to four-year col- 
lege status in 1918. 

Roy rtesigmed the presidency 
in 1929 and was designated pres- 
ident-emeritus of Northwestern 
11 years later by the State Board 
of education.

Northwestern students prepare 
lessons and utilize the laboratory 
once every two weeks. They then 
study the tapes of their micro- 
teaching presentations, which al- 
lows self-analysis of their effec- 
tiveness. 

The tapes are also reviewed 
and evaluated by faculty mem- 
bers and are used many times 
over in the instruction and train- 
ing of numerous other students 
in teaching education programs 
at the college. 

Barron said students are "bor- 
rowed" from Northwestern Ele- 
mentary Laboratory School to as- 
sist in the laboratory training 
program of the college students. 
The youngsters are taken from 
various grade levels in order to 
allow a wider range of experience 
for the participating prospective 
teachers. 

According to Barron, it has be- 
come apparent that there are un- 
limited possibilities relative to 
the multiple use of micro-teach- 
ing techniques. 

Although preliminary research 
and experience is directed toward 
elementary teacher preparation, 



additional possibilities include 
micro-teaching in support of guid- 
ance and counseling, research in 
methodology, selection and pre- 
determination of personnel and 
administrative procedures.

Agriculture 
Building Nears 
Finished Stage 

Work is nearing completion on 
the construction of a $106,000 
agriculture accessory building. 

Mrs. Katherine Welch, build- 
ing program coordinator at North- 
western, said construction work 
on the structure is in its final 
stages and it should be equipped 
and furnished in time for use at 
the beginning of the fall semester 
in September. 

Located east of the dairy barn 
on the Northwestern campus, the 
building is of metal, pre-fabricat- 
ed construction. There will be 
6,134 square feet of floor space 
in the facility. 

Officials in the Department of 
Agriculture at Northwestern said 
the building will contain a dairy 
processing laboratory, animal pro- 
ducts laboratory, agricultural 
engineering laboratory, and an 
arena for judging and showing 
livestock, a large classroom and 
office space. 

Facilities in the building will 
make it possible for Northwestern 
agriculture students to process 
all types of dairy products. There 
will also be facilities for the 
slaughter, processing and freezing 
of poultry, hogs and cattle. 

The agricultural accessory 
building is part of a $3.1 million 
building project which got under 
way on the Northwestern campus 
early this year. 

Other projects in the massive 
building program are a $1.7 mil- 
lion biological scienes building, 
$1.2 million women's physical 
education facility and a $36,000 
apartment complex for married 
students. 

The biology building and wo- 
men's physical education struc- 
ture are scheduled for completion 
in 1970, and the married students' 
were completed earlier this sum- 
mer. 



Fourteen students are partici- 
pating this summer in the Col- 
legiate Program for Talented 
High School Seniors at North- 
western. 

The students, who have com- 
pleted their junior year of high 
school, are selected on the basis 
of scholarship and American Col- 
lege Test scores, according to Dr. 
Tandy McElwee, director of coun- 
seling and testing at Northwest- 
ern. 

Partcipants in the program 
may schedule a maximum of sev- 
en semester hours in the sum- 
mer term. Credit earned in the 
program will be applied to de- 
gree requirements when the stu- 
dent become a regular college 
student at Northwestern. 

The 14 students are taking reg- 
ular college classes in art, biol- 
ogy, English, foreign languages, 
mathematics, music, physical 
sciences, speech and physical ed- 
ucation. 

Participating in the program 
during the summer semester are 
Connie Barlow, Arcadia High 
School; Deborah Brodnax, Oak 
Hill High School of Elmer; Ear- 
line Bryant, Colfax High School;

Northwestern's School of Nur- 
sing had its beginning in 1949 
whe n four Shreveport hospitals. 
Highland Sanitarium, North Lou- 
isiana Sanitarium, Tri-State and 
Shreveport Charity, agreed to dis- 
continue their schools of nursing 
and contracted to furnish clini- 
cal facilities for the newly- 
formed Department of Nursing 
in the School of Applied Arts 
and Sciences at Northwestern. 

The first students were ad- 
mitted to the program during the 
fall semester of 1949. Because 
of rapidly-increasing enrollment, 
the Department of Nursing be- 
came the School of Nursing in 
1953. 

Northwestern's School of Nur- 
sing, the largest among the state 
colleges, now has an enrollment 
of more than 350 students and 
has clinical campuses in Shreve- 
port and Baton Rouge in addition 
to the main campus in Natchi- 
toches.

throughout the world in more 
than 100 countries. And in the 
past 19 years 80 men have been 
acknowledged as Distinguished 
Military Graduates. 

Founded in 1819 on the cam- 
pus of what was to become Nor- 
wich University, the idea of an 
officer training program for 
young men soon spread to such 
schools as VMI, the University 
of Tennessee, and the Citidel. 

With the coming of the Civil 
War the need for more trained 
and qualified officers for the 
Regular Army and a need for of- 
ficers who would form a basis for 
a meaningful reserve force in 
time of peace was seen by Con- 
gress. 

This challenge was met by the 
Morrill Act, officially known as 
the Land Grant Act of 1862. This 
act of Congress granted land to 
states for the development of 
agricultural and mechanical col- 
leges, a stipulation being that 
military training was to be offer- 
ed. The military training at such 
schools as LSU, Texas A&M, and 
Oklahoma State originated under 
this act. 

Today the ROTC program is of- 
fered to qualified young men in 
283 colleges and universities, 
eight of which are in the state 
of Louisiana. The program pro- 
duces approximately 80 per cent 
of all junior officers entering 
the Army each year. One half of 



all officers on duty with the US 
Army received their commissions 
through the ROTC program. 

ROTC commissions are held by 
39 general officers holding major 
staff assignments in the Penta- 
gon.

September 16, 1969 

The Student Government Association 
met in the SGA Conference Room on 
September 16, 1969 at 6 p.m. Burns 
called the meeting to order and led 
the group in prayer followed by the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

Meeting adjourned. 

September 22, 1969 
The Student Government Association 
met in the SGA Conference Room on 
September 22, 1969 at 6 p.m. Burns 
called the meeting to order. Brown led 
the group in prayer, followed by the 
Pledge of Allegiance. Roll was called. 
Late was Arnona. The minutes were 
read and approved as corrected. 

Burns declined the request to make 
nominations for the State Fair Court. 
He stated that since the members of 
the SGA are represented elsewhere it 
would be better if they did not nomi- 
nate anyone for they represented the 
entire Student Body. 

Kenneth Bailey was sworn in by Dean 
Fulton to the office of Sophomore 
Men's Representative. 

Miles reported that his plans for 
the coming year as Student Services 
Chairman were to have complainents 
filed with him and each personally an- 
swered. He requested full support and 
backing from the SGA. Miles further 
reported that he had written Sullivan 
Enterprises of New Orleans and Perma- 
Seal Inc. of Shreveport concerning 
having the Mr. and Miss NSC photo- 
graphs laminated, and would report 
back upon receiving an answer. 

Debbie Singletary was sworn in by 
Dean Fulton to the office of Sopho- 
more Secretary-Treasurer. 

Marmillion reported that Burgin had 
made reservations with the Magnolia 
Resort Inn in Hammond for the Gegin- 
ners Workshop the third and fourth 
of October. 

Burns reported that the executive 
committee had met Saturday and work- 
ed out a skeleton outline of committees 
for the coming year. The committees 
will be completed later in the semester 
with freshmen and late applicants. 

Baker reported that the Elections 
Board had received 22 petitions for 
freshman elections. Nineteen were eli- 
gible, with two candidates applications 
still to be checked. The ineligible can- 
didate was disqualified because she 
was not a full time student. 

Baker reported that the committee 
working on the reorganization of the 
free speech alley would delay their 
report until further consoltation with 
the Dean of Students. 

Nickerson moved that the SGA mem- 
bers be approved as election commis- 
sioners to work at the polls. Seconded 
by D. Martin. Motion carried. 

Baker said that the constitution does 
no require that election workers be ap- 
proved by the SGA, and that only the 
five voting members of the Elections 
Board had to receive approval. 

D. Martin moved that Wanda Stoma, 
Debbie Singletary, Ronnie Brown, and 
Tisa Davis be appointed as voting 
members of the Elections Board. Second- 
ed by Hebert. Questioned by Digilormo. 
The motion carried. 

Burns introduced the Current Sauce 
Reporter, Delores Mays. 

Burns reported that Mrs. Ray Scott 
came before the executive committee 
and asked for help in obtaining an 
entertainer for a benefit show. The 
proceeds from the show will go to the 
Day Care Center for Retarded Child- 
ren for use in their building fund. It 
will be included with the spring en- 
tertainment but not part of the book- 
lets. Mrs. Scott asked for help from 
the SGA also in backing the project. 
Baker moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate the possibility of 
getting an entertainer. Seconded by D. 
Martin.

Defunct NSC Speaker Program

For many years La. Tech has been considered North- 
western's arch-rival. But this rivalery is mainly confined 
to the playing field. So it would not seem too traitorous to 
point out a noteworthy activity going on in Ruston which 
is not connected with sports. 

Tech's SGA has initiated for the third year a program 
whose purpose is to sponsor lectures for the student body 
by well known figures in politics and other fields. 

For example, Dr. Benjamin Spock, the famous babv 
doctor who was just acquited of a charge of inciting young 
men to violate the draft laws, spoke on Monday. And Sen. 
Strom Thurmon of South Carolina is slated to lecture later 
in the quarter. 

The project is called Accent '70, and in the past such 
successful and interesting people as Senator Edmund Muskie, 
newscaster Harry Reasoner, Sen. George McGovern, author 
Mark Lane, and Sen. Barry Goldwater have been scheduled 
to speak. 

According to Bo Trussell, the advertising manager of 
Tech's campus newspaper, the students pay a $3 fee which 
covers these speakers as well as dances and other enter- 
tainment. 

Now, naturally, the question comes to mind as to why 
Northwestern doesn't have some similar activity. In general, 
new ideas for projects on campus are more easily accept- 
ed and acted upon if they are first conceived by a member 
of NSC's student governing body. This is just a matter of 
pride. 

However, is it too degrading to occasionally consider 
the accomplishments of outside student service organiza- 
tions? 

This seems especially true in this case. Lectures by 
renouned and stimulating personalities in the news could 
do much to alleviate the student apathy which supposedly 
permeates this campus. 

Freshman Candidates 
Show More Interest 

Spirit seems to be a big thing at college these days, 
and probably has been for many decades. Conversely, apa- 
thy is an undersirable trait for student bodies to possess.

There have been some surpris- 
es.

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Northwestern Band Plays 'Football' 



Northwestern State College's 
Damon Marching Band will be- 
come the first college or univer- 
sity band in the nation to play 
the song "Football," written by 
Bernie Wayne, nationally-known 
composer, theatrical producer 
and director. 

Wayne, who wrote both the 
music and lyrics to the song just 
two weeks ago, will direct the 
Northwestern band when the tune 
is premiered during halftime at 
the Northwestern-Louisiana Tech 
football game at State Fair Sta- 
dium in Shreveport Oct. 18. 

J. Robert Smith, Northwestern 
director of bands, said rehearsals 
on the song have already begun. 
Wayne will fly into Natchitoches 
October 17 to work with the 160- 
member Demon Marching Band 
before the State Fair perfor- 
mance. 



Wayne has written a long list of 
hit tunes, including "Blue Vel- 
vet," "Laughing on the Outside, 
Crying on the Inside," and in- 
strumentals "Venessa" and "Port 
Au Prince." 

Probably his most famous com- 
position is "There She Is, Miss 
America." Wayne wrote the song 
in 1955, the first year the Miss 
America Pagent was televised, 
and the tune has become a major 
part of Miss America pagents. 

This year marks the 100th an- 
niversary of college football in 
the United States, and Wayne 
said the centennial celebration 
inspired him to write the song 
"Football." He added, however, 
that the song "is for all football, 
from sandlot to professional." 

Arrangements have been made 
for Mayor Clyde Fant of Shreve- 
port to declare Oct. 18 "Bernie 



Wayne Day" in the city. Wayne 
will participate in activities lead- 
ing up to the State Fair Classic 
in both Natchitoches and Shreve- 
port. 

Wayne said several colleges 
and universities, including Notre 
Dame, Purdue and Iowa State, 
will be playing the song later 
in the season, but Northwestern 
will be allowed to preview the 
song at the State Fair. Several 
professional bands and high 
schools bands across the nation 
will also present the tune later 
in the year. 

Smith said the Northwestern 
band will feature a medley of 
Wayne's hits at the State Fair, 
and the new song will highlight 
the program. 

Wayne's contact with the North- 
western band came through Dixie 
Ware, a Monroe television and 
radio personality. Mrs.

October 6, 1969 

The Student Government Association 
met in SGA Conference Room on Octob- 
er 6, at 6:00 p.m. D. Martin called the 
meeting to order. D. Martin led the 
group in prayer followed by the Pledge 
of Allegiance. Roll was called. Absent 
were Bella and Miles. Late were Burns 
and Henderson. Minutes were approved 
as read. 

Freshmen class officers were sworn 
in: O'Quin, President; Pease, Secretary; 
Broussard, Men's Representative; Jean- 
ne Hebert, Women's Representative. 

D. Martin reported that the Impact 
of Brass was the group scheduled for 
October 14. Martin distributed to the 
voting members of the SGA their 
complimentary entertainment booklets. 
O'Quin asked if they still planned on 
hiring someone to work guarding the 
doors. Burnette suggested that Circle 
K and Blue Key be asked to work the 
doors. Martin said that the committee 
was still working on this problem. 

Baker reported that the freshman 
run-offs had been scheduled for Thurs- 
day, October 9th. The two candidates, 
Wright and Morgan , who were in the 
run-off for Vice-President of the Fresh- 
man Class tied requiring a second run- 
off. 

Baker further reported that because 
of the freshman run-off that the selec- 
tion of Freshman Associates would be 
postponed until next week, October 
13. He informed the members that a- 
bout 20 applications had been filed for 
Freshman Associate. 

Marmillion reported that plans for 
state fair week were now being form- 
ed. Wednesday evening there will be 
a pep rally. Thursday a street parade 
is planned to be followed by a bon 
fire and pep rally. Thursday night after 
the pep rally the Union is sponsoring 
a dance. Saturday, October 18, the SGA 
will have a reception with the Tech 
SGA and Mayor Fant of Shreveport 
at noon. Saturday afternoon will be 
the traditional parade and pep rallies 
on the court house square. He announc- 
ed that plans to get banners for the 
highways, fireworks at the game and 
pennents were being made.

Marks Fall After 4 Tilts 



Eight NSC records have been 
equalled or surpassed by the De- 
mon gridders in the four-game- 
old 1969 season. Four new stand- 
ards have been set while in four 
other departments marks were 
tied. 

Versatile Vic Nyvall leads the 
early assualt on the books with 
two individual records set and 
three matched. 

Nyvall set a single game kick- 
off return yardage mark with 136 
yards against Stephen F. Austin, 
breaking the old record of 100 
yards by Kenny Thompson against 
Southwestern in 1961. Also 
against SFA, Nyvall equalled for- 
mer Northwestern All-American 
and now New Orleans Saint Al 



Dodd's mark for most kickoffs 
returned, three. 

Vic put his name in the record 
books, three more times with 31 
rushes against Tennessee Tech 
and three touchdowns for 18 
points against SFA. The indivi- 
dual rushes record breaks Rich- 
ard Ware's standard of 22 against 
USL last year. Ware and Al Phil- 
lips also have three TD's and 18 
points in one game. 

In the team category, Mike 
Pool's 85-yard scoring toss to 
Phillips is the longest pass play 
and TD catch in NSC history. 
The Demon defensive secondary 
tied an entry into the books last 
week against Northeast when it 
held the Indians to 24 yards 



through the air. Northeast was 
also the recipient of only 24 yards 
passing in 1966.

Fall Enrollment 
Set at 6,017 

Northwestern's enrollment for 
the fall semester is 6,017, accord- 
ing to President Arnold R. Kil- 
pa trick. 

Of the total enrollment, 5,102 
are undergraduates, and 915 are 
are registered in the Graduate 
School. 

The breakdown of undergrad- 
uates by schools shows 1,944 in 
the School of Education; 1,030 in 
Liberal Arts; 958 in Business; 
845 in Scieinice and Technology 
and 325 in Nursing. 

This year's freshman class of 
2,200 students is the largest num- 
ber of first-year students ever re- 
corded at Northwestern The 
freshman enrollment is up by 
200 students over the fall of 1968. 

A class breakdown also shows 
1,085 sophomores, 932 juniors 
and 885 seniors. Of the total en- 
rollment, 3,086 are men, and 
2,931 are women. 

In the Graduate School, 802 
students are working toward the 
master's degree, 79 are enrolled 
in work toward a specialist de- 
gree, and 34 are registered in 
doctoral degree work. 

Last fall's enrollment was 6,555.

Each year about this time, NSC 
Demonland is in high spirits as 
what is known to NSC students 
as "Wreck Tech Week" returns 
with its many activities to the 
Northwestern campus. 

One of the oldest rivalries in 
the state, the competition be- 
tween NSC and Louisiana Tech 
started in 1907 and will celebrate 
it's 54th anniversary this year. 
"Wreck Tech Week" has now be- 
come a traditional part of the 
Northwestern curriculum sym- 
bolizing the rivalry with Loui- 
siana Tech as NSC's chief com- 
petition. 

Planning for Tech week starts 
many weeks in advance of the 
scheduled event. The first aware- 
ness that Tech week is at hand 
is the choosing of the State Fair 
Queen and her court by the stu- 
dents. The queen and her court 
are presented in full array each 
year at the game in Shreveport. 

Tech week kicks off with the 
distribution of many cards that 
read "WRECK TECH" in bold 
purple and white print. To sup- 
plement the cards many buttons 
also reading "Wreck Tech" are 
sold and worn on campus. 

Stores in Natchitoches are 
quickly diminished each year of 
their supply of purple and white 
crepe paper streamers and white 
shoe polish which is used to 
decorate cars for the many parad- 
es in connection with the weekend 
game. 

Activities leading to the game 
start when the Bulldog which 
symbolizes Tech, is put on trial 
in Demon Stadium, found guilty 
of a long list of misdemeanors, 
and then hung on one of the NSC 
goalposts. The dog is then placed 
in a coffin and displayed in the 
student union. 

After he lies in wake for a day 
or two he is taken for a ride 
around campus and town in a 



parade which is followed by a 
huge pep rally and bonfire 
where the Bulldog is burned in 
effigy. As the bulldog burns, 
shouts of "Wreck Tech" and "Go 
to hell, Bulldogs" can be heard

On Friday a constant stream of 
cars head for Shreveport deco- 
rated in purple and white carry- 
ing many spirited Demon sup- 
porters. As Friday comes to a 
close, the campus looks desolate 
and quiet with nothing but the 
wind stirring. 

Saturday morning everyone is 
up early as activities begin again 
in Shreveport with a pep rally 
and parade that morning. After 
the pep rally is over, things calm 
down somewhat until that night 
when the highlight of the week 
of activities finally arrives. There 
in State Fair Stadium the game 
is played before stands filled 
with roaring fans. 

Statistics 
Since the rivalry between Tech 
and NSC K ~gan in 1907, Louisiana 
Tech has captured the most gam- 
es, winning 34 and losing 15. Four 
games have ended in ties. All 
four of these games had a score 
of 0-0. 

Even though Tech has won 
the most games, NSC and Tech 
have been considered evenly 
matched since 1958. Since that 
time the number of games have 
been evenly divided with Tech 
winning five and • the Demons 
also capturing five. The total 
scores for both teams since 1958 
show the Bulldogs edging NSC 
with a total of 181 points for 
the ten games played to NSC's 
178 points. 

More statistics show that Tech 
has the longest winning streak 
in the series with a total of nine 
games from 1945-1952. NSC's 
longest winning streak occurred

the federal government. The col- 
lege pays off certain rates per 
building after they are completed. 
Under the old room fees that 
the students paid these rates 
could not be met. Even with the 
increase in room fees though, 
NSC has some of the lowest fees 
in the state. 

Money for the day to day opera- 
tion of the school comes through 
the state. This is a primary cause 
of low supplies, the shortage of 
new books in the library, and 
the reduction of classes offered. 
Kilpatrick said he is constantly 
beating the drum when he meets 
with the Board of Education or 
the Legislature, but the real prcs 
sure to relieve the situation must 
come from the public. 

The Student Personnel Associ- 
ation is composed of full time 
graduates majoring in student 
personnel services. 

Graduating 15-20 people a 
year, the association is the only 
one of its kind in the state. 

In the two-year program stu- 
dents are prepared for work at 
the college level in deans offices, 
registrars offices, financial aid 
offices, counseling and testing 
centers, and placement offices. 

The association consists of 14 
regular members and 20 hono- 
rary members. Honorary members 
are selected through vote by the 
regular members from the facul- 
ty, student personnel supervis- 
ors, and college administration 
officers.

from 1938 to 1940 with a three- 
game win. The Demons have been 
scoreless in 14 games and the 
Bulldogs have been scoreless in 
10. 

The worst score that the Bull- 
dogs of Tech have compiled a- 
gainst the NSC Demons was in 
1911 when Tech toppled NSC 
with a score of 39-0. NSC's best 
win over Tech came in 1932 
when the Demons overran the 
Bulldogs by a score of 33-0. 

Each year the rivalry between 
Tech and NSC seems to become 
a bigger thing. When the series 
started in 1907, only the burning 
of the bulldog in effigy and the 
pep rally associated with it were 
part of the pre-game activities. 
As years have gone by more and 



more activities have been added 
and more are being added each 
year to help boost Demon spirit 
and send the team on to a win. 

Another change that has been 
made in the series is the change 
in the place the game is held. 
Before it came to be an annual 
event at the State Fair in Shreve- 
port, the game was played locally 
alternating between NSC and 
Tech.

Moving Violations 
Bonds Increased

Traffic fines for moving viola- 
tions have been increased as of 
July this year. 

In addition, any tickets which 
are received on campus for a 
moving violation must be paid 
for at the Natchitoches City Traf- 
fic Court. It was also noted that 
whenever an accident is involv- 
ed, the bond will not be less than 
$40.50. 

The bond figures range from 
$15.50 for going the wrong way, 
obstructing traffic, and digging 
out, to $185.50 for the second 
offense in driving while intoxicat- 
ed. 

Some violations such as im- 
proper turns, disobeying traffic 
signals and stop signs have seen 
the most notable increases in 
bond figures with a step of $15. 

According to Campus Security 
Chief James K. Lee, the bond 
increases were necessitated ac- 
cording to the Uniform Traffic 
Code with which NSC is in com- 
pliance. Also, a "no-fix" ticket 
has been incorporated so that 
"politics will be unable to in- 
fluence traffic violation con- 
trol," according to Lee.

October 13, 19*9

Northwestern and Loui- 
siana Tech, bitter rivals in 
football for almost four dec- 
ades, clash again Saturday 
night in Shreveport's State 
Fair Stadium in what promis- 
es to be one of the largest 
crowds ever to witness the 
annual rivalry.

Northwestern Elementary 
Serves Students As Lab

Northwestern Elementary School 
provides an excellent laboratory 
. school for approximately 900 NSC 
students in teacher education. 

The average NSC goer doesn't 
realize how many of' our students 
invade the classrooms of the 
children to make observations in 
fulfillment for various courses. 
To begin with, Education 102 
classes make general observations 
throughout the school as an in- 
troduction to the teaching field. 

Students enrolled in Education- 
al Psychology 201 make a num- 
ber of visits to study teaching 
procedures and learning tech- 
nique. In addition, those in Child 
Growth and Development 303 
study one specific child includ- 
ing a case study, conferences 
with the teacher and parents of 
the child, and observations of 
him, in the classroom. 

Dr. Leonard F. Fowler stated 
that seniors in their professional 
semester in this field take 14 



hours of methods courses and 
observe a minimum of five hours 
per week. They not only observe, 
but help the teacher teach, to 
some extent. This experience 
better prepares the student to 
tackle his student teaching the 
next semester and also aides the 
teacher. 

Physical education majors in 
PE 215 and PE 315 make their 
initial contact with the elemen- 
tary school in some observation- 
participation activities. Swimm- 
ing is taught to the children by 
NSC method classes in swimm- 
ing under the supervision of the 
instructors. 

This semester, about 40 stu- 
dents in PE 402C are working 
in pairs to teach physical educa- 
tion to children in grades 3-6. 
This is a good balanced program 
helping prepare the college stu- 
dent for student teaching and 
graduation. 

In addition, Margaret Atkins 
has several music majors doing 
their student teaching this fall 



with her. Some Music 30A and 
30B classes from NSC are requir- 
ed to observe in the elementary 
school. 

Apart from observers, the work 
scholarship program assigns at 
least one college student to each 
teacher to serve as a teacher 
aid. This helps the student pay 
his way through school, and 
renders assistance to the teacher. 

College seniors preparing to 
teach school may take the Na- 
tional Teacher Examination on 
any of the four different test 
dates anounced by the Educa- 
tional Testing Service, a nonpro- 
fit, educational organization 
which prepares and administers 
this testing program. Results of 
the examination are used by 
many large school districts as one 
of the several factors in the selec- 
tion of new teachers and by sev- 
eral states for certification or 
licensing of teachers.

NSC Selected As A Satellite 
Network Information Center 



Northwestern has been select 
ed as a satellite informotion cen- 
ter for the nation-wide Reading 
Resources Network. 

Announcement of the selection 
of Northwestern as an informa- 
tion center was made by the Ed- 
ucational Re arch Information cen- 
ter and The Clearinghouse on 
Retrieval of Information and 
Evaluation of Reading. The or- 
ganization is known as ERIC- 
CRIER. 

Northwestern will be one of 
cnly 20 such satellite centers in 
the United States. It is the only 
one in Louisiana and one of only 
two in the South. 

Dr. Mildred H. Bailey, profes- 
sor of education and director of 
the NSC Reading Center, will 
serve as coordinator of the infor- 
mation center. 

Dr. Bailey said the center will 
be housed in the Northwestern 
Reading Center in Warren Easton 
Hall but will be moved upon the 
completion of the Teacher-Educa- 
tion Center early next year. The 
permanent home for the informa- 
tion unit will be in the Teacher- 
Education Center. 

The national reading clearing- 
house is a joint project of the 
International Reading Assocation 
and Indiana University. The pro- 
gram is funded by the U.S. Office 
of Education. 

Plans call for the clearing- 
house to acquire, evaluate, ab- 
stract, store, retrieve and dissem- 
inate all of the information and 
research on reading since 1900. 
This information will be stored 
at the information center at 
Indiana University . 

Indiana University will prepare 
copies of ail of the research data 
zmd send the material to the 20 
satellite centers. Dr. Bailey said 
the new center will add some 
2,500 volumes to the college's 
present library holdings. 

Students, educators and read- 
ing specialists throughout the 



Southern part of the United 
States will utilize the material 
and facilities of the newly-estab- 
lished satellite center at North- 
western.

Publication dates will be in 
late November or early Decem- 
ber. The other co-editor is Michael 
Colvin, a graduate assistant in 
the English department. 

Copy Service 
Rates Raised 

Donald N. MacKenzie, head li- 
brarian here, announced that the 
rates for all copying strvice in 
the NSC library will be increas- 
ed. 

The new charge beginning Nov. 
1 will 10 cents, rather than the 
five cents presently charged. In 
addition, the price for points 
made on the Reader-Printers will 
be raised to 20 cents per copy. 

Xerox copying was introduced 
on this campus in 1964 and has 
been run at the five cents rate 
from that time. 

The new rate, according to Mac- 
Kenzie, is necessiated by increas- 
ed costs of materials and an ur- 
gent requirement that the ser- 
vice pay for itself without sub- 
sidy.

The quality of education here is consistently showing 
improvement, or at least it seems to be judging from thi

incredible when one considers the facts that each year NSC 
seems to undergo a cut in state and federal funds. 

In a speech before the Student Personnel Association 
last week, President Kilpatrick stated that Northwestern is 
operating on a budget for 1966. And this is despite in- 
creased enrollment and the ever-rising cost of living. 

One school in this state, LSU, has been spared in this 
wave of frugality. In an obvious attempt to create Loui- 
intLW "^g^rsity, LSU is liberally granted increases 
m funds disproportionate with their percentage of Louisiana 
students in comparison with the other state schools. 

In the half-time show of a recent USL football game 
the majorettes and other performing groups presented a 
skit satirizing the imbalance of state education funding 
Therefore the pinch on the smaller state schools is being 
felt by others than NSC. 

One of the areas the cutback is felt here is financial 
aid. Only two years ago, the Financial Aid Department was 
almost begging for students to fill job openings on campus. 
Soon after the first cut in the budget, however, student 
personnel began finding it difficult to get any kind of em- 
ployment here. 

In ,u ad u ition ' a " ful1 " scholarship no longer fulfills its 
title, this has come about because fees are necessarily being 
increased while there just isn't enough money to increase 
the scholarships. 

In other areas, NSC is not getting enough money to 
adequately uphold the standards recently set in several 
of its programs, including athletics, research, building re- 
cruiting, and several others. 

It is getting to the point where the president of this 
college is having to sacrifice much of his valuable adminis- 
trative time to go "begging" for money from the State 
Board of Education and the State Legislature. Meanwhile 
back at the college, we have to "tighten our belts" and get 
by with what we have. 

As this problem concerns all students here, it therefore 
becomes the duty of the student body to seek to help balance 
the scales and get our share of money back in the kitty here. 

One way to do this is to pull Mom and Dad into the 
situation since in many cases they have to cover the dif- 
ference wrought by the cutbacks. The legislative power 
of eight or nine thousand parents is a power not to be ignored 
in Louisiana's legislature. 

Our parents need to get out pen and paper and let 
their state legislators know that the favoritism being be- 
stowed upon the "Fighting Tigers" is not going unnoticed 
among their respective constituents. Perhaps this is the 
only remaining solution to the problem. 

With concerned students as well as their parents who 
will sacrifice a small amount of time to call or write their 
state senators or representatives, perhaps this wrong can 
™ T £ htened > and perhaps that new stadium might be built, 
or NSC might achieve university status, and just maybe 
the educational standards here would improve. 

It's now up to us.

Now that all the hullaballoo concerning Tech Weekend 
is over and everyone has recovered (I hope), its time to 
face the sobering fact that Northwestern met and was 
beaten by a better (I'm still loyal) team. 

In the standings, losing to La. Tech is like losing to 
any other Gulf States Conference foe, and the standings 
and record at the end of the year is what is looked at by 
most observers to determine the success of the campaign.

Northwestern, after dropping a 
42-21 loss to arch-rival Louisiana 
Tech last week, tries to bounce 
back Saturday night by hosting 
Jacksonville State University of 
Alabama at Demttn Stadium. 

The Demons had a three-game 
winning streak broken Saturday 
night in Shreveport but Coach 
Glenn Gossett is hoping NSC can 
start another win skein tomor- 
row night against the Gamecocks. 

Despite the loss, Northwestern 
remains in a three-way tie for 
second place in the Gulf States 
Conference with a 1-1 record.

Two Way Threat 

Jacksonville, a member of the 
Alabama Collegiate Conference, 
has a strong passer in quarter- 
back Ken Lett.

"Their passing game is mot the 
only threat which Jacksonville 
can throw at us," the Demon 
mentor commented. "Bubba Long 
(6-1, 205, senior fullback) is sup- 
posed to be the best runner to 
come out of Jacksonville State.

Head coach of the Gamecocks 
is Charley Pell, a member of the 
1961 national championship team 
at the University of Alabama 
under Paul "Bear" Bryant. 

Papa Returns 

An important factor in the 
game tomorrow night will be the 
return of halfback Tony Papa to 
the starting line-up. Out for four 
weeks with a badly bruised ankle, 
Tony saw action in the second 
half of the Tech game and was 
commended for his performance.

"The entire squad did sit-ups, 
pull-ups, and jumping drills, and 
ran for three weeks," Hildebrand 
said. "Everybody excepts one 
broke six minutes in the mile." 

For the past week and a half 
the team has been working on 
fundamentals in Prather Coli- 
seum. Hildebrand has been stress- 
ing fundamentals in the early go- 
ing — especially man-to-man de- 
fense and fast breaks. 

Run and Shoot 

"We will definitely run and 
shoot more this year and try to 
fast break and press defensively 
every time we get the chance. We 
will also probably zone press, 
trap, and use the various zone 
defenses. With our personnel we 
should be able to fit the need to 
the situation," the cage boss com- 
mented. 

Hildebrand, entering his fifth 
season as leader of the Demon 
basketball program, will bring a 
54-50 coaching record into the 
coming season. 

Beasley, a former All-Gulf 
States Conference quarterback 



for Northwestern, took over as 
Hildebrand's right hand man in 
1966. 

Outlook Bright 

Although losing two All-GSC 
performers in James Wyatt and 
Pete Gray, the outlook appears 
to be bright this year. All-GSC 
center, 6-8 Charles Bloodworth 
guard Doug Watts, and forward 
Jerry Masters are the three sen- 
iors on the squad. 

Junior lettermen include guards 
Allen Posey and Johnny Janese. 
Sophomore Carlton Walding, who 
saw starting time last year, adds 
strength to the front and back 
line. 

Hildebrand was highly satis- 
fied with the conditioning show- 
ed during the first week of prac- 
tice but he was displeased with 
the lack of depth strength. "Be- 
fore practice started I though our 
bench would be a very positive 
factor for this season but so far 
I haven't seen any proof of this. 
We have had a few boys injur- 
ed however and maybe we can 
start coming around in this area." 

Northwestern opens its 23-game 
season Dec. 1 against the highly 
regarded North Texas State 
Eagles at home in Prather Coli- 
seum.

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Students Participate 
In Laboratory School 



This year Northwestern has 
fifty-six of its students partici- 
pating in the Laboratory School, 
an institution of the School of 
Education. These students are 
from the methods classes of all 
departments of education and are 
getting their pre-student teacher 
training. 

Each student works five hours 
a week, thus seventy hours for 
the first term of their profes- 
sional semester on the road to 
becoming the teacher of tomor- 
row. These observation-participa- 
tion students, with a supervising 
teacher, work and teach children 
in classes ranging from kinder- 
garten to sixth grade. 

Before a college student par- 
ticipates in the Laboratory School 
he must complete Education 102, 
which is a general observation 
course. Here he learns the organi- 
zation 'and administration of the 
school principles of learning, and 
makes a general observation of 
the classroom. 

Then in Psychology 201 and 
Psychology 303, the student 
learns the different techniquqes 
of teaching and with the help of 
a supervising teacher, the college 
student evaluates a certain child. 
He studies the child's record, his 
past grades, and the child's 
character. 

When the college student choos- 
es a child to study, he can choose 
one who is a fast learner, a slow 
learner, and average learner, or 
all three. 

After completing these three 
prerequisite courses, the college 
student enrolls in a fourteen hour 
methods course, for observation- 
participation. Here he helps the 
teacher with the actual teaching 
on a co-operative teaching basis, 
leaving all the dirty work for 
the student aides, hired by the 
college. 

This year besides the regular 
Laboratory School in elementary 
education, under the direction 
of Mr. Simmons and Or. Scog- 
gings, the PE 402C students are 
now teaching the third through 
sixth year pupCs in Physical Edu- 
cation.

Caddo Parish. Leads In NSCs Enrollment 



A breakdown of enrollment 
figures at Northwestern State 
College shows that Caddo Parish 
is the school's leading contributor 
of students this fall. 

Caddo, which for several years 
has had the largest number of 
students at Northwestern of all 
the Louisiana parishes, is repre- 
sented by 521 women and 509 men 
for a total of 1,030. 

Natchitoches Parish has the 
stcond largest number of stu- 
dents with 727, but an additional 
150 married students from 
throughout the state are now list- 
ing addresses in Natchitoches. 

The third largest contributor 
of students to Northwestern is 
Rapides with 619, including 313 
men and 306 women. 

Bossier Parish is fourth with an 
enrollment of 332, giving the Cad- 
do- Bossier Parish area a total 
of 1,362. Caddo and Bossier Par- 
ishes have 23 percent of the 
Northwestern student population. 

Figures reveal that of North- 
western's enrollment of 6,017 
this semester, 5,650 of the stu- 
dents are from Louisiana.- The

Riots and looting are 
more prevalent in bigcity 
ghettos than on the cam- 
puses of small southern col- 
leges. However, this wasn't 
the case at Northwestern on 
the night of Thursday, Oct. 
30. 

A "panty raid" which 
began at approximately 
11:30 p.m. resulted in nume- 
rous acts of vandalism and 
theft. Louisiana, Varnado, 
Carondelet, Caddo, and Sa- 
bine, women's dormitories, 
were all entered by male 
students. 

According to Dean Dudley 
Fulton, some of the women's 
residence halls show 
evidence of the windows 
being opened by the female 
students inside and the 
"raiders" being allowed to 
enter in this manner. In 
other instances entrance 
was gained by force. 

After the dorms were 
broken into at least one 
room in each was entered 
and ransacked. Articles 
ranging from feminine 
underclothing to photo- 
graphs were reported stolen 
during the fracas which 
continued intermittently 
throughout the night. 

The thievery was confined 
to just a few rooms 
considering the number of 
dorms entered. Some 
students reported losing bet- 
ween $50 and $100, on the 
average, in personal belon- 
gings. Caddo Hall was the 
hardest hit with a total of 
$533.85 worth of articles 
being stolen from the 
occupants. 

Dean Leonard O. Nichols 
estimated that 150 to 200 
men participated in the 
panty raid, and he said the 
majority were just out to 



have a little fun. The few 
who did the looting used the 
general confusion to mask 
their activities. 

No outside law 
enforcement was called in to 
help control the unrest as 
was the case in a panty raid 
which occured last fall. 
Campus Security made no 
arrests on the night of the 
fray, and so far no arrests 
have been made in con- 
nection with the vandalism 
and looting which occured. 

Two women suffered 
injuries during the night. 
Nancy Fish had her hand 
hurt by a window being 
closed on it, and Stephanie 
Valakakis cut her foot on a 
broken perfume bottle. 

"If every individual could 
be trusted, perhaps we 
would open the dorms to a 



panty raid twice a year," 
stated Dean Fulton. He 
promised sterner and more 
effective measures of 
control would be brought 
into play quickly in the 
event of such student beh- 
avior re-occuring on the 
NSC campus. 

In the future, a student 
arrested during a panty raid 
or similiar demonstration is 
likely to be charged under a 
riot act passed by the 1969 
Legislature. Thus, he would 
be subject to a fine of not* 
more than $500 or not more 
than six months impri- 
sonment or both. "The 
threat of injury present in 
these things makes them a 
riot instead of just an 
opportunity to have a good 
time," said Fulton in his 
explanation of the stand.

Student Pay 
Is Increased 



On Feb. 1, 1970 the pay scale for 
student employment on campus will 
increase from $1.30 per hour to $1.45 
per hour, according to Dr. Frank 
Martin, director of the financial Aid 
Department. 

Therefore, a student will not have 
to work as much for the same 
amount of money. This will de- 
crease the load on the student who 
finds it difficult to work 60 hours a 
week during the five-day school 
week. 

Although the state has appro- 
priated less money for student finan- 
cial assistance, the total amount of 
funds available for assistance are 
greater than in the past. 

Many of the loans are based on 
academic excellence, therefore, a 
student may be eligible to work but 
not to borrow. In order to work and 
to receive federal assistance, the stu- 
dent must be eligible under federal 
guidelines. 

The amount of federal assistance 
is based on the family income in 
relation to the number of children. 

For example, in a family with a 
$5,000 income and one child the 
parents would be expected to contri- 
bute $528 toward the child's school 
expenses. It is estimated that $1600 
is the required expenditure for a 
year of college. The required excess 
can be awarded in federal funds by 
means of student employment.

A Northwestern student is 
now confined to the Natchi- 
toches Parish jail in connec- 
tion with an alleged attack 
on a Campus Security offi- 
cer on Nov. 4. 

Gerald Davis Head, 22, of 
Shreveport, is being held on 
charges of aggravated bat- 
tery, use of a dangerous wea- 
pon, prowling, resisting ar- 
rest, attempted escape, and 
damage to public property. 
He is to be arraigned some- 
time this week. 

According to the official 
reports filed by the arres- 
ting officers and witnesses 
involved in the incident, 
Campus Security officials 
received a call from Carolyn 
Robicheaux, house director 
of Carondelet Hall, to 
investigate a prowler sbe 
reported hearing outside 
Carondelet. The call came 
in a 1:45 a.m. Tuesday. 

About the same time Mi- 
chael K. Steinkamp and Ja- 
mes E. McAcey, monitors 
spending the night in the 
lobby of Louisiana Hall be- 
cause of a rumored panty 
raid, called Campus Se- 
curity and said they had 
seen someone running be- 
tween Kate Chopin and Lo- 
uisiana Hall. 

Officers Frankie Cut- 
right and Lloyd Cobb an- 
swered the calls, and while 
searching the area Cobb 
spotted a figure dressed 
in black crouching in some 
bushes. 

Cobb got within six to 
eight feet of the suspect 
and according to his report 
said, "I am a officer and 
you are under arrest." At 
this point Head allegedly 
attacked the officer and st- 
ruck him several times 
with a tire tool. Cobb was 
forced to defend himself 
with his nightstick. 



Louisiana Hall in time to 
see the suspect drop his wea- 
pon. Cobb then handcuffed 
his assailant and put him in 
the patrol car. As a result of 
the attack. Officer Cobb, a 
student employe of Campus 
Security, suffered severe 
head lacerations and facial 
cuts and a broken nose. 

Dean Dudley Fulton 
stated that after Head was 
placed in the Natchitoches 
jail he attempted to escape 
by removing the ceiling tile 
and crawling through a sky- 
light. However, he was 
apprehended in the act and 
then charged with attemp- 
ted escape and destruction 
of public property by the 
Natchitoches police. 

Chief James K. Lee of 
Campus Security said that 
earlier during the night o f 
the incident Head had been 
out with some friends and 
had purchased a fifth of 
whiskey. He and his friends 
had changed a flat tire on a 
girl's car in Lot No. 9. 

The lug wrench used was 
left on the floor of the car 
Head was out in that night. 
An investigation revealed it 
was the same one Head 
allegedly attacked the 
officer with. 

According to Chief Lee, 
Head was carrying no 
identification when appre- 
hended. Lee said he has a 
previous police record in! 
Shreveport and bossier City. '

Kavalawski 
vs. 

Sudent Union 
Entertainment 

The authority to govern 
activities conducted in the Stu- 
dent Union of NSC resides with 
the director of the Student 
Union. The Student Union 
Entertainment Committee acts 
only in an advisory capacity, 
advising the director of the 
Student Union in matters of 
Student Union entertainment. 

The legal authority granted to 
the director of the Student 
Union comes from the Dean of 
Students who in turn gets his 
authority from the President of 
the college. The operation of 
NSC is overseen by the State 
Board of Education, this board 
being responsible to the 
governor of the State of Louisi- 
ana. 

The Students Court of NSC 
has jurisdiction in this case 
because of the nature of the 
charge brought Mr. Kava- 
lawski. 

The judicial heritage and 
legal structure of the court sys- 
tems of the United States, of 
which this body is a minute 
part, demand the opinions be 
given only in matters speci- 
fically brought before a court. 



In this case, Mr. Kavalawski 
has charged the Student Union 
Entertainment Committee with 
violating his rights as a citizen 
of the United States and a 
student of Northwestern State 
College. The Student Union 
Entertainment Committee did 
not violate any students rights 
by advising the director of the 
Student Union in the case in 
question. Advice does not 
constitute action. 

The director of the Student 
Union, as we have said before, 
is responsible for the activities 
of the college which take place 
in the confines of the Student 
Union. In this instance, the 
director of the Student Union 
decided that continuation of the 
previous Dolicy, with regard to 
StudentUniondances, adversely 
affected the welfare of the 
college community and it was 
with in the scope of his legal 
authority that the policy was 
changed. 

Pursuing the implications of 
this case, we as a court, find his 
actions entirely consistent with 
the the first paragraph of the 
Code of Conduct of North- 
western State College. 

Insofar as his actions were 
brought before us, it is therefore 
our unanimous opinion that Mr. 
Kavalawski's rights were not 
violated by the actions taken 
against him on the specific 
dates of September 27th and 
October 25th.

Financial Crisis 
Today, Northwestern is in 
s financial crisis. If this

We are beginning to find 
adverse conditions result- 
ing from this problem: 

1. Professors are leaving 
for greener pastures and 
T3 ay checks. 

2. Scientific, cultural, 
and research programs are 
being restricted. 

3. Library activities are 
curtailed and so are the 
audio-visual aids and other 
instructional materials that 
are vital to many depart- 
ments. These and many 
other handicaps prevent the 
full developments. These 
and many other handicaps 
prevent the full develop- 
ment of skills and talents 
necessary for our continued 
growth as students. 

We must dedicate our- 
selves to influencing the 
voters in our home towns to 
unite and demand that the 
legislature assume their 
proper responsibility to 
resolve this crisis. 

Stadium Dispute 

The State Board of Educa- 
tion recently resolved that 
the NSC stadium was to be 
used only by the college for 
its activities. And the Stu- 
dent Government Associa- 
tion approved of this deci- 
sion because we felt that the 
high school activities tvtkktfL 
a disruptionto the academic 

process of this institution 

It was pointed out that 
there were incidents oi 
unlawful entry into" dormi- 
tory facilities by visiting 
spectators. Also traffic pro- 
blems and congested 
parking facilities are 
created on campus. It was 
mentioned that an excessive 
burden was placed on 
security and maintenance 
personnel of the college. 
And at present the stadium 
is legally accessible to any 
state school upon request. 

For these reasons, devoid 
of discriminatory inten- 
tions, the SGA found it 
necessary to support the 
State Board in the best 
interest of NSC students. 

NEW YORK— For such rea- 
sons as lack of fire-fighting fa- 
cilities, less rigid wiring and 
construction standardsand 
poorer heating equipment, fires 
in rural areas cause three to six 
times more damage on the aver- 
age than fires in the cities, says 
the Insurance Information In- 
stitute. Farm fires caused a re- 
cord $214 million damage in 
1968. 



November 10, 1969 

The Student Government Associa- 
tion met in the SGA Conference 
Room on November 10, 1969. at 6 
p.m. ™ Burns called' the meeting to 
order, and led the group in prayer 
followed by the Pledge of Alle- 
giance.

Winners of the cheer con- 
test were Sigma Kappa, first place, 
and Agnes M orr i s . honorable men- 
tion. 

Henderson reported that the home- 
coming displays had been judged by: 
Dr. West of the Speech Department, 
Mr. Hanchey, Art Department, Bill 
Albritten, Blue Key President. Dr. 
Tourkensen, Music Department, and 
Lynda Henderson, A.W.S. Presi- 
dent. Display winners were: 
Wesley, Sweepstakes: Pruple Jac- 
kets and Blue Key, Organizations; 
Sigma Sigma Sigma, Greek; BSU, 
Religious Organizations. Receiving 
honorable mentions were: Tau 
Kappa Epsilon, Phi Mu, Physic Club 
and Psycology Club.

Court Decision 

Monday I atttended the first hearing of the 
semester of the NSC Student Court. The case 
involved a charge brought up by Ken Kavalawski 
concerning the policy of allowing "couples only" to 
attend college dances. Although he lost the case, he 
and his "attorney" did bring up a few good points 
relating to the matter which you won't find in the 
Court's opinion printed on this page. 

Perhaps Kavalawski should have sued the 
Student Union Entertainment Committee for false 
advertising, rather than for violating his rights. 

Forgetting for the moment whether or not the per- 
eon(s) responsible for the policy were legally right 
in setting forth that policy, these dances are adver- 
tised about the campus as "all-college" affairs. 
Even the loosest connotation of "all-college" 
account for the exclusion of some students. ..any 
students. 

Kavalawski did point out that there was no pub- 
lic notification of the fact that only couples would 
be allowed to attend at least one of the dances. 

An interesting point taken by the plaintiff during 
Monday's hearing was the request for the clarifi- 
cation of the term "couple," offering the possibili- 
ties of two boys or two girls as fitting into that cate- 
gory. 

The crux of the argument on Kavalawski's part 
seemed to be that he felt his rights as a student had 
been infringed upon because he helped to pay for 
the dances and other entertainment, yet was not 
allowed to attend unless he had a female com- 
panion. This deserves more than cursory thought. 



Proposed Amendments

SPEAKING OUT: David H. Milner 

David Precht Interviews Faculty Member On Education 



This week the Current 
Sauce interviewed one of 
the more outspoken mem- 
bers of the Social Science 
Department, David H. Mi- 
lner. 

Although a native if the 
North (Grove City, Pa.), 
Milner has spent the past 
10 years in the South, wh- 
ich encompassed all his 
endeavors in higher ed- 
ucation. He attended Fur- 
man University in Green- 
ville, S. C, for two years 
and received his B. A. 
from the University of So- 
uthern Mississippi. He al- 
so gained his M.A. from 
USM in political science, 
and has only his disser- 
tation remaining toward a 
Doctor of Philosophy de- 
gree from LSU. 

Milner began teaching he- 
re last fall, with amies' 
in government, political th- 
eory, and constitutional law 
courses. He is adviser to 
Tri Delta Sigma social 
fraternity and the Politic- 
al Science Society. 

He is married to Paula 
New Milner, and they have 
a son, Eric David. 

In the following inter- 
view, Milner expounds on 
the standards of educat- 
ion specifically at North- 
western, and in Louisiana 
in general. As he puts it, 
he is "Speaking as some- 
one concerned about the 
situation." Here are so- 
me of his remarks. 

Current Sauce -- Do 
you feel that Northwestrn 
students lack interest in 
college affairs! 

Milner — I think there's 
a definite lack of interest 
in student affairs here. 
The majority of the pol- 
iticing is controlled by a 
few groups, namely fra- 
ternities. There is also 
a definite lack of political 
and social consciousness. 
One might relate it to the 
background of NSC stu- 
dents, which is predomin- 
antly rural. 

The situation on cam- 
pus does not compare to 
the student bodies at Be- 
rkely, Harvard, or even 
Tulane and LSU. The ge- 
neral attitude as I see it 
is "I'm going to school 
here for five days a week 



and I'm going to forget 
about it as much as pos- 
sible." 

Current Sauce — How 
does this relate to cul- 
tural and other influences 
on the student here! 

Milner — There just 
doesn't seem to be enough 
intellectual, artistic ac- 
tivities to get people in- 
volved. For example, wit- 
ness the art displays in 
the Student Union. When- 
ever I pass by there's no 
more than one or two stu- 
dents looking at the dis- 
plays. 

There seems to be 
a very parochial attitude 
here. Little groups stick 
together. When issues are 
focused on the campus le- 
vel, interest is high, but 
once they touch upon the 
outside world, participa- 
tion declines. 

Current Sauce — You 
mentioned earlier that 
small groups, fraternities 
in particular, were behind 
most of the political ac- 
tivity here. Then again you 
mentioned the little grou- 
ps. How do you feel about 
this activity of the Greeks! 

Milner — While it's true 
that fraternities are be- 
hind this, it is also true 
they represent a small 
minority of the students 
on campus. In the over- 
all scheme of things, th- 
ough, any activity in so- 
cial or political interest 
is a step in the right di- 
rection. A by-product of 
fraternity life is to sit 
down and discuss things 
other than the next, or 
last, party. 

Current Sauce - Isn't 
the Political Science So- 
ciety of which you are a 
sponsor considered one of 
these little groups! 

Milner — Yes. But out- 
side Greeks, those groups 
formed for intellectual dis- 
cussion are tolerated, but 
isolated. One of these is 
the Political Science So- 
ciety. Another thing which 
has hurt intellectual grow- 
th here is the stereotyping 
based on physical appear- 
ance. This is very dang- 
erous. , 

The whole student re- 
volution was spawned by 



this very situation-try- 
ing to really understand 
people as they are. This 
surface analysis is also 
reflected in students' ac- 
ademic work, particular- 
ly in their inability to dis- 
cuss analytically issues 
which have emotional con- 
notations such as war, 
race, the new left, and 
drug use. 

Current Sauce — How do 
you view the future of ed- 
ucational quality here at 
Northwestern! 

Milner , — One critical 
factor involves expendi- 
tures on higher education. 
Louisiana spends almost 
the least amount of money 
on higher education. 

This is more a reality 
than a prediction: There 
is going to be a possible 
exodus of qualified tea- 
chers and students from 
Louisiana. This is already 
occurring, and unless 
something is done, we will 
again be low man in the 
nation. 

Current Sauce -- You 
mentioned schools such as 
Berkely, Harvard, Tulane, 
and others where students 
are more politically in- 
volved, and where the stu- 
dent movement is much 
more evident, how do you 
feel toward protest move- 
ments in general! 

Milner — The tendency 
has been distinctly anti- 
intellectual in form and 
substance to consider all 
protest movements wrong. 
That is, there's a tendency 
of uneducated people over 
30 to look upon these kids 
as irresponsible— to feel 
that the younger generat- 
ion has "gone to pot". 
(No pun intended.) 

Current Sauce — Do you 
think students here should 
have more freedoms and 
fewer restrictions! 

Milner — Yes Students 
are no longer wards of the 
school. The college is no 
longer a parent substitute 
—that went out with high- 
button shoes. Students are 
more aware of what goes 
on, but in terms of natio- 
nal standards, Northwes- 
tern is still f ar behind. 
You must give students a 
voice in affairs. 



Current Sauce - Th- 
rough what means* 

Milner — The Soap Box 
Assembly should be an id- 
eal avenue of expression. 
We fought hard to get it, 
and I'm rather disappoin- 
ted in it now. I had anti- 
cipated much more invol- 
vement. Like the United 
Nations, which doesn't fo- 
rce super powers to act 
in a certain way, but can 
be influential. 

Something, I think, is go- 
ing to develop. At least 
students know now that if 
they have any complaints, 
there is a place to air 
them. That wasn't there 
previously. 

Current Sauce - What 
other means do you see of 
increasing student inte- 
rest or involvement here! 

Milner — Here I think 
you can bring in the spea- 
ker program. Students have 
more to do than go to class 
five days a week. They 
want something to keep th- 
em here. 

Benjamin Spock speak he- 
re! "I'm gonna go burn 
down his hotel room." This 
seems to be the reaction 
you would get from some 
people. Here the chairman 
of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation criticized the pro- 
gram at Tech. I picture 
him saying, "We certain- 
ly don't want students to 
get the wrong ideas." 

Current Sauce — What, 
in your opinion, can be 
done to have a more re- 
sponsive outlook or atti- 
tude on the students' part! 

Milner ~ Most move- 
ments by students are to 
"cleanse" the system. In 
Louisiana there's been a 
definite lack of this mov- 
ement despite the aware- 
ness anyone may have. Mo- 
re students have to start 
challenging these institu- 
tions or the ideals will 
remain the same. , 

As long as the basic at- 
titude of Louisianians re- 
mains the same, the elec- 
torate, the business comm- 
unity, politics, it does not 
look as if the educational 
system here is going to 
be able to function effec- 
tively.

After Saturday^ games and the 
cries of "We're number one!" have 
echoed from dozens of college 
campuses, football enthusiasts 
across the nation wait eagerly for 
Monday's or Tuesday's paper to 
find out who is "really" No. 1. 

The Associated Press, United 
Press International, and others all 
take polls to determine a mythical 
champion. But how real are these 
paper champions and how much 
weight does a ranking swing when 
teams of lesser status meet the big 
boys? 

College coaches across the land 
react in different ways. Some like 
to be on top; .No. 1 billing always 
brings with it 'inches and inches of 
publicity. Others feel the 
UndKrdog position instills a 
determination in their players to 
prove the "experts" wrong and 
knock off a team that is favored to 
win. 

Polls are good for football. 
There is no doubt that they 
generate interest and provide 
incentive for grid squads. 
However, what kind of incentive 
do they make? 

Take the case of Notre Dame. 
Perennially a power with high 
rankings, the Fighting Irish 
willingly schedule and slaughter 
opponents that couldn't rank No. 1 
in the YMCA grade-school football 
program. 

Notre Dame has on this year's 
slate such power-houses as North- 
western (111.), Tuland, Navy, Pitts- 
burgh, Ga. Tech, and Air Force. 
With a mediocre team the Irish 
should still go 6-4. And whats 
more, the first string just happens 
to play most of the game, running 
up scores of 60 and 70 to nothing. 

Now don't get it wrong. The 
Irish are certainly not the only 
team to practice such flashy shows 
of "power." It's just that they are 
worshipped as being almost a pro 
team in college because they 
massacre teams that aren't in their 
caliber. People seem to remember 
the high scores but not who the 
opposition is. 

Another area that "poll fever" is 
discrediting is the value of the con- 
ference championship. Think 
what the Southeastern Conference 
title means now in relationship to 
a national ranking. The SEC 
probably the finest conference in 



the country, now can be won by 
teams playing only five con- 
ference games and those can be the 
lesser teams. 

But instead of playing inside the 
conference and fghting for the 
championship, coaches are 
scheduling wins for recognition. 
Think what a great schedule the 
SEC teams would have if they all 
played each other. 

Finally polls are many times the 
result of voting personnel that 
haven't even seen some of th£ 
teams they are voting for in action. 
Word of mouth and that big score 
in Sunday's newspapers are the 
guides for many pollsters. 

Northwestern was picked to 
finish last in the GSC this year and 
some even went so far as to say 
that the Demons would be winless. 
Coach Gossett is probably 
thanking the pollsters for that 
decision because it gives a little 
more fire to the players to prove 
the "experts" wrong.

Jo Lang, with 12 
years of musical studies and 
a desire to excel in pro- 
ducing hit tunes, directs the 
Four Season's Band. Quiet 
Bob Gaudino writes most of 
the songs for the group. His 
fertile pen has produced 
many of their greatest hits 
including their first big hit 
in 1960 "Sherry." Frank 
Sinatra recently decided to 
use Bob's songs in a forth- 
coming album. Talent and 
personality are evident fea- 
tures as one looks at the 
Four Seasons both as a 
group and as individuals. 

To really understand 
these talented musicians 
one must look backstage to 
see for himself what makes 
the Four Season! a con- 
sistant recording 
group. As they sat ex- 
hausted in a cold dressing 



room after the NSC per- 
formance, the Four Seasons 
talked about their success in 
the recording industry and 
about the college audiences 
they play before while on 
tour.

The group's concert 
opened the 1969 season for 
the Northwestern-Nat- 
chitoches Concert Assoc- 
iation, according to John 
LeBlanc, Association 
chairman and member of 
the NSC music faculty. 

The Gregg-Smith Singers, 
directed by Gregg Smith, 
are currently making their 
third 10-week tour of the 
United States and Europe, 
where they will appear in 50 
cities. 

The Gregg-Smith Singers 
are known for their 
"twentieth-century 
sound". ..a sound dis- 
tinguished even when they 
perform their repertoire of 
Renaissance, classical and 
American folk music. 

Concerts by the group 
have been termed "unique" 
by many. One very obvious 
unique quality occurs when 
members of the 25-man 
group scatter throughout 
the auditorium, singing 
from the balcony, the stage 



and even the audience. This 
scattering technique 
provides a truer rendition of 
Renaissance music. 

The Gregg-Smith Singers 
is a young group with the 
age average ranging from 
25 and 26. Everyone of the 
singers is a graduate of 
music from universities and 
colleges in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and a professional 
musician with many of the 
group's singers doubling as 
instrumentalists. 

The concert Nov. 11 was 
the first in a series of five 
Northwestern-Natchitoches 
Concert Association 
programs for 1969-70.

A native of Kentucky, Noe 
has spent most of his lite in 
Louisiana. He is presently 
chairman of the board of 
Noe Enterprises Inc., which 
includes the operation of 
KNOE Radio and Television 
in Monroe and WNOE Radio 
in New Orleans. 

Noe was elected to the 
State Senate in 1932. He 
became President Pro Tem 
of the Senate and was ele- 
vated to the post of governor 
following the death of O. K. 
Allen in 1936. 

When his term as gover- 
nor ended, Noe sought and 
won reelection as State 
Senator. It was Noe, who, in 
1938, introduced and suc- 
ceeded in having passed a 
bill that provided for United 
States flags to be displayed 
in all public schools in 
Louisiana. 

Noe's civic service has 
been widely recognized. He 
dedicated an elaborate 
$100,000 color fall fountain 
at the Monroe Civic Center 
to the city of Monroe, and 
the outside mall in the com- 
plex is named in his honor. 

The David C. Silverstein 
Memorial Trophy was pre- 
sented to Noe last year by 
the Monroe Chamber of 
Commerce in recognition of 
his outstanding civic contri- 
butions. 

He has also been awarded 
a plaque by the City of Mon- 
roe for his distinguished ser- 
vices to the city and was 
recently awarded an honora- 
ry professorship by North- 
east Louisiana State Col- 
lege.

Registrar Walter Ledet 
announced this week that 
the system for pre-regis- 
tration has been altered this 
fall, and advises students to 
take note of the changes list- 
ed below. 

Trial schedule cards will 
be given to each student 
attending Northwestern du- 
ring pre-registration. This 
applies to all students, 
including those who do not 
intend to be enrolled here 
next spring. 

The trial schedule ards 
must have all the .nfor- 
mation relating t each 
course a studer « adules, 
including the section num- 
ber, instructor room, and 
time. This information 
must be written in pencil. 

Advisers of students 
holding work scholarships 
will indicate any inflexible 
working schedule. 

Scheduling time for meals 
must be the responsibility 
of the student, according to 
j-iedet. 

The adviser or a repre- 
sentative of his department 
must sign the trial schedule 
card or the student will not 
be allowed to register. 

During pre-registration, 
all students will receive an 
official verification data 
sheet. The student should 
make any corrections neces- 
sary on the official verifica- 
tion data sheet so that all the 
information will be correct. 

These data sheets are 8Va 
by 11 inches and come from 
the computer center where 
they are kept on file. After

The recent moratorium has been a major topic of 
discussion on college campuses throughout the 
country. Northwestern students expressed the foll- 
owing opinions:

This year, the state of 
Louisiana is facing perhaps 
the greatest education crisis 
in its history. Funds are so 
scarce here that much of the 
printing in some depart- 
ments is now done on the 
backs of previously used 
paper. 

Entrance requirements 
may soon have to be used as 
well as more strict regu- 
lations concerning off-cam- 
pus living. Teachers are lea- 
ving for "greener pastures," 
and students are being 
deprived of the highest 
possible education that the 
state of Louisiana can 
provide. 

This state incidentally, 
has the highest illiteracy 
rate in the United States, 
probably because it has the 
lowest per capita rate of aid 
to education in the nation. 

What, then, is the answer? 
What can be done to end this 
education drain? My ans- 
wer is taxes. Yes, Taxes! 
The one word that every- 
body dislikes, yet is the one 
which can do so much more 
to benefit the people than 
they realize. 

Last year, if I'm not mis- 
taken, the State Legislature 



defeated some of Governor 
McKeithen's tax programs. 
What was the reason for this 
action? Is it that the people 
do not want a better system 
of education for their child- 
ren, better roads, and other 
programs? I think they do." 
After all, this is supposed to 
be a government by the 
DeoDle and for the people. 
An increase of 1 percent 

state sales tax, along with 
possibly small increases of 
taxes on gasoline and ciga- 
rettes can add millions of 
dollars to the state's re- 
venue each year. New York, 
for example, has a 3 percent 
state sales tax, while its citi- 
zens pay an average of 42 
cents per gallon of 
gasoline and 40-50 cents for 
a package of cigarettes. 

The people of Louisiana 
should voice their opinion 
by writing to their legis- 
lators—which in many in- 
stances is the only method 
of letting the politicians in 
Baton Rouge know of the 
wishes of the people. 

Perhaps then the students 
of Louisiana will have the 
opportunity to receive the 
quality of education they 
rightly deserve. 



SPEAKING OUT: Charles R . Olson 

English Professor Raps With Lynn Rollins On NSC 



Charles R. Olson, Northwestern English professor, was the 
subject ot the Current Sauce's "Speaking Out" column in its 
second week of existence. 

Olson, 36, is a native of Moorhead, Minn., where he attended 
and received his B.A. and M.S. degrees from Moorhead State 
College. After graduation he traveled to Istanbul, Turkey and 
taught English at Robert College for three years. 

Olson returned to the States and taught at Ohio State as a 
graduate assistant whiie getting his M.A. He also did 
doctoral work and needs only to complete his dissertation to 
receive his doctorate in English. 

While in Turkey, Olson met Pearl Little, whom he later mar- 
ried. They have two children, a son, 9, and a daughter, 3. 

Olson started teaching at Northwestern in the fall semester 
ot 1968. 

Current Sauce--Based on your past experiences in teaching 
at other colleges and your work in Turkey and travels across 
Europe and the nation, how do you rate Northwestern as a col- 
lege educationally? 

Ol8on-That'8 a very difficult question to answer. There 
are, of course, variations in departments. The Language 
Department has some signal weaknesses. For one thing we 
don't have a drama man, something I think the department 
should have. But we are improving. 

Over all, it is pretty easy for students to get through school. 
This is partially due to the lack of admission standards. With 
no standards, the entire average is lowered and most teachers 
aim their courses at the average. 

Maybe the Language Department hasn't been doing its job 
in preparing freshmen English students. I think a college stu- 
dent should at least be able to manipulate his native tongue. 
Freshman and sophomore level courses, to a certain extent, 
should be flunk-out courses, I suppose. 

Current Sauee--Much has been said about the lackadaisical 
attitude of students here. To what degree of seriousness do 
you think such a problem exists? 

Olson-I'd wager that there is not an institution in the coun- 
try where people do not complain of student apathy. In North- 
western's case I think part of the problem lies with the stu- 
dent's interest in his immediate area and nowhere else. The 
attitude is provencial with the thought that his is "God's 
Country" and the rest of the world is there but not to be ex- 
plored. 

Current Sauce-Do you think a Southern heritage contri- 
butes to these attitudes? 

Olson- Yes, partially. I've' been able to understand the clos- 
er kinship with the land. It is a comfortable, benign land that 
offers no physical struggles. In the Midwest there is always 
that flat barren land that is covered with three feet of sr-^w 



and subzero temperatures in the winter and living there be- 
comes something of a physical problem. 

The Southern historical background lends itself to the stu- 
dent's thinking, too. It gives them a solemn attitude. I'm not 
sure I like it yet, but I'm willing to stay and find out. 

Perhaps students are the product of the social, political, and 
religious conservatism that prevails. 

Current Sauce--How did you hear about NSC and apply for 
a job? 

Olson— I'd never heard of Northwestern or Natchitoches un- 
til Dr. Walter Mosely (head of the Language Department) got 
my name at a convention and asked me to apply. 

I'd never lived in the South and didn't know what a small 
Southern town would be like to live in so I just said to myself, 
"Why not?" Maybe I'll learn someting here. It's not 
cosmopolitan like other small U.S. towns. 

Current Sauce-You said you feel Northwestern students 
are somewhat apthetic. Do you think there are legitimate 
areas to which students could reform? 

Olson— Yes, I do. But if there were even a sniff of a formal, 
legal protest every cop within a 100-mile radius would con- 
verge on the campus. Students are policed too much , 

There are a number of reforms worthy of undertaking, but 
everyone is too cautious. Working on a newspaper I guess 
you know. How far could the Current Sauce go with an editor- 
ial, say on curfew hours for women? I think the editorial pow- 
er of the paper has the right and duty to lead instead of just 
commenting positively or negatively on some form of 
change that someone else has initiated. 

Students are repressed, but I understand that is is not as 
bad as Southeastern. The AAUF (American Association of 
University Professors) just blacklisted Southeastern for such 
repression. 

NSC students are not repressed as much as Southeastern 
but there is more than any school I've ever been associated 
with. 

Current Sauce— As a member of the Student Publications 
Committc what do you think can be done about seeing chang- 
es through the Current Sauce's editorial leadership? 

Olson-First. I don't think the SGA (Student Government 
Association) should have a thing to do with the paper. 
Under the present system, the SGA has to approve the staff 
members and in effect can control who runs the paper. I think 
the staff editors themselves should make selections as to who 
will work on the paper and then have those selections respon- 
sible to the Student Publications Committee. After all, who 
knows more about the ability of upcoming staff members 
than the editors themselves? 

Secondly, I think the editors should be given so me i ndica-

Terry Bradshaw—The All- 
American chunked for 255 yards and 
two scores with a 13-23 performance 
in the State Fair Classic. Bradshaw 
is 119-217 on the season and has 1,999 
yards passing. The Bomber has 12 
TD tosses and has scored 11 times. 

Larry Schreiber— The greatest 
individual performance Fve' ever 
seen was when Schreiber 'met the 
Demons. The Tennessee Tech All- 
American hopeful went over, under, 
around, and through Northwestern 
for an unbelievable 255 yards on only 
21 carries. For the season Schreiber 
has 1,522 yards rushing. He holds 
over a score of Ohio Valley Con- 
ference records and recently became 
only the seventh college runner in 
history to crack the 4,000 yard mark 
for a career. 

Incidentally, the Demons won 
three of the four games that these Ail- 
American candidates played in.

As was rather obvious when the

The Northwestern 
gymnastics team opens its 
competition for this year on 
the road this weekend. The 
nationally-known and re- 
spected gymnasts will at- 
tend a meet in Odessa, Te- 
xas, under the guidance of 
Coach Armando Vega. 

The gymnastics team is 
the defending NAIA cham- 
pion again this year, having 
taken the national 
championship in the Nation- 
al Association of Intercol- 
legiate Athletics competi- 
tion for the past four years. 
Vega was coaching the local 
team each of those four 
championship years. 

NSC's squad will return 
from the West Texas meet 
this weekend and begin pre- 
paration for their first meet 
on the Natchitoches campus 
this season. Tuesday, the 
Demons will be competing 
with a team from Western 
Illinois University in the 
Men's Gym here.

tion he runs and listen for 
sounds of him running 
through the woods. After 
shooting a deer one time, I 
watched ! him run out of 
sight thinking I had missed, 
but I heard him fall. I found 
him a couple of hundred 
yards from where he was hit. 

Look for a fluff of hair on a 
twig or a drop of blood on 
the ground, but don't give up 
because you can't find any 
sign of a hit. Wait 20 to 30 
minutes before following 
under most conditions. If 
there is a rain or snowfall or 
if it will be dark soon, then 
trail the deer as soon as 
possible. 

The care you take after the 
kill will determine how 
your venison will taste on 
the dinner table. There is 
not enough room here to go 
into detail about dressing 
out a deer so I'll just say try 
to keep the meat clean. It 
may look sporty to put your 
buck across the hood of your 
car, but the heat from the 
motor will quickly ruin 
fresh meat. If you put him 
in the trunk, leave it open a 
little and, if possible, put the 
deer on some rolled up news- 
papers to allow air to circu- 
late under him. 



Most reports I get from all 
around indicate that there 
were plenty of ducks on 
opening day. If you are 
looking for a place to go 
duck hunting nearby, you 
might try the upper end of 
Sibley Lake. You will need 
to get a permit for the lake 
which everyone who goes 
on the lake is supposed to 
have. I believe it costs 
about a dollar. 



Fishing on Toledo Bend is 
slow now except for crap- 
pie.

Gossett's Crew Astounds Seers; 
Finish With Winning Season

Northwestern's fast-fin- 
ishing Demons close the 
curtain on the 1969 grid sea- 
son Saturday night at Ham- 
mond when they invade the 
den of the Southeastern 
Lions in Gulf States Con- 
ference attraction. 

Having already clinched 
at least a tie for second 
place in the GSC, Coach 
Glenn Gossett's club 
possesses a lusty 6-2 mark 
overall and a 3-1 loop rec- 
ord. Louisiana Tech is the 
league-leader with a 4-0 
conference slate. 

A win over SLC tomorrow 
night and an upset win by 
cellar-dwelling Northeast 
over Tech would give the De- 
mons a share of the GSC 
crown. 

Southeastern, which drop- 
ped a narrow 25-24 decision 
to Tech at Hammond two 
weeks ago, will be looking 
for win No. 6 against the De- 
mons. SLC has lost four 
games. 

Discarding a season open- 
ing nightmare in Alabama 
and a loss to nationally 
ranked La. Tech, the success 



of the Demons has been 
remarkable. NSC has defied 
the pre-season forecastsT 
which said that the '69 ver- 
sion of the Demons would 
not be a winning team. 

Using a crushing offen- 
sive machine and a hard-hit- 
ting defensive unit, North- 
western grabbed a hard- 
fought 33-28 victory over 
Southwestern in its most re- 
cent performance. 

Desire Pays Off 

Typical of NSC's play all 
season, the Demons used a 
lot of "heart, desire, and 
character" last Saturday 
night. Twice in the second 
half the Purple and White 
came from behind to get on 
top. 

Blessed with the talents of 
fullback Richard 
Ware, halfbacks Vic Nyvall 
and Tommy Wallis, North- 
western's unstoppable 
ground game has been aver- 
agin 259.7 yards per game. 
Ware leads the pack with 
523 yards, while Nyvall has 
446 yards and Wallis has 398 
stripes. 

Add quarterback Mike 
Pool and halfbacks Tom 



Hagin and Tony Papa to 
NSC's infantry, and one can 
see why the Demons have 
one of the top small college 
rushing units in the nation. 
Pool has scrambled for 319 
yards, while Papa and Hag- 
in have scooted for 257 and 
63 respectively. 

Strength vs. Strength 

However, this weeks's bat- 
tle between SLC and NSC 
will match strength against 
strength. Southeastern 
leads the conference in rush- 
ing defense, while the De- 
mons have the best rushing 
offense. 

But the interesting aspect 
of the NSC offensive attack 
is the use of the aerial game. 
The Demons run right over 
the opposition and when 
needed — Pool simply fires a 
strike to either Steve Gas- 
pard Al Phillips, Wayne 
Haney, or Nyvall. 

It's really disgusting for a 
defense to say, "Okay, it's 
third down and long yard- 
age so the Demons are go- 
ing to pass." NSC does pass 
knd gets the crucial first 
down yardage.

War Thanksgiving lost 
some of its local New Eng- 
land character. The Contin- 
ental Congress recom- 
mended no less than eight 
days of Thanks. They fell in 
April, May, July, and Dec- 
ember. 

In its religious character 
the old Yankee Thanks- 
giving was a curious hy- 
brid. On one side was the se- 
vere ancestral orthodoxy 
and a religion which has 
been aptly described as a 
sense that something awful 
was always going to hap- 
pen; and on the '••other hand 
the official Church order to 
rejoice and give thanks. 

But the festal trait of the 
old Yankee Thanksgiving 
was the prime mark of the 
day. It was one time of the 
year when into the hard- 
fisted home life and its deep 
religious gloom the sun- 
light fairly entered. 

Thanksgiving Today 

The Thanksgiving of the 
present is built upon the 
Thanksgiving of the past, 
but has incorporated into it- 
self many of the genial fea- 
tures of Christmas, and 



this, in its turn, has among 
Americans borrowed some- 
thing from the modern holi- 
day. There has been an 
unconscious unification of 
the two feasts in certain 
material aspects. The 
Thanksgiving turkey has 
driven the Christmas goose 
from all tables; and on the 
other hand the mince pie of 
Christmas shares the honor 
of completing the Thanks- 
giving indigestion with the 
pumpkin pie which once 
monopolized the work. 

Thanksgiving continues 
to be observed by church 
services, family reunions, 
dinners, and home festivi- 
ties. The church service, in- 
cluding appropriate scrip- 
ture reading and hymns, the 
reading of the proclam- 
ations of President and gov- 
ernor, and a sermon, up- 
holds the religious tradition. 

Families, widely scat- 
tered, meet at the bountiful 
thanksgiving dinners of 
roast turkeys, pumpkin and 
mince pies to discuss its 
reunions, its vacant chairs, 
its yearly story of profit or 
of pain.

Thanksgiving is a holi - 
day observed in all the 
United States. Custom pre- 
scribes that the day shall be 
set by special proclamation 
of the President, and adds 
that the day be the last 
Thursday in November. The 
proclamation appears to 
stamp the feast with a sort 
of official character poss- 
essed by no other holiday in 
America. But, like every 
other holiday Thanksgiving 
customs vary with locality 
and time. 

History 

The celebration has a long 
and curious history. The 
real origin of Thanksgiving 
as a day specially set apart 
for the rejoicing and prayer 
is attributed to Governor 
Bradford, the first governor 
of Massachusetts Colony. 
In gratitude for the plen- 
teous harvest of 1621 foll- 
owing a depression, he pro- 
claimed a day of thanks- 
giving on Dec. 13. 

He at once sent out four 
men in search of food. Thus 
early in the history of the 
day does our good friend the 
turkey make his appear- 
ance. The four men returned 
struggling under the burden 
of turkeys sufficient to meet 
the wants of the little colony 
for a week. 

At the first dawn of the 
day one of the cannon that 
crowned the hill-top 
thundered forth a salute. A 
solemn procession to the 
meeting house was formed, 
the men marching three 
abreast. After the service 
dinner followed. 

The day of Thanksgiving 
lengthened into three, feast- 
ings being varied with the 
singing of psalms and 
songs, with war dances by 
the savages, with exhi- 
bitions of military drill by 
Captain Standish's well- 
trained soldiery and sports 
and pasttimes of the Eng- 
> lish middle class. 
! In the following years the 
day was appointed once a 
year, sometimes twice, 
sometimes a year or two 
were skipped— according to 
reasons available, a victory 
over the Indians, a ship's 
arrival, or a bountiful har- 
vest. The frequent appoint-

SGA Loan Fund 
Is Discontinued 

The Student Government 
Association Loan Fund pro- 
gram has been discontinued 
indefinitely, pending pay- 
ment of overdue loans. 

At present, some 200 
students have overdue loans 
totaling $5,000, causing the 
fund to be $1,750 overdrawn. 

The loan fund, initiated in 
1956, has been a benefit to 
students needing to borrow 
up to $75 for a period of 45 
days. The interest charged 
on any of these loans was 
only 50 cents. 

Now, the program will no 
longer be available to stu- 
dents until a substantial 
amount of the debt is payed, 
according to the Executive 
Council of the SGA. 

A list will be printed in 
the next issue of the Current 
Sauce of all those students 
who have not payed off their 
debt to the loan fund on time. 



Flagpole Given 
New Location 

The flagpole, which has 
stood in front of Caldwell

Former governor Jimmie 
H. Davis will be featured 
speaker at Northwestern 
State College's fall 
commencement exercises, 
according to President 
Arnold R. Kilpatrick. 

Northwestern's fall 
graduation ceremonies will 
be held Jan. 22 in Prather 
Coliseum at 8 p.m., with 332 
students scheduled to re- 
ceive graduate and under- 
graduate degrees. 

Davis, who served as 
governor from 1944 through 
1948 and again from 1960 
through 1964, is a native of 
Jackson Parish. He spent 
much of his adult life in 
Shreveport and now resides 
in Baton Rouge. 

In addition to his political 
success, Davis has won 
fame as a recording artist, 
musical performer, and 
songwriter. He is also a 
prominent businessman, 
cattleman and farmer. 

The former governor, who 
has been mentioned often as 
a possible gubernatorial 
candidate in the next elec- 
tion, has never lost a politi- 
cal election in many years 
of public service on the 
local, regional and state 
level. 

A graduate of Louisiana 
College, Davis went on to 
earn a master's degree from 
Louisiana State University. 
Following graduation from 
LSU, he taught at both the 
high school and college 
level. 

During his early political 
career, Davis served as 
clerk of the Shreveport 
Criminal Court and as a 
member of the Commission 
Council in Shreveport. He 
later became a Commissio- 
ner of the Third Public Ser- 
vice District. 

He has recorded dozens of 
country and folk music 
records, and his albums of 
gospel music are always on 
the best-selling lists. 

Davis has written and co- 
authored some 300 songs, 
including such classics as 
"You Are My Sunshine," 
and "Nobodys Darlin' But 
Mine." "Sunshine" has sold 
millions of copies and has 
been translated into more 
than a dozen foreign lang- 
uages.

Despite the fact 
that Dr. Werner treats the 
topics of drugs, pregnancy, 
sex, and birth control 
frankly, we feel that the 
information is beneficial 
enough to warrant printing 
his column.) 

Question: Is it possible to 
become addicted to aspirin? 
I have severe headaches and 
find myself taking between 
15 and 20 aspirin a day. 
They help my headaches, 
but are there some long 
range side effects I should 
know about? 

Answer: No, it is not 
possible to become addicted 
to aspirin. But I wonder 
why you aren't more 
worried about the severe 
headaches that don't seem to 
be going away. While 15 and 
20 aspirin a day might re- 
lieve your headaches, you 
are reaching the range 
where ringing in the ears be- 
gins. More importantly, 
that many aspirins per day 
over a long period of time 
can produce gastrointes- 
tinal bleeding and may acti- 
vate an ulcer. 

Headaches have a variety 
of origins. Most are short 
lived and occur infre- 
quently. When headaches 
persist, are frequent, or of 
unusual intensity, medical 
svaluation is in order. My 
advice to you is like the TV 
commercial that says: "If 
pain persists, see your doc- 
tor!" 

Question: By now, we are 
all aware that marijuana is 
not detrimental to a per- 
son's health, but what about 
a pregnant person? I think 
my girl friend is pregnant 
and as we often smoke 
grass, and have for quite a 
while, I am concerned about 
the effect this might have on 
our future baby. Have you 
any information on how 
grass might affect either the 
the growth of the baby or the 
health of the mother? 

Answer: Your assumption 
that we are all aware that 
marijuana is not detri- 
mental to a person's health 
is unfounded. There exists a 
large number of people and 
a few German shepherds in 
this country who are con- 
vinced that marijuana is the 



plague bacillus rein- 
carnated. 

So, considering that most 
informed people are aware 
that marijuana is not detri- 
mental to most people's 
health, your question about 
a pregnant person becomes 
very relevant. The Thali- 
damide tragedy has rightly 
made people very concerned 
about what they take into 
their bodies during 
pregnancy. 

While research evidence 
of damage with marijuana 
is lacking, it remains fool- 
hardy to take the smallest 
risk of damaging your 
future baby by absorbing 
any non-vital drug during 
pregnancy. This would be 
an ideal time for your girl- 
friend to visit an obstetri- 
cian for correct prenatal 
care, to give up smoking 
cigarettes, as that leads to 
small babies and to decide 
whether or not marriage 
might affect the growth of 
the baby or the health of the 
mother.

piness, something of the inevitable tragedy of pick- 
ing a name out of a hat to fight in an unjustified and 
meaningless war.

"This war will never be fair." 

And perhaps she was right. But we didn't linger 
on that thought for long. We just sat soundlessly re- 
peating a birthdate and a name over and over into 
the unanswering blackness of the night.

Those Amendments 

At the bottom of this page is printed a couple of 
proposed amendments to be voted upon Thursday, 
Dec. 11. Both proposals have substantial 
importance to NSC students and are worthy of at- 
tention. 

The first involves voting membership on the 
SGA's School Spirit Committee. The alteration 
states, "the voting members of the School Spirit 
Committee shall be composed of one representative 
from each chartered organization on campus.

The 
chairman shall be appointed by the President of the 
Student Government Association." 

This, we feel, is a definite improvement over the 
existing setup, which specifies that five students 
appointed by the President of the SGA and three 
cheerleaders shall be the voting members on the 
committee. 

By including a representative from each of the 
organizations on this committee, a more 
representative service can be performed by this 
group. If everyone participates faithfully, there 
need no longer be dissension among students and 
groups because one group which is better repre- 
sented on this committee happens to win more 
spirit awards. 

In addition, a more representative body such as 
this amendment could provide could also serve to 
enhance the school spirit on this campus, and could 
become, in short, a more effective organization. 
Sauce Scholarship 

Now, I come to a topic quite dear to my heart, and 
also important to Northwestern students—at least 
those who read and sometimes enjoy the Current 
Sauce. As you will note, the second amendment to 
be voted upon Thursday involves an additional 
scholarship position for the Current Sauce. 

Three weeks ago, we, the staff, were able to more 
than double the size of this newspaper. We hope to 
continue to grow this year and hereafter. But, at 
present, we are doing twice the work with the same, 
or nearly the same, size staff. 

Because more people are needed to work for the 
paper and are required to spend more time it is 
necessary that more money be given to these stu- 
dent journalists. 

A few years ago, the Current Sauce staff was 
alotted seven full scholarships, but for some rea- 
son, this number was cut back to five, as it remains 
today. And at that time, that staff was producing 
from a fourth to one-half the newspaper you're 
reading now. 

The point is that there are now more students 
who are deserving more pay than ever before, and 
under the present system, they aren't getting it.

Proposed Amendments 

Article VI, Section 7, Sub- 
section A. Membership. 

The voting members of 
the School Spirit Committee 
shall be composed of one 
representative from each 
chartered organization on 
campus.

exceed six full-time scholar- 
ships, including the Editor 
and Business Manager." 



In continuing with its pol- 
icy of presenting an inter- 
view with some member of 
the NSC faculty in each 
issue, the Current Sauce 
posed a few questions this 
week to Dr. Richard Gallo- 
way of the Department of 
Special Education. 

Dr. Galloway, who has 
been at Northwestern since 
1961, grew up in Rapides 
Parish and graduated from 
Bolton High School in Alex- 
andria. He attended L.S.U. 
and did a year of graduate 
work there. 

After receiving a pro- 
fessional degree in psychi- 
atric social work from Tu- 
lane, he did field work in 
Mandeville. He earned a 
doctorate from Colorado 
State College in special 
education and rehabilitation 
counseling. 

At present, Dr. Galloway 
serves as coordinator of all 
special education services 
in Natchitoches and DeSoto 
Parishes. He mainly works 
with children who have 
learning problems in school 
and with their parents. The 
children's problems may 
stem from mental retar- 
dation, poor social back- 
ground, or many other fac- 
tors. 

Besides his other duties, 
Dr. Galloway is chairman of 
the Faculty Senate and the 
Discipline Committee. The 
following are his comments 
on students, teachers, and 
the college scene in general. 
Current Sauce: Since you 
are chairman of the Disci- 
pline Committee and, thus, 
in a position to be in contact 
with this aspect of college 
life, have you noticed any 
trends in student- conduct or 
behavior over the last year 
or so? 

Galloway: Basically, I 
think student behavior is 
similiar to what it always 
has been. Today students 
are a lot more open and less 
inhibited than in previous 
years. It's true that a few 
young people are going to 
the dogs, but the majority 



are more sensitive to the 
needs of others than they ev- 
er have been. Students are 
no better or no worse than in 
my generation. 
Current Sauce; You men- 
tioned that young people 
today are less inhibited. In 
what ways would you consi- 
der them as such? 

Galloway; They are less 
inhibited as far as their ac- 
tions are concerned. A lot of 
young people will tell you 
what they really think. This 
irritates the oldsters be- 
cause they think it is a 
threat to their society. 

Current Sauce: How do 
you think the conduct of 
Northwestern students com- 
pares with that of college 
students on a national level? 

Galloway: You have to 
consider a special frame of 
reference in answering a 
question like that. What 
would be considered 
improper in one area might 
be perfectly all right in an- 
other. We have many fine 
students on campus, but, as 
elsewhere, the problem 
cases are the ones you al- 
ways hear about. 

Current Sauce: What 
would you call a problem 
case on a college campus? 

Galloway: I am not so con- 
cerned about the student 
who lets his hair down once 
in awhile. It is those stu- 
dents with little ambition 
and no goals in life that cre- 
ate the problems. 

However, I am especially 
concerned with the students 
who become involved with 
drugs and narcotic addic- 
tion. 

Current Sauce: How 

would you evaluate the drug 
problem in relation to 
Northwestern? 

Galloway: We here at 
NSC don't have the prob- 
lems with drugs that exist at 
large universities in metro- 
politan areas. However, 
just because Northwestern 
is a small college in a small 
town, I don't like to see some 
faculty members in effect 
calling the students country 
and backward. 

If they are too high and 
mighty to appreciate teach- 
ing here, they ought to go 



some place better suited to 
their tastes. 

Teachers are here to serve 
and teach the students, not 
to satisfy some egotistical 
drive of their own. 

Current Sauce: Would you 
care to elaborate on the pur- 
pose, organization, and 
activities of the Faculty Sen- 
ate of which you are head? 

Galloway: The Faculty 
Senate is a body created to 
air the problems of the col- 
lege to the administration 
and to keep avenues of 
communication open be- 
tween the administration 
and the faculty. 

Each deparment is repre- 
sented according to the num- 
ber of teachers in the depart- 
ment, similar to the system 
used in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

This year the Senate is 
looking into the library 
facilities, the operation of 
the bookstore, and how 
faculty members are paid. 

Current Sauce: Could you 
comment on the operation of 
the campus bookstore and 
the situation that exists re- 
garding its policies? 

Galloway: A committee 
within the Faculty Senate 
is still in the process of 
working on the problem. A 
questionaire was sent out to 
the faculty and it got only a 
small return. 

The results will be used to 
come up with a resolution 
that will be presented to the 
administration. I believe 
the administration will take 
a close look at any sugges- 
tions put before it. 

Anyone who is operating 
an enterprise, and its opera- 
tion is being criticized, will 
want to know why. 

Current Sauce: How 
much authority should col- 
lege administrators have 
over faculty members and 
students? 

Galloway: Sometimes col- 
lege administrators have 
more authority than they 
exercise, and sometimes 
they try to govern without 
the authority. 

There are a lot of imma- 
ture college teachers on 
every faculty. When they 
get a Ph.D. they seem to 



think they are all-knowing. 
They become authorities on 
every apect of life.life. 

As a consequence, we are 
plagued with too many crit- 
ics who very seldom come 
up with any constructive 
criticism. Nor do they have 
the self-discipline to work 
at forming any solutions to 
the problems they are criti- 
cizing. 

As for the relationship be- 
tween the students and the 
administration, I am an 
advocate of students having 
a great deal of comment as 
far as rules and regulations 
governing them are con- 
cerned. 

Also, I think that s,tudents 
need to be treated with digni- 
ty and as if they have some 
intelligence. Many faculty 
members are so critical of 
students that they rob them 
of their confidence. These 
types of people surely 
shouldn't be teaching. 

Current Sauce: Do you 
consider the administration 
of NSC to be moderate or 
excessive in its governing 
practices? 

Galloway: Adminis- 
trators here don't exercise 
too much authority. I think 
that if all faculty people 
went about doing their jobs 
as best they could, there 
would be no problems. 

All of us occasionally sus- 
pect we are being mal- 
treated. But I have never 
had any one telling me how 
to do my job around here. 

Current Sauce: A moment 
ago you mentioned that stu- 
dents should have a voice in 
making the rules of an insti- 
tution. What is your opinion 
of the attempts of students 
at some colleges and univer- 
sities to have a hand in 
establishing the curriculum 
also? 

Galloway: This is ridi- 
culous! Students come to 
college to learn. And so 
they don't really have a 
background of experience 
or knowledge to know what 
subject matter to which they 
should be exposed. This is 
why competent faculty 
member who can relate to 
and enjoy being around stu- 
dents are needed.

Gridders Finish Successful Year

Northwestern 's football 
Demons have just com- 
pleted one of their best sea- 
sons in the history of the 
school. 

Closing the campaign 
with four straight wins, 
Caoch Glenn Oossett's 
Demons made shambles of 



numerous school records in 
posting a remarkable 7-2 
overall slate. Add to that a 4- 
1 finish in the Gulf States 
Conference, and the Demons 
could have had a league 
championship--but not so. 

In the past decade, the 
GSC winner has won the 
crown six times with a 4-1 
record. But 1969 turned out 
to be the year of Louisiana 
Tech (5-0 and 8-1 overall). 



Still, the '69 Demons be- 
came one of the top teams in 
the last 30 years at North- 
western. Only five times 
has a NSC team equaled or 
bettered the 7-2 mark of this 
year's team since 1940. 

Surprise Seers 

Remarkable is definitely 
the word to describe the '69 
version of the Demons. NSC 
was picked to finish dead 



If you haven't tanen a good look at 
the 1969-70 Northwestern basketball 
schedule, then give it a glance the 
next time you have the chance. On 
the schedule are such names as 
North Texas State, Texas A&M, Rice, 
University of Arkansas, Southern 
Mississippi, Henderson State (Ark.), 
and the University of South Ala- 
bama. Throw in always respectable 
La. College and Centenary, plus the 
extremely balanced Gulf States Con- 
ference competition and you have the 
most formidable list of opponents 
NSC cage squads have ever tried to 
dribble through. 

You can bet this attractive sche- 
dule didn't come by accident. Head 
Coach Tynes Hildebrand was work- 
ing before many of us ever enrolled 
here to insure a schedule that "offers 
better competition and appeal to 
Northwestern fans." 

Take a closer look. North Texas, 
whom the Demons dropped a six- 
point decision to Monday night, is in 
one of the best roundball leagues in 
the country— the Missouri Valley 
Conference-and beat Drake last year 
by 20 points. Incidentally Drake lost 
to Lew Alcindor's UCLA squad last 
year by only two points in the NCAA 
semifinals. Texas A&M is the defend- 
ing Southwest Conference champion 
and Rice and Arkansas are both well 
known SWC schools. Southern 
Mississippi, Henderson, Southern 
Alabama, LC, and Centenary are all 
respected in basketball circles as 
much better than average cage 
schools. 

There's a good reason for this type 
of schedule as Hildebrand explained, 
"The better schedule you play and 
the tougher the competition, the 
better you get. Name schools mean 
more to the boys. If you just play 
losers in hopes of padding your won- 
lost record, when you get to a big 
game, all you've learned to do from 
the losers is lose." 

Hildebrand has not stopped with 
his progress movement with 1969. 
Among the notables on the list for 
next year are Houston University 
and Tulane. And for 1971-72 the 
Demons cage boss is dickering with 
the University of Nevada at Las 
Vegas and Southern Methodist 
University, plus others to make a 
highly competitive road trip. 

But schedules aren't just thrown 
together on a year by year basis. 
Hildebrand knows he will have to 
play major schools on the road first, 
and in many cases two years away 
before a home contest can be 



arranged. 

Another problem in scheduling 
bigger schools is the attitude of the 
opposition. Big-name institutions 
sometimes feel they have nothing to 
gain if they win against a smaller 
school and everything to lose if they 
are held to a close victory or lose. 

And add to the problems of sche- 
duling nationally known colleges 
and universities the tightness of 
funds that the Demon basketball pro- 
gram operates under. Traveling 
costs money and there just isn't 
enough to provide the kind of opera- 
tion Northwestern wants and de- 
serves. 

Assistant Coach Don Beasley had 
this to say concerning the stepped up 
program, "Our overall thinking is to 
continually improve the basketball 
operation at Northwestern. The up- 
grading of the schedule is one of the 
means we can accomplish this. 
It gives more motivation to each 
individual and it means more to win 
against the big boys. Also tough 
competition helps prime us for our 
later GSC foes." 

Coach Hildebrand deserves most of 
the credit for our improved program. 
He's a man dedicated 100 percent to 
basketball and its well being at 
Northwestern," Beasley added. 

Yes, it's rare to find a college coach 
willing to possibly sacrifice a couple 
of wins in order to provide better 
competition and basketball action for , 
the fans. Hildebrand puts it in his 
own words, "In some instances we 
are putting our won-loss record aside 
to insure a better schedule and offer 
the kind of basketball that our fans 
want to see us play." 

Both Hildebrand and Beasley are 
the type of coaches that strive to get 
on a personal basis with the players 
and offer help off the court as well as 
on it when needed. And both are firm 
believers in recruiting kids that can 
benefit Northwestern not only on the 
hardwood but also in their actions 
away from the court. 

"It's a two-way street," Hildebrand 
said, "If we can educate our kids in 
basketball and the qualities that 
come with playing organized sports, 
we know Northwestern prepares the 
boys educationally. A good kid all 
the way around usually makes a 
better player and person. And that's 
what we're interested in." 

The last outing of the year during 
the regular football season came out 
at four for five which brought the sea- 
son slate to 38 right, 12 wrong for a 
.760 percentage.

This gives Gossett a 
winning percentage of 67 
percent— the best ever for a 
NSC grid mentor.

The high point of 
his career came in '66 when 
he closed out his tutorship 
by tutoring NSC to a perfect

I was slipping through the 
woods when the form of a 
deer appeared about fifty 
yards away. Upon getting 
closer, I could tell it was a 
doe. I stepped behind a tree to 
wait for the buck I hoped 
was following her when 
several deer snorted behind 
me. I whirled around and 
saw a buck standing about 
40 yards from me. He drop- 
ped on the first shot. 

I opened the deer season 
in Mississippi and managed 
to kill a five point buck on 
the last hunt of the trip. The 
deer had a small rack, typi- 
cal of deer on overcrowded 
ranges. Some places in 
Louisiana have this pro- 
blem which is usually the 
result of having "bucks 
only" seasons for several 
years. In Tensas and Madi- 
son parishes the problem 
has been intensified by the 
planting of massive tracts 
of land in soybeans, thus 
decreasing the amount of 
woods for deer to live in. 

A student at NSC told me 
he was hunting squirrels 
when he saw a buck stand- 
ing 75 yards from him. He 
actually shot at the deer 
with squirrel shot at 75 
yards! That's a long shot 
even with buckshot. Squir- 
shot will kill a buck at 
i or 15 yards, but at 75 all 
it might do is blind the deer. 
Use some restraint, no mat- 
ter how great the tempta- 
tion, and take a couple of 
loads of buckshot next time.

Sometimes people tell me 



they don't know anywhere 
to hunt because they're not 
from around here. Most 
land in central and west 
Louisiana owned by timber 
companies is open to hunt- 
ing, and there are also some 
game management areas 
within a 30 minute drive of 
NSC. 

A ring of posters around a 
man's property doesn't 
necessarily mean he's 
opposed to hunting, or to 
use of his land in other 
ways. It means he's had 
some unpleasant experi- 
ences with irresponsible 
people, experiences which 
have cost him money and 
given him cause for 
concern. His only solution 
is to keep them out. 

Those signs you see are 
not the final word in most 
cases, however. Try driving 
into the yard the next time 
you see posted land you 
want to hunt. Knock on the 
door, introduce yourself and 
ask for permission to hunt. 
Spend a little time with this 
man upon whom you depend 
so much for your hunting 
pleasure. 

You'll discover he's not 
the bad guy you thought he 
was, but first you'll have to 
show him that you're a good 
guy, too. It works both 
ways. All he needs to know 
is that you recognize the 
land is his, not yours, that 
you are man enough to ask 
for permission to use it, and 
that you abide by the rules. 

Show a little courtesy to 
the landowner and you will 
often discover that the "No 
Trespassing" signs are for 
someone else, not you. And 
if enough sportsmen are 
willing to face the land- 
owner on a man-to-man ba- 
sis, perhaps the signs even- 
tually will come down. 

Courtesy is the key to a 
sportsman-landowner rela- 
tionship which continues to 
grow more strained. 
Asking permission to use a

man's land, and showing 
him a little respect, is not 
demanding too much when 
you consider that he owns 
the land and you are merely 
a guest. 

I have done this and some- 
times it works while other 
times it doesn't. Remember 
that it's the landowner's op- 
tion to turn you down. 

Try a little courtesy 
magic sometime. You'll 
find it may get you access to 
some of the best shooting 
cover you've seen. But the 
ultimate satisfaction comes 
with the knowledge that you 



are a welcome guest in a pri- 
vate shooting preserve, not 
a trespasser.

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21 Students Working 
Toward Doctorates

Dr. T. P. Southerland 
dean of the School of Educa- 
tion, reported recently that 
21 students working toward 
a doctorate in education are 
now enrolled in the Gradu- 
ate School. 

This is Northwestern's 
second year to offer its doc- 
torate program of educa- 
tion. The program opened 
in the fall semester of 1968. 
To date 50 different indivi- 
duals have been enrolled in 
it. 

The State Board of 
Education authorized the 
college to offer this pro- 
gram in December, 1967. In 
the spring of 1968, North- 
western began developing 
its doctorate program. A 
committee from the 
Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary 
Schools visited North- 
western in the summer of 
1968. 

The committee recom- 
mended to the College 
Commission of SACSS that 
Northwestern be authorized 
to offer the degrees of Doc- 
tor of Education and Doctor 
of Philosophy in Education. 
As a result of this NSC now 
offers these degrees in three 
areas: Doctor of Education 
in elementary education, 
secon-dary education, and 
health and physical educa- 
tion; Doctor of Philosophy 
in Education in health and 
physical education. 

Prior to this LSU was the 
only college in the state 
which offered a doctorate's 
program. Many people felt 
that another college should 
offer the program. 

Northwestern was. the 
logical choice since it was 
the original teacher college 
and among the top three col- 



leges in the state in the pro- 
duction of teachers. Its 
undergraduate School of 
Education is the largest on 
campus as is its Graduate 
School. One-thousand- 
three-hundred graduate stu- 
dents in education were en- 
rolled here in one summer 
session. 

In order to be eligible for 
the doctorate's program, a 
candidate must: have a min- 
imum of 90 hours beyond 
his B . S . , pass the Graduate 
Record Examination, have 
at least 12 hours of research, 
and be proficient in English. 

Dr. Southerland said that 
they hope to offer more de- 
grees as the program pro- 
gresses. He .said, "We feel 
that we have a real chal- 
lenging program," and 
added that a person with a 
doctorate's degree in educa- 
tion from Northwestern 
should be able to teach 
anywhere in the United St- 
ates.

My Apologies 



The time-weary rationalization, "everyone makes mistakes" 
doesn't seem to be accepted as being part of a newspaper editor's 
vocabulary, and understandably so. Therefore, the only avenue 
left open to me is to clarify these errors. Witness last week's 
issue of the Current Sauce. 

Several significant errors lurked within those pages, most 
of which can be explained by the fact that under this new system 
of publishing this newspaper, mistakes like these are bound to 
happen. The only surprising thing is that they did not occur 
in any abundance in previous issues. 

As stated in the Nov. 14 issue, the Current Sauce is now 
being composed and published through the Natchitoches Times. 
Because of class and other conflicts, the editors are not always 
able to be present when the pages are being composed; there- 
fore, sometimes picture captions, and selection of articles 
are not always the most desirable for the editors as well as 
the students. In the future, this situation will be overcome. 

One area, however, which can not be "passed off" is in 
an editorial printed last week entitled, "Fines Too Frequent 
Here." Car registration fees are $2.50, rather than $3, as 
mentioned in the editorial. And, according to Campus Security 
Chief Lee, there has been a reduction in the number of parking 
tickets issued in recent weeks. 

Outstanding Loans 

Last week, the Current Sauce printed an article on the front 
page with the heading , "SGA Loan Fund Is Discontinued." 
As you will note in the article and in the letter to the editor 
on this page by Mr. Hoffstadt, it was stated that a list of the 
names who had not paid their debts would be printed in this 
issue. 

Mr. Hoffstadt declares that". . .this method would probably 
intimidate enough students, " which is true. But it is also 
true that it is not necessary to fuffill the threat included in 
that article in order to "intimidate" some students to pay 
off their loans (as it seems there is no other way to get them 
to pay up). 

Prior to the publication of the article, we, the staff, were 
well aware of the libelous and other implications such an 
action as printing those names would involve. However, we 
were optimistic of the effects of printing the "threat." 

Realizing perhaps, that such an action might not be listed 
among the "Canons of Good Journalism," we feel it maybe 
justified as being in the best interest of the majority of stu- 
dents who pay their debts promptly and find the availability 
of these loans advantageous. Why must we be condemned for 
seeking to protect the welfare of the average student?

SPEAKING OUT: 

Campus Security Chief Explains Force 



James K. Lee

Few other offices on campus 
draw more criticism, particu- 
larly from this editorial staff, 
than that of the Campus Se- 
curity. Therefore, this inter- 
view was made in an effort 
to clarify or support the argu- 
ments against it. 

NSC Campus Security Chief 
James K. Lee was born in Mel- 
rose and graduated from St. Ma- 
ry's High School here in Natchi- 
toches. After obtaining a degree 
from Northwestern, Lee enter- 
ed the Army, and is still an 
active member of the Army 
Reserves. 

He is also state director 
of the NCO Academy, which 
trains selected persons to be 
sergeants. In addition, Lee 
is a past president of the Jay- 
cees, past Grand Knight of the 
Knights of Columbus, first di- 
rector of the local CYO athle- 
tic program, and % member of 
the Board of Directors of the 
National Association of College 
and University Traffic and Se- 
curity Directors. 

His wife, Jeannette, obtain- 
ed her Master's Degree from 
NSC and is teaching in the Nat- 
chitoches Parish school sys- 
tem. They have five children- 
Current Sauce: Most every- 
one will agree that there is a 
definite traffic problem on the 
Northwestern campus. What 
exactly is your department do- 
ing about it? 

Lee: One of the things we 
are doing is having personal 
interviews with people who have 
repeated violations. I might 
add that there has been less in- 
tra- campus traffic lately. I 
base this on the weather, and 
increased enforcement at the 
first of the year. 

Current Sauce: In regard 
to increased enforcement, ap- 
proximately how many tickets 
are given out each day? 

«e: At the beginning of the 



semester, we were writing out 
400 tickets per day on week- 
days. This number has drop- 
ped to less than 200 in recent 
weeks for a 24-hour period. 
About 25-40 tickets are given 
during the daytime hours. 

Current Sauce: What hap- 
pens to the revenue from these 
parking tickets? 

Lee.- The money is turned 
into the cashier's office where 
I think it goes into the campus 
operation fund, but I don't know 
what happens to it then. 

Current Sauce : What is the 
car registration fee used for? 

Lee; That money goes into 
a similar fund- -in fact, I 
think it is the same one. Our 
appropriations are given to us 
as strictly budgeted items. We ' 
are given only what is in the 
state budget. I can't go out 
and say, "Lookboys, let'swrite 
an extra 50 tickets today so we 
can get more money." 

Current Sauce: Do you see 
any future measures perhaps 
to be taken to curb our traf- 
fic problem? 

Lee ; One thing we might 
go to is perhaps to make this 
Sam Sibley Dr. one-way tra- 
veling_west. This might help 
because this street is fast be- 
coming the center of the cam- 
pus. Perhaps, also, a dead end 
by the infirmary would help 
solve the problem with the high 
school traffic. 

Current Sauce: Don't you 
think this would only move our 
traffic problem off campus and 
on to College Ave., where thre 

is already some difficulty? 

Lee : No, College Ave. has 
now been widened and arrang- 
ed to handle more traffic. I 
would like to see some left- 
turn arrow devices placed on 
those off- campus traffic lights, 
by the way. Other plans we have 
include making Caldwell Ave. 
one-way coming on to campus. 
Then the pedestrian will know 



which way the traffic will be 
flowing, and it will be far saf- 
er. 

I would also like to see the 
drive between Caldwell Hall 
and the Armory widened to sup- 
port two-way traffic. 

Current Sauce; Last Feb- 
ruary, the Campus Security 
force played a large role in 
the investigations leading to the 
arrest of more than a score 
of students on various drug ch- 
arges. Do you think the pro- 
blem has reached any* signifi- 
cant proportions at this time? 

Lee : I'll say this, we're 
always on the guard--alert and 
working with various depart- 
ments, individuals, and outside 
agencies. We have every rea- 
son to believe at this time that 
we are free of this problem. 
We're hoping that we really 
are in this situation. How- 
ever, we're still always on the 
alert. 

Current Sauce: How would 
you compare the "crime rate" 
at Northwestern to that of other 
campuses in the state and 
region? 

Lee: Our crime rate is very 
low in comparison. In that, 
we are exceptionally fortunate. 

Current Sauce : What should 
a student do when he feels he 
has been unjustly given a tic- 
ket either for parking or for 
a moving violation? 

Lee : I would encourage him 
to come to see me, and in 
to come to see me, and in a 
moving violation he has his 
"say in court." Officers can 
only charge you--they can't find 
you guilty or in any other way 
pass judgment. 

Current Sauce : How many 
men are employed by the Cam- 
pus Security office? What are 
their qualifications? 

Lee : We have eight full- 
time officers, with five work- 
ing part-time. Our main 
people here are students, and 



has been that way for years. 
Other schools are constantly 
calling me, asking about our 
set up. Students seem to have 
a good rapport with the other 
students. 

Campus Security officers 
must pass Civil Service 
competitive examination re- 
quirements which require a 
knowledge of law, leadership, 
and human behavior. Each man 
attends some of the various 
training programs at LSU and 
other places. Several have 
completed police training in 
the army or air force. 

Current Sauce: In the panty 
raids of a month ago, it was 
reported that Campus Securi- 
ty officers present allowed the 
disturbance to get completely 
out of proportion. What guide- 
lines did they follow and why? 

Lee: They were going under 
the premise that as long as 
the people were not being vio- 
lent or destroying anything, then 
they have a Constitutional right 
they have a Constitutional 
right to demonstrate. One of 
our problems was that we got 
out information a little late. 
We got caught off guard when 
the main body of the group 
was concentrated in one area 
of the campus while a hand- 
ful went back to Caddo Hall 
and began the looting. They 
pulled one on us that time... 
I'll admit that. But it would 
be bad for them if it happen- 
ed again. 

We did alert outside autho- 
rities, but we didn't call them 
in because we were afraid an 
over- show of force might turn 
it into a full-scale riot. We 
now have definite plans, though, 
that we can initiate immedi- 
ately should it ever occur a- 
gain. I hope it doesn't. 

Under a new state ruling, 
whenever three or more per- 
sons are assembled and are agi-

NSC 'Blown' Out Of Texas

Northwestern's roundbal- 
lers, with an upset win over

8). 

Tech Counters 

Bulldog Coach Scotty Robert- 
son is expected to start guards 
George Corley (6-2) and Bud 
Dean (6-4), forwards George 
Thornton (6-4) and Mike Green 
(6-10), and center Charles Bis- 
hop (7-0). 

NSC's scoring punch thus far 
has been balanced. Bloodworth, 
Walding, Masters, Janese, and 

Watts have all done their thing 
to light up the Demon side of 
the scoreboard.

Former Demon 
Inducted Into 
Hall Of Fame 



Former Northwestern great 
Jackie Smith will be one of 
five players inducted into the 
National Association of Inter- 
collegiate Athletics (NAIA) Hall 
of Fame tomorrow in Kings- 
ville, Tex. 

Smith, a stellar offensive end 
for the Demons from 1958 
through 1962, came here on a 
track scholarship and went out 
for the football team on his 
own. During his four year 
stay he earned four letters in 
the grid sport and three for 
his cinder work. 

As a college football player 
Smith displayed exceptional 
abilities as a runner, pass re- 
ceiver, and blocker—skills 
which have made him an All- 
Pro tight end for the St. Louis 
football Cardinals. Smith was 
also NSC's regular punter for 
three years and has kicked in 
the professional ranks. 

As a cinderman, Jackie ran 
the high hurdles, the 440-yard 
dash, and was usually the an- 
chor man on all three relays. 

Smith recorded bests of 14.6 
in the hurdles, 48.5 in the quar- 
ter mile, and the Demon re- 
lay teams of Smith's time were 
among the best of the Gulf 
States Conference. 

The multi-purpose athlete 
was drafted by the Cardinals 
in 1962 and has started ever 
since. 

Beside being selected for 
the Pro Bowl the last three 
years, Smith has led the Red- 
birds in pass receiving during 
the same time- -an almost un- 
believable feat for a tight end. 

Coming into the 1969 sea- 
son Smith had caught 266 pas- 
ses for 4,554 yards and 22 
touchdowns. His 1,205 yards 
in receptions set ir Cardinal 
record in 1967 and still stands.

An official major league 
baseball has 116 stitches. 

For the past two seasons, 
Coach Tynes Hildebrand 
has led Demon basketball 
teams to post-season NAIA 
playoffs. 

Maury Wills holds the 
major league baseball re- 
cord for most stolen bases 
in one season, 104. 
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The deer season ended last 
Sunday, Dec. 7, in many areas 
of the state. The archery 
season, however, continues 
while the gun season is clo- 
sed. During this time you can 
take either sex deer with the 
bow and arrow. Bowhunting 
is much more difficult than 
is hunting with a gun. The 
very maximum bow range for 
the average hunter is about 
40 yards. I don't shoot at 
anything over 30 yards and have 
missed deer much closer than' 
that. Missing is part of 
bowhunting. 

Just having a deer in range 
doesn't insure a kill. An 
arrow travels much slower than 
a bullet, between 300 and 
400 feet-per-second. 

Sometimes deer "jump the 
string", that is they are 
frightened by the twang of the 
bowstring and jump out of the 
line of fire before the arrow 
gets to them. That is why 
the the bowhunter must am- 
bush the deer when it is to- 
tally unaware the human is 
near. 

One common mistake a lot 
of archers make is shooting 
at the whole deer rather than 
a specific point. The ideal 
point to aim is just behind 
the shoulders in the lung 
section. 

In Louisiana you can legally 
hunt with a bow of at least 
30 pounds pull, but for white- 
tail deer the ideal draw wei- 
ght is 45 to 50 pounds. 

Hunting broadheads should be 
sharp enough to shave hair. 
An arrow kills primarily by 
hemmorage and a dull broad- 
head tends to push aside vital 
organs rather than cutting them 
cleanly. 

Camouflage clothing is excel- 
lent for bowhunters. Depend- 
ing on the area to be hunt- > 
ed, a bright colored hat might 
be in order to protect you 
from excited squirrel hunters. 

By adding archery equipment 
to your other sporting gear 
you can extend the length of 
your hunting season. 

* * * 

An excellent game bird found 
in Louisiana that is generally 
neglected by hunters is the 
snipe. This long-billed shore 
bird offers very sporting shoo- 
ting as he dips and swerves in 
flight. In 1939 there was a 
severe, prolonged freeze and 
many snipe died. The season 
was closed because of this and 
remained closed for 12 years. 
The season on snipe opens 
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Dec. 13 with a daily bag limit 
of eight. 

It has been estimated that 
about 80 percent of the wood- 
cock on this continent spend 
the winter in Louisiana. The 
woodcock along with the snipe 
is a member of the Sandpiper 
family and is very well camou- 
flaged. A little bigger than the 
quail, they are some of the 
best tasting birds I have ever 
eaten. The woodcock season 
opened Nov. 27 and runs to 
Jan. 30. The daily limit is 
five with the possession limit 
at twice that. 

A survey made by the Lou- 
isiana Wild Life and Fisheries 
Commission's Fish and Game 
Division showed that during the 
1967-1968 hunting season there 
were approximately 35,674 
quail hunters. Those dedicated 
quail hunters bagged an esti- 
mated 635,-732 quail. 

The season runs from Nov. 
27 to Feb. 28 with 4 limit' of- 
10. There is good quail hunt- 
ing all over the state and 
there is nothing- that will start 
your heart poun. f ?' :er than 
the whirfing of wingb /hen you 

almost step on a covey. 
* * * 

The whooping cranes are 
back! The Continental Oil 
Co. is to be thanked for its 
conservation- minded program. 
Every year, just before the 
whoopers start their flight back 
to the Aransas National Wild- 
life Refuge in Texas, Contine- 
ntal suspends drilling operat- 
ions where the birds nest for 
the winter. 

Continental's vice president 
J. E. Finley sums up his com- 
pany's feelings this way: 
"Finding oil is important. 
But so are the whooping 
cranes. Whatever we can do 
to encourage their survival, 
we're going to do. It's just 
that simple." 

Whooping cranes have been 
seen in Louisiana so please 
don't shoot any big bird you 
can't identify. There are now 
55 cranes living wild.

Charles Bloodworth is a six- 
foot eight inch center for the 
Demons who' is in the habit 
of leaving basketball games be- 
fore the final horn. 

It's not becuase he wants to-- 
it's because he has to depart. 

No, Charles doesn't leave the 
game because he has to study 
for exams, go out with his girl, 
or even to work at a night- 
time job. 

The fact of the matter is that 
Bloodworth always seems to 
draw the attention of the offi- 
i- 

cials. And why not? He packs 
240 pounds on his frame and 
actually dominates the Demon 
offense and defense. 

"The Blood", a nickname 
he has picked up, will foul 
out of almost every game-- 
that is unless Coach Tynes Hil- 
debrand elects to let him sit 
out during a major portion of 
a contest. 

Most Fouls 
Never before has a North- 
western basketball player been 
whistled for as many personal 
fouls as Bloodworth. Charles 
actually has his name on the 
record book in every "PF" 
category. 

Bloodworth also has three 
other individual standards he 
set last season. They are: 
(1) highest PF average per 
game for the season (4.1), 2) 
most PF's in GSC games for 
a season (51), and 3) highest 
PF avg. in the GSC (4.3). 

What effect has the absence 
of Bloodworth had on the 1969- 
70 version of Hildebrand's De- 
mons? 

Northwestern has a 1-3 re- 
cord thus far in the early going 
and Bloodworth fouled out in all 
thr&e games in the losing col- 
umn. Charles stayed the dis- 
tance in the Demons' lone vic- 
tory. 

That lone victory of NSC's 
was no fluke either. It came 
over Texas A&M, defending 
Southwest Conference champ, at 
College Station. 

A typical example of what 
happens when Bloodworth gets 
in foul trouble came Monday 
night in the 88-82 loss to East 
Texas State University. Blood- 
worth fouled out (with 12 : 16 
left) and could manage only 11 
points and four rebounds during 
his brief appearance in the con- 
test. 



All-GSC 

Charles averaged 8.5 rebou- 
nds and 13.0 points per game 
last season when he made the 
off to a good start in NSC's 
opener when he stuffed in 26 
points and pulled down 16 re- 
bounds. Bloodworth received 
ill- GSC first team. He dis- 
:inguished himself despite foul- 
ing out of nearly every GSC fray. 

This season Bloodworth got 
a standing ovation from the par- 
tisan P rather Coliseum crowd 
upon receiving his fifth per- 
sonal with over six minutes left 
in the game--but NSC lost the 
game 96-90 to North Texas. 

True, the Demons have prov- 
ed in the early firing that they 
will make a strong run for the 
GSC title this season. But how 
effective NSC is down the stre- 
tch could be a determining fac- 
tor. If Bloodworth can stay in 
enough games- -he could be the 
difference. 

Last season as a junior, Bl- 
oodworth ' s number was cal- 
led 120 times for fouling. That 
tied a record for most person- 
al fouls in one season by an in- 
dividual, which was set by Jim 
Thomas in the 1953-54 cam- 
paign. 

It was not until 1922 that 
Northwestern athletic te- 
ams were named Demons. 
A school-wide contest for 
the purpose of choosing 
a nickname picked "De- 
mons" over the other fina- 
list entry "Braves." 

Wilt Chamberlain, pro- 
fessional basketball's all- 
time leading scorer, holds 
the record for most points 
scored in a single game, 
100.

WASHINGTON — The 
American tradition of military 
instruction on the college cam- 
pus marks its 150th anniver- 
sary this school year. 

The concept of educating 
Army officers on the civilian 
college campus, which started 
in 1819 at what is now Norwich 
University in Vermont, is to- 
day carried on through the 
Army ROTC program which is 
taken by approximately 150.000 
men at 283 colleges throughout 
the United States. This year 
more than 16,000 men received 
Armv commissions through the 
ROTC program. 

Not only does ROTC provide 
the Army with more officers 
than any other officer develop- 
ment source, but it is also the 
least expensive way of training 
a man to be an officer. 

The Armv is dependent upon 
the ROTC-trained officer. Ap- 



proximately 50 per cent of all 
officers in the Army today re- 
ceived their commissions 
through the ROTC program 
and more than 150 of the 
Army's generals are ROTC 
alumni. Among them are Gen. 
William B. Rosson, deputy 
commanding general in Viet- 
nam and Lt. Gen. Frederick 
Weyand. U.S. militarv adviser 
to the Paris peace talks. 

A roster of ROTC alumni in 
civilian life is equally impres- 
sive. It would include presi- 
dents of large corporations, 
government leaders and profes- 
sional and amateur athletes. 
Among them are Secretary of 
the Army Stanley R. Resor, 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. U.S. Senators Edward 
W. Brooke. Jack R. Miller. 
John Stennis and Ernest F. 
Hollings. and tennis star Ar- 
thur Ashe.

Neither is the study of the 
Louisiana cuisine nor the cul- 
tivation of a taste for enjoy- 
ing strange dishes on the print- 
ed page instead of the plate 
a thing to be lightly under- 
taken. So read on at your 
own risk: you've been given 
fair warning. 

You'll probably want to start 
off with a simple local cook- 
book. The Melrose Plantation 
Cookbook, by Francois Mignon 
and Clementine Hunter, is an 
excellent first "reading cook- 
book", full of enticing Nat- 
chitoches recipes. It offers 
you, among others, recipes for 
such delicacies as "Tomato 
Robeline", "Potatoes Arroyo 
Hondo", "Eggs Grand Ecore", 
and "Pleasant Hill Re- 
moulade". 

The Food Fantasy cookbook 
of the Beta Sigma Phi sor- 
ority of Natchitoches is pret- 
ty thrilling reading, too. 
Consider the recipe for 
"snickerdoodles", which Mrs. 
Fay Breazeale contributed. 
Or you just might like to 
know on what food our Caesar 
feeds. If so, let your ima- 
gination play with the idea of 
"Potatoes du Willard", offer- 
ed by Mrs. Irene Moody, 
(NSC's Dr. Caesar B. Moody's 
wife). 

For the more advanced read- 
er, there is Elise Landauer 
Meyer's The Art of Cooking 
With Spirits, which is full of 
daring and inspired recipes. 



At The Don 

Premiering on Sunday, Dec. 
14 and showing through Thur- 
sday Dec. 16, will be a movie 
called The Rain People. The 
movie stars Shirley Knight, Ja- 
mes Caan, and Robert Duvall. 

The Rain People is the story 
of a young married girl (Shi- 
rley Knight) who leaves her 
husband when she finds she 
is pregnant because she is not 
ready to become a mother.

Martin Falls Heir To Presidency

Donnie Martin has 
assumed the role of presi- 
dent of the Student Govern- 
ment Association. 

Martin, former vice presi- 
dent of the SGA, ascended to 
the post as a result of the 
resignation of Henry Burns 
at the end of the fall semes- 
ter. 

According to Dean Dudley 
Fulton, Burns stepped down 
from his office and left 
Northwestern to take a job 
in Washington on the staff 
of Congressman Joe D. 
Waggonner of Plain Deal- 
ing. "It was a great oppor- 
tunity which Henry could 
not afford to pass up," said 
Fulton. 

Burns was recommended 
for the position by the presi- 
dent of the college. 
Although he was only three 
hours from graduating at 
NSC, Dean Fulton said 
Burns decided to take 
advantage of the oppor- 
tunity and pursue his 
academic studies at a 
university in Washington. 

Martin commented that 
Burns resigned without 
much advance warning due 
to the sudden, unexpected 
development of the job 



opportunity. "Henry's 
leaving came as a big shock 
to everybody on the SGA," 
said Martin. 

During his first year on 
the SGA, Martin served as 
freshman representative. 
Since then he has worked on 
several committees and this 
year was chairman of the 
Lady of the Bracelet 
Pageant. 

When questioned about 
his opinion of student 
government, Martin said, 
"Student government's 
purpose is to serve the 
students by making their 
wants and demands known 
to the administration and 
faculty. However, it can 
only be effective if the stu- 



dents take the time and 
interest to make their wants 
and needs known." 

The new president ela- 
borated on his future plans 
concerning the SGA by 
saying that he wanted a 
complete constitutional 
revision. "The old consti- 
tution contains a lot of out- 
dated clauses," said Martin. 
He explained that the 
constitutional changes will 
have to be proposed by the 
Executive Council and then 
adopted by the voting body 
of the SGA.

NSCs Appeals System

Three short years ago, 
NSC was gripped by hy- 
steria because of a rumor 
that NSC was to become a 
university. Today, I doubt 
if a suggestion of such a ridi- 
culous nature could raise 
the student body a high state 
of apathy. 

This idea is ridiculous for 
two reasons. One is the 
disastrous financial state of 
Louisiana (except where it 
concerns LSU and LSUNO), 
and second is because some 
of the policies enforced by 
our administration would be 
a severe' detriment to a 
^university. 

We cannot at this time do 
anything about the state's 
financial woes, but we can 
with the help of a few pro- 
gressive administrators, 
remove some of our internal 
faults. 

The appeal rule, in 
essence, is the removal of 
the one semester waiting 
period after a student has 
failed out. Now, to fail out of 
NSC is in the first place a' 
difficult thing to do. 

There are two ways of 
failing out— one is to go 
below a 1.5 average for one 
semester and then fail to 
achieve a 2.0 the following 
semester (almost an 
impossible task if books are 
purchased and opened from 
time to time). The second 
way of failing out occurs 
when the student falls below 
a 1.0 average during a 
single semester (something 
hard to do even if the stu- 
dent can appeal his dis- 
missal, which has, in the 
past, been given out in an 
almost automatic fashion— 
although there is a trend to 
make the appeal only semi- 
automatic now. 

A student may appeal up 
to four times which means 
that theoretically a student 
can go to NSC for three 
years and never make a 1.0 
average, much less a two 
point. 

Therefore, a person who 
has evidently no academic 



interest or does not have the 
sufficient intelligence is 
forced on the more 
seriously-minded student. 
Clearly, a situation of this 
kind would not be allowed to 
continue at a university 
(neither LSU nor LSUNO 
have appeals), nor any 
place that could be con- 
sidered academically 
progressive, if only for the 
simple reason that it would 
lower the academic stan- 
dards that could be reached 
in the classroom. 

Reasons for having the 
appeal are— if possible- 
sillier than the rule itself. 
One of the old reasons was 
because the school needed to 
protect students from the 
draft, however, with the 
lottery system now in effect, 
there is no longer any 
reason for this. 

Also, there are the cries of 
the voting mommies and 
daddies when their little 
babies don't make it at the 
big bad college, and "con- 
sidering the effect that the 
legislature has on colleges, 
we don't want to offend 
voters. 

However, the most impor- 
tant reason is the fact that 
the Louisiana legislature 
doles out money on the stu- 
dent credit hour system— a 
system which forces col- 
leges to sacrifice standards 
for monetary returns. With 
this system, the college 
receives money on the basis 
of the amount of hours these 
students are registered for. 

Thus, if Tech has 1,000 stu- 
dents registered for 15 hours 
each, and we have 1,000 stu- 
dents registered for 14 hours 
each, then Tech will get 
more money because they 
have more student credit 
hours. 

In order to continue 
financially, a college must 
have a large amount of stu- 
dent credit hours. There- 
fore, under this system, we 
have to have students- 
good, bad, and terrible-to

Chairman Gary Digilormo 
is currently working on the 
food services which have 
been unsatisfactory, to say 
the least. 

The unheard complaints 
of last semester which were 
registered with Mr. Stone 
have now been referred to 
the administration. This 
committee is also working 
on the rennovation of the 
travel board to aid students 
in finding rides home. 

This semester the S.G.A. 
Executive Council will 
direct and plan most of the 
activities of the governing 
body. These officers will be 



in charge of a complete revi- 
sion of the organization's 
constitution. Among these 
revisions will be changes in 
student fees that are current- 
ly being investigated by the 
Organizations Board. 

Recommendations from 
the board will be reviewed 
by the Executive Council be- 
fore they are presented for 
approval by the S.G.A. vot- 
ing body. If approved, the 
changes will be voted on by 
the general student body. 

Another project to be 
completed by S.G.A. is a 
teacher evaluation. 
Students of consenting tea- 
chers will be surveyed. The 
results will be complied and 

given to the instructors so 
they may know how their 
students rate them. 

In all, the S.G.A. can 
expect to find a lot of work 
to do if they are to adequate- 
ly meet student needs. 

One specific need is the 
reduction of prices and the 
betterment of services of the 
school bookstore. The 
ineffective committee of last 
semester will be revitalized 
in an effort to work with the 
administration on current 
bookstore problems.

A Look At Henry Burns

His first term as president smacks somewhat of 
that successful first Johnson administration. The 
similarity ends, however, in that Burns was 
apparently well-liked among his fellow students 
for he overwhelmed his opponent in an 
unprecedented bid for a second term at the helm of 
NSCs Student Government Association. 

During his first term if office, landmark changes 
were achieved, including a three-day Mardi Gras 
Holiday, a seven-day vacation for Easter, abolition 
of Saturday classes, more freedoms for coeds, and a 
general improvement of the living and learning 
conditions for students here. 

Of course it is a gross overstatement to attribute 
all these and other alterations to one person— even 
the president of SGA. But, just as he is expected to 
bear the brunt of the shortcomings, he should also 
be allowed to share in the glory of the 
achievements of the Burns administrations. 

An unfortunate rift in the SGA transformed it 
into a multi-factioned non-organization this year. 
This, according to Burns, caused his short-lived 
second term to be anti-climactic for him. One can 
only speculate what improvements could have 
been attained had this disunity among his officers 
not occurred. 

Though not always treated gently by this 
newspaper, Burns never harbored animosities 
toward the Sauce, nor allowed personal attitudes to 
distort communications with the student body 
through this newspaper. Always cooperative, and 
interested in the functioning of the Current Sauce, 
he stands exemplary of student body presidents in 
this regard. 

Endowed with outstanding quantities of 
character, leadership, and understanding, a student 
leader such as Henry Burns is a rarity any 
institution is fortunate to find.

We are witnessing the demise of quality Big 
Name Entertainment at Northwestern. This trend 
has been progressing through recent semesters 
until at this point, a crisis exists in spring 
entertainment this year. 

As noted in the Minutes of SGA on this page, 
unless $4,000 was obtained by last Wednesday, one' 
and possibly two, of the concerts scheduled for this 
semester would have to be canceled. At deadline 
time Wednesday, not enough funds had been 
acquired, and BNE Committee members were not 
optimistic of success. 

Although this crisis came about suddenly, there 
have been indications for quite some time that such 
a situation could be expected before long. 
Beginning possibly last spring, entertainment 
booklet sales had begun to decline, and 
consequently, fewer persons were attending the 
SGA-sponsored concerts. 

It is simple to blame the committee and its 
chairman who are responsible for the booking and 
contracting of the performers, but the causes for 
the decline and ultimate crisis in the entertainment 
program lies much deeper. Apparently, NSC 
students are simply not getting the groups and 
artists they want to see. 

With such truly big names as Peter, Paul, and 
Mary; the Fifth Dimension; Blood, Sweat, and 
Tears; the First Edition; and others, appearing in 
the state and in the area, students are not going to 
be satisfied with less. 

We can remember not very long ago when 
Northwestern's entertainment series was 
unrivaled throughout Louisiana. What happened 
to the great performers, the sell-out crowds, and the 
packed coliseums? 

The problem is too pressing and too great to be 
written off with rationalizations such as, money ij 
tight, or good groups cost too much, or enrollment 
is dropping. These are factors, certainly, but they 
are not the causes. 

The true problems are a lack of organization, too 
little student voice in selection of groups, and the 
encumberances of an antiquated system. 
The Committee 

The SGA Big Name Entertainment Committee 
for this year with one or two exceptions has proved 
itself inept in its prescribed functions, 
significant portion of the responsibility for this 
eneptness must necessarily lie with the vice 
president of the student body, who, as chairman ol 
the committee, has as his major duty, the 
coordinating of the entertainment program. 

With a closer examination of the situation 
several questions arise. Why did the chairman and 
this committee wait until late in the summer to 
start booking groups for the fall, and until 
December for the spring semester? Why were The 
Impact of Brass, and Herb Reed (of the Origigal 
Platters) booked for concerts when they are oob! 
only NOT Big Name entertainers, but are almost

He 
stated that he wanted the 
fees revision to be turned 
over to the executive coun- 
cil. He announced that there 
were two vacant positions 
on the Executive Council, 
Vice-President and Parlia- 
mentarian. He said that he 
hoped the Executive Coun- 
cil would be able to do a 
complete revision of the 
Constitution. Work will 
continue in the area of the 
bookstore this spring. 

D. Martin announced that 
each member of the execu- 
tive Council on scholarship 
will be required to work five 
hours a week. During work 
hours there will be no 
socializing in the SGA 
Office. 

O'Quin moved that the 
SGA meeting be at 6 p.m. on 
Tuesdays. Seconded by 
Jeanne Hebert. Motion and 
second withdrawn. This 
matter was referred to the 



Executive Council. 

Tom Anselmi reported for 
the Entertainment Commit- 
tee. He stated that if 800 
entertainment booklets 
were not sold by Wednesday 
then the Spring Entertain- 
ment would have to be 
cancelled.

Current Sauce: One of the 

predominant topics brought 
out in these interviews is 
student apathy. How do you 
feel the student body fares 
in this area? 

Hatley: After having 
served two years here, one 
thing that is noticiable is 
the apathy among both stu- 
dents and faculty. There are 
many issues in which the 
students should be inte- 
rested. Namely, the book- 
store situation, the library, 
and censorship of the news- 
paper. 

Sauce: You mentioned 
first in your list, the book- 
store. What specific pro- 
blems have you experienced 
in this area? 

Hatley: First, as a faculty 
member, I do not feel 
"comfortable" in the book- 
store. I am not allowed to 
browse through either text 
or non-testbooks--without 
being closely supervised. 

Sauce: What possible 
reasons could there be for 
such a situation to exist? 

Hatley: I don't think the 
bookstore has a sense of 
itself as a potential major 
source of ideas in the aca- 
demic community. There 
should be a place on 
campus where a student can 
buy books for reading plea- 
sure and not assigned 
through classes. This is 
especially important with 
the absence of funds for the 
new books in the library. 

Sauce: Have you had any 
problems as a faculty mem- 
ber in ordering books from 
the bookstore? 

Hatley: Classes, courses, 
are often dominated by the 
bookstore. For example, if a 
new teacher, comes in to 
teach a course previously 



taught by another teacher, 
he usually has to follow the 
book list ordered by his 
predecessor, regardless of 
his interest in the books 
being sold by the bookstore 
for his course. 

Sauce: Regarding the 
problem you brought up 
about the lack of non-text- 
books in the bookstore, what 
could be done to alleviate 
this stiuation? 

Hatley: Part of it could be 
solved if the bookstore 
would contact various pu- 
blishing companies and 
allow them to set up book 
displays. In such a situa- 
tion, book companies would 
accept the unsold books in 
such a display if they were 
returned within six months. 

Sauce-.Students should 
know that only $34,000 is 
being spent for books this 
year. This means that cer- 
tain periodicals will have to 
be discontinued. 

This is especially painful 
to the sciences here. Where 
the results of new research 
are usually printed in perio- 
dical form, this source of 
information is being cut off. 

Sauce: Why are other 
programs being favored 
over the education systems 
of Louisiana? 

Hatley: There is a con- 
crete answer in Louisiana. 
Most of the other funds in 
this state are designated 
funds. The only two excep- 
tions are found in education 
and the charity hospital sys- 
tem. Becuase of the deficit 
in the state bodget during 
the last fiscal year of $30 
million, these programs had 
to suffer to help make up for 
the deficit during the 1969-70 
fiscal year. 

Sauce: Have you found 



anything encouraging in 
the student body in regard to 
the apathy you mentioned 
earlier? 

Hatley: Yes. I've been 
particularly encouraged 
with the Political Science 
Society. When I have 
attended their meetings, the 
society presented in- 
teresting speakers and the 
question-answer sessions 
were heartening. 

Sauce: You also men- 
tioned apathy in the faculty. 

Hatley: I would like to see 
more interest by the faculty 
in the American Asso- 
ciation of University Pro- 
fessors and the Faculty Se- 
nate. For no reason at all, 
the AAUP seems to be gene- 
rally distrusted by the gene- 
ral faculty. 

This is especially puz- 
zling since Louisiana does 
not have a strong tenure law 
to protect college teachers. 
Furthermore, as a member 
of the Faculty Senate, I find 
most faculty members gene- 
rally are uninterested in the 
proceedings of the Senate. 

Sauce: What has the 
Faculty Senate been doing 
to generate such interest? 

Hatley: Currently, the 
Faculty Senate is debating 
on whether or not to re- 
commend to the college 
administration the esta- 
blishment of a standing com- 
mittee made up of students, 
faculty members, and 
administration officials to 
oversee the operation of the 
bookstore. 

Sauce: Your committee 
and the Student Govern- 
ment Association are bring- 
ing Peter Jennings to NSC 
for a Long-awaited 
assembly speaking 
engagement. What other 
plans does your committee 
have? 

Hatley: None at this time. 
The committee is more or 
less waiting to see if the stu- 
der.;, body will support a 
strong assembly program. 
If this strong interest is 
shot- !*>g in the Jennings 
i-iugram, I am sure we 
would have other programs 
with comparable speakers, 



either this year or next. 

Sauce: How can student!

Northwestern State Col- 
lege's new degree program 
in radiologic technology 
veill be conducted in 
cooperation with T. E. 
Schumpert Memorial 
Hospital in Shreveport. 

The four-year degree pro- 
gram will be instituted 
immediately following the 
approval of the Louisiana 
Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education. 

Dr. Rene Bienvenu, dean 
of the School of Science and 
Technology, said the pro- 
gram will consist of two 
years of classwork on the 
Natchitoches campus fol- 
lowed by a two-year period 
of formal and applied 
instruction in the Radio- 
logic School at the 
Schumpert Hospital. 

Northwestern becomes 
the first educational 
institution in Louisiana to 
offer the degree program in 
radiologic technology. 

Bienvenu said the rapid 
development of radiological 
procedures now being 
experienced in diagnostic 
and research laboratories 
created the need for the 
program. 

Upon successful com- 
pletion of the radiologic 
school, students will be eli- 
gible for the Bachelor of 
Science degree in Radio- 
logic Technology and 
qualified to take the Amer- 
ican Registry Radiologic 
Technologist national 
certification examination to 
become certified Radiologic 
Technologists.

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UNKNOWN? And why did the committee decide to 
book the Grass Roots, thereby spending the 
surplus of funds which could have averted this 
spring's crisis? Any answers to these questions 
we could offer would only be speculative, and none 
can justify the situation. 

The Survey 

Last semester a feeble attempt was made to find 
out who the students wanted through a hastily- 
executed survey. It was definitely a case of two 
little, too late. According to one of the members of 
the entertainment committee, this measure was 
suggested to the chairman at one of the early 
meetings, yet he summarily threw the proposal out. 

Finally, in the waning days of the fall semester, 
the survey was held, yet the chairman failed to 
alert the Current Sauce. As would be expected, no 
more than 600 students voted on the groups. 

In yet another indication of disorganization, at 
least two groups were listed whose asking prices 
were in both cases MORE than the amount of funds 
the committee could depend upon. 

The top selections were Johnny Rivers, Blood, 
Sweat, and Tears, Hose Feliciano, and Stevie 
Wonder. Of the four, only the last was chosen -for 
the spring program. 

A Solution 

A possible solution to the problems plaguing our 
entertainment program— too late for this semester, 
however— would be to revise the system of 
financing the concerts. 

As it stands now, students pay $1 at registration 
which is used by the committee for paying the 
artists. The remainder is hopefully acquired 
through sales of ticket booklets. If a larger sum 
were included in the fall semester, equivalent to the 
total cost of ticket booklets and the $1 assessment, 
students could have more entertainment for less 
money. 

If students paid only $10 during fall registration, 
and none in the spring, they would be saving $2, 
and the committee would have a definite sum of 
$65,000 to $70,000-ample money to supply top 
groups every year. 

An added benefit would be found in the inclusion 
°f the fee in the total registration. Students would 
n ot have to dig into their pockets for an additional 
$5 each semester after paying their other fees: the 
"pinch" would not be felt as much. 

As for the problem of organization, the burden 
lies with the student body. The solution is to elect 
dedicated leaders who can be trusted to perform 
their duties fully and responsibly.

Northwestern's day has ended, the 
halls are quiet and the Union empty 
of students. A sun in the pale blue 
sky strikes the school buildings with 
its shafts of gold. Yet one hears in 
the distance the thunder of marching 
feet and sharp commands piercing 
the tranquility of late afternoon. 

If you listen closer the din of each 
stroke as it makes its thud echo the 
words, "Duty, Honor, Country." 
Three small words which serve as 
the motto for Northwestern's 
nationally known drill team, the 
Black Knights. 

As the showcase unit of the Corps, 
the Black Knights are endowed with 
the proud tradition exemplifying the 
ideals those three words symbolize.

The drill team offers the cadet an 
opportunity to gain confidence in his 
own ability to perform and produce 
efficiently. It also allows students a 
chance to see America by attending 
drill meets and performances across 
the nation. 

To earn money for these trips the 
drill team ushers at basketball and 
football games. A familiar sight on 
campus, the Knights strive for 
precision which accompany a 
winning team. 

Black Knights have been to the 
National Drill Team Championship 
held in Washington D. C.at the 



Cherry Blossom Festival three times 
and took first place trophies at all 
three festivals. Two members of the 
faculty, Major Bill Cone, the present 
drill team advisor and Captain Hugh 
Durham were a part of 1960 
Championship team which first 
brought national acclaim to 
Northwestern. 

Since then the Black Knights have 
performed for generals and visiting 
dignitaries and compete in drill 
meets around the country. Last 
year the Black Knights once again 
received national recognition by 
capturing first place honors in the 
Southern Invitational Drill meet at 
Louisiana State University. In doing 
so they defeated the Texas A . and M . 
Fish Drill Team which, only the week 
before, had won the National 
Championship in Washington. This 
year the Knights will have to defend 
their title atL.S.U. 

The most recent achievement came 
during the 1969 Homecoming 
performance as their flying rifles so 
delighted former Governor James 
Noe of Monroe, that he donated $1,000 
to send the team to the Washington 
competition. 

However, the Black Knights are 
more than just a drill team. It is a 
exclusive fraternity made possible 
by the dedication and hard work of 
the members. For the team members 
are not only responsible to

Two Northwestern State 
College faculty members 
have received a grant from 
the U.S. Office of Education 
to field-test a new teaching 
method known as the 
Inquiry Role Approach. 

Recipients of the grant 
were Dr. Keith Requa, 
professor of science educa- 
tion, and Jimmy Stothart, 
assistant professor of 
science education. 

The grant was awarded by 
the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion's Mid-Continent 
Regional Educational 
Laboratory in Kansas City. 
The original grant was for 
$6,000, and the laboratory 
has agreed to extend the 
funds if necessary. 

Requa and Stothart are 
being assisted in the study 
by 25 supervisors and tea- 
chers in seven parishes. 
Several hundred junior and 
senior high school students 
are taking part in the 
testing program. 

The Inquiry Role 
Approach is being tested in 
biology, life science and 
chemistry classes in the 



cooperating parishes. 

Parishes taking part in 
the project are Bossier, Jef- 
ferson, Natchitoches, 
Sabine, St. Martin, Webster 
and Vermillion. The 
parishes will cooperate in 
the program through the 
current school year. 

Requa, director of the 
grant program, said the 
purpose and objective of 
Inquiry Role Approach is to 
aid students in directing 
their own learning 
processes and in becoming 
less dependent upon the

Survey To Be Published 



Educators at 
Northwestern State College 
began last week editing the 
vast collection of material 

which was compiled during 

the college's Survey of the 
Educational Needs of 
Louisiana. 

Dr. C.R. Kinard, survey 
director, said a publication 
containing the findings of 
the research team should be 
completed by March 1. 
Twenty-four Northwestern 
faculty and staff members 
have been working on the 
survey since July. 

Northwestern's School of 
Education received a $69,060 
grant from the State 
Department of Education to 
conduct the survey. 

Following the publication 
of the research team's 
findings, eight regional 
seminars will be conducted 
across the state to discuss 
information contained in 
the publication. Members of 
the survey unit will conduct 
the seminars. 

State Superintendent of 
Education William J. Dodd, 
who has worked closely 
with members of the survey 
team, said Northwestern 
officials gathered data from 
all 64 parish school systems 
and two city school systems 
during the study. 

Kinard said that following 
the regional seminars, the 
publication will be updated, 
condensed and reprinted in 
booklet form. The booklets 
will be distributed to 
libraries and educational 
institutions across 
Louisiana. 

The survey includes a 
study of kindergarten 



through the 12th grade. 
Included in the published 
survey will be research data 
en— educational facilities, 

finance, transportation, 
student population, 
curriculum and teachers 
and staff.

In the area of curriculum, 
the survey team has broken 
its study into sections 
including science, 
mathematics, social studies, 
secondary language arts, 
elementary language arts, 
health and physical 
education, music and art 
and vocational education. 

Kinard said a major part 
of the publication will deal 
with the needs of libraries 
and media center facilities 
in Louisiana's schools. 

Serving as assistant 
director of the survey is 
Jack Ensminger, formerly 
with the North Louisiana 
Supplementary Education 
Center. 

Research specialists 
working with the program 
are Dr. Waddell Burge, 
facilities; Dr. Ronald 
Dennis, finance; Dr. Allen 
Bonnette, transportation; 
Dr. George Kemp, student 
population; Dr. Thomas 
Landers, teacher-staff; Dr. 
Robert Wynn, curriculum, 
and Dr. Thomas Hennigan, 
libraries and media centers.

Mardi Gras Is Old Celebration franklyspeawng lyPhHRw* 



Several weeks ago, 
everyone celebrated Christ- 
mas, but next week New 
Orleans and her surroun- 
ding area will celebrate 
Mardi Gras, "Fat Tuesday", 
New Orlean's own holiday 
with an enormous carnival. 

At one time, Mardi Gras 
held a religious meaning, 
but today being the last day 
before Lent is a secondary 
meaning for Mardi Gras. 
On Tuesday, people will for- 
get their debts, hide their 
everyday faces behind 
masks, and will buy drinks 
for perfect strangers 
though no one is a stranger 
at Mardi Gras, for the plea- 
sure principle makes every- 
one blood brothers for a day. 

When did the festivities 
begin? One tale relates that 
when the city was founded 
by Bienville in 1718 an 
impromptu Mardi Gras cele- 
bration was held by his men. 

It is a fact, however, that 
several years prior to the 
founding of the city, a party 
of Franch colonizers headed 
by Bienvilles's brother, Iber- 
ville, camped on the 
Mississippi River, twelve 
miles from its mouth. Not- 
ing that the date was March 
3, 1699-Mardi Gras of that 
year. Iberville recorded that 
the location was officially 
named Point du Mardi Gras. 

If some observance of the 
holiday took place, it was 
the first in Louisiana. 
Wanted Excitement

Others on the 
committee will be Vaughn 
Stegg of Jennings, Psi Chi 
president, and Raymond 
Rush of DeRidder, psycho- 
logy club president.

for the excitement they had 
in Paris on Mardi Gras. 
They got together to give a 
big Mardi Gras ball that 
night. Just before the ball 
they put on costumes and 
masks and went shooping 
and yelling and dancing and 
singing down the sti eets of 
New Orleans. 

They rang cowbells and 
beat on dishpans and tooted 
tin horns. Then they ducked 
down a side street and went 
to their ball. They had star- 
ted something— the idea was 
here to stay. 

Mardi Gras nearly died in 
the 1850's. Chaos had be- 
come such a serious prob- 
lem that masked toughs 
from the Irish Channel were 
beating up and killing 
inhabitants of the Negro 
neighborhoods. Due to 
these facts, many people 
would not leave their homes. 

In 1854, at a Mardi Gras 
ball at the Theatre d'Or- 
leans, a whole balcony colla- 
sped and many participants 
lost their lives. Many 
thought Mardi Gras would 
become a thing of the past. 

But in 1857, quite unexpec- 
tedly, a lavish parade was 
held, followed by a ball, thus 
a pattern of parade followed 
by ball was established. 

The position of King was 
established in 1872 when the 
people of New Orleans 
found that they were going 



to be visited by true royalty. 
Grand Duke Alexis of 
Russia. 

The duke's favorite song 
wa"= If I Ever Cease to 
Lcve," and he had come to 
New Orleans during this 
time so that he could hear 
Lydia Thompson sing this 
song. This song has become 
the official Carnival anthem. 

The official colors of the 
Carnival are purple, green, 
and gold. One explanation 
for these colors says that 
the purple stands for jus- 
tice, green for faith and gold 
for power. 

The parade program 
begins on Thursday night 
preceding Mardi Gras with 
the procession of the Krewe 
of the Knights of Momus, 
organized in 1872. The very 
first parades began in 1857. 
The Krewe of Hermes, an 
organization held its first 
parade and ball in 1937 with 
parades on Fi xJay night. '■ 

On the Saturday before 
Mardi Gras, the school 
children's parade is held at 
noon, and has been since 
1934. 

An experienced partici- 
pant gave the following ad- 
vice: "To help loosen 
inhibitions on sucn a aay, 
don a costume and mask so 
nobody will know who you 
are, and fortify yourself 
with enough liquor not to 
care if they do." 



NSC Music Department

maintain NSC in this 
unhealthy competition 
between our institutions. 

It seems that at this time 
the college could do itself a 
great service by doing away 
immediately with the multi^ 
pie appeal system, and 
install a single appeal rule. 
This would, in effect, serve 
to cover any extenuating 
circumstances, and also be 
able to cover demands made 
on us by the credit hour rule. 

NSC must progress 
forward in the future, and to 
do this, it must treat its 
students as mature adults. 

Rejection of the appeals 
rule, I believe, would be an 
important first step toward 
academic maturity, both of 
our student body and 
academic leaders.

February 16, 1970 
The Student Government 
Association met in the SGA

The Current Sauce is the official publication of the student body 
of Northwestern State College, Natchitoches La. It is entered as 
second class matter at the Natchitoches Post Office under the act 
of March 3, 1879. It is published weekly, except during ho lidays 
and test weeks, by the Student Body of Northwestern 
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357-6874, advertising. 
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When the staff of the Current Sauce attended the Associated 
Collegiate Press convention in Miami last fall, it was found that the 
customary self introduction at such events included the person's 
name, school, and name of his publication. 

This practice became rather distressing to some of the delegates 
from Northwestern when they were constantly being asked to 
repeat the name of NSC's newspaper while the bystander stared 
back in disbelief. "The Current who?" was often the reply. 

Some might ask, well, what's in a name? A lot. The title of a 
publication should be one denoting some degree of journalistic 
integrity regardless of the content matter. In other words, the very 
name of a publication sets the mood of the reader as he scans the 
pages. 

Now, what type of mood does the name Current Sauce evoke in a 
new reader? It is certainly not the same one would get from names 
such as the Times, the Journal, the Press, or the Enterprise. One 
would probably be more likely to find it on the label of a jam jar . 

Current Sauce might possibly have been a fitting title for the 
publication of Louisiana State Normal back in 1914, but it is hardly 
applicable to the Northwestern State College of the Space Age. 

Aside from snide remarks from fellow journalists, the name does 
provide a few other problems. Nearly every day, some letter ad- 
dressed to this newspaper office carries a variety of corruptions of 
the title ranging from the Current Saver to the Current Sauce. 

Futhermore, consider what a newsman from some professional 
newspaper thinks when he interviews prospective journalists from 
Northwestern's own Current Sauce. It is difficult enough to try to fit 
into the scheme of professional journalism without having to live 
down the implications of a misnomer such as ours. 

Finding a new name for the college newspaper is actually not an 
original idea. In fact, according to a recent newsletter from one of 
the college press services, a trend toward revitalizing student 
publications grown senile over the decades with a new name has 
been revealed on various campuses across the nation. 

Student bodies are beginning to discover a need for the casting off 
of the shrouds of antiquated labels bearing connotations of school 
mascots or reflecting the whims of ancient advisers. These are 
being replaced with more appropriate titles hinting at the nature of 
the paper itself. 

In the near future, the staff of the Current Sauce will hold a 
contest to provide a new title. After one is selected, a campus wide 
election will be held to decide whether or not the student body also 
feels there is a need for a change. 

In our opinion, it is time for this college to take yet another 
progressive step in the form of finding a more suitable name for a 
student newspaper... our student newspaper.

I was happily surprised a couple of weeks ago to find that there is 
a state student organization which is trying to establish com- 
munications with the State Board of Education. 

The Louisiana Association of Student Body Presidents (LASBP) 
is a young group with a tremendous potential. Some of the issues 
they are currently working on are relaxing of compulsory class 
attendance, lowering of the voting age in Louisiana, and requesting 
that compulsory housing regulations be abandoned.

During recent weeks there has been great controversy over the 
comparative goals (and evils) of HEW's busing plan for public 
school children as opposed to the "Freedeom of Choice" plan as put 
forward by Governor McKeithen and other southern politicians. 

Our own governor has been quite verbal in his opposition to the 
busing plan, claiming that it would have a severe detrimental ef- 
fect on the educational system of the state. 

This may be true, but the question which must be asked is, "Can 
we believe that our governor could have suddenly become a 
crusader for education?"— especially when one reviews his record 
in such matters. 

Or would it be more accurate to assume that this whole fight is an 
attempt to ride the emotional fervor of this issue into a political 
advantage that could be a stepping stone into the Senate? I believe 
that we must regard the latter as the more truthful of the two when 
McKeithen's record is considered. 

While our governor appears to have assumed a sudden 
awareness of this educational crisis and has become appalled at the 
potential damage the federal government could do to our schools, 
we, too have been aware and appalled for more than four years at 
the harm upon our system of higher education being wrought in 
part, by this very man. 

Every college in this state (except LSU) has reached a point of 
economic indigence during the last few years. 

A situation has occurred in which there has been an increase in 
enrollment accompanied by a diminution of funds to help colleges 
support this added burden. (NSC has had a 25 per cent increase in 
student enrollment since 1966, with no more than a 3 per cent rise in 
funds.) 

Colleges have had to raise tuition fees, yet there is still not 
enough money coming into the college coffers. According to Dr. 
Arnold Kilpatrick, president of NSC, "Northwestern will cost $300 
more to attend this year than last." 

To blame the legislature rather than the governor for these 
problems would be convenient, yet not entirely true for it has been 
shown in the history of our state that a strong governor has been 
able to push legislation through when he felt it was needed.. ..And 
needed it is. But the sad fact remains that our governor just has not 
been a crusader for education-at a time when a crusading 
governor is most needed. 

The interests of education in Louisiana have not had a strong 
voice in Baton Rouge, especially when compared to that of labor 
and political power. Meanwhile, McKeithen and our legislators 
(like most other politicians) listen mainly to the stronger voices. 

So the strong get stronger and the weak get weaker. 
But don't worry, if our colleges fall into further financial decay, we 
can rest assured that our legislature and governor will get together 
and do something about it, for as Marc Anthony once said about 
another group of office holders, "We know they are all honorable 
men." 



A Look At SGA 



What, Another Survey? 

"This can't be the best type of survey we need, but it may give us 
what we want," was the way one of the members of NSC's< Student 
Government Association described a new survey on the bookstore 
Monday night. 

In this particular survey, each member of the SGA is to ask 10 
students ( "and preferably not one of your friends, because the two 
of you may have had discussions about the bookstore before.") on 
campus on their feelings about that institution. 

This latest addition to a rash of surveys on the bookstore signals 
an area of intense disorganization within SGA. Until the meeting 
Monday night, there were already TWO committees specifically 
concerned with investigating the bookstore operations and policies. 

At that meeting, Ira Gamble, not a member of SGA, who was 
chairman of one of the committees, turned in his resignation- 
which was not even acknowledged by the group. Tim Gayle, a 
freshman associate, pointed out during discussion of the latest 
inquest that his SGA committee was also in the process of 
preparing a survey of the bookstore. 

This batch of surveys comes along on the heels of another ill- 
fated investigation by the NSC Faculty Senate. 

The question here is, why are so many groups delegated to 
perform the same function, with apparently toe same objectives, 
INDEPENDENTLY? 

In the Feb. 6 issue of the Current Sauce, SGA President Donnie 
Martin outlined one of his goals as the new student body leader 
when he said he "would like to initiate a study of the campus 
bookstore in an attempt to reduce the prices and enlarge the ser- 
vices." Was he unaware that two other groups had already been 
assigned that duty? 

One suggestion which might be offered here would be, why 
doesn't the Student Government Association "get it together," 
...pool its resources, and strive to develop a well -planned, well- 
organized campaign to "reduce the prices and enlarge the ser- 
vices" of our campus bookstore? It might help.

Those who attended the regular meeting of the Student Govern- 
ment Association Monday evening witnessed an example of illogic 
fortunately not often seen here at Northwestern. 

In pointing out three committees which she felt were not func- 
tioning effectively, Junior Class Women's Representative Fran 
Arnona cited the Student Publications Committee as being one of 
these committees. Included among her causes for concern was the 
fact that this committee had not met since the beginning of the fall 
semester 

She stated that among the reasons the committee should be 
meeting was to see "whether or not the staffs (of the Current Sauce 
and Potpourri) were carrying out their functions." Miss Arnona 
refrained from pointing out any specific failings of either 
publication, or even verifying what she meant by that statement. 

The most distressing point of her argument was that she ob- 
viously felt that the Student Publications Committee should be 
meeting simply for the sake of holding a meeting. 

Another member of the SGA, who is also a member of the Student 
Publications Committee, chimed in with the statement that she had 
contacted Dr. Ronald Dennis, chairman of that committee, about 
holding a meeting. As she related the conversation to the SGA, Dr. 
Dennis told her that there was nothing for the group to meet about. 
The ensuing argument was that this committee should meet just to 
hold a meeting. WOW! 

This is not to say that we have anything to hide from this com- 
mittee or any other interested entity. But to call a meeting to see 
whether or not our staffs are f ulfillin g their obligations is ridiculous 
...and if that "fear" was unfounded, perhaps something else could 
be hashed over. Then, (and here's the clincher) if all else failed, 
well, at least they would have held a meeting ! 

To equate a group or committee who meets often with one who 
functions effectively lies beyond the realm of reason, at best. 

Examine for a minute the Publications Committee of last year, of 
which Miss Arnona was a member. This particular group met for 
hours trying to decide whether or not the former staffs of both 
student publications had been a little too extravagant on their 
yearly Associated Collegiate Press convention trip to New York. 

All that evolved from this discussion was a decision to appoint a 
subcommittee (of which Fran Arnona was chairman) to in- 
vestigate the average cost of such a trip. 

To date, if this subcommittee's report has been prepared, it has 
yet to be presented to the Student Publications Committee, despite 
the fact that the two staffs have attended another convention in 
Miami, and despite the fact that this committee did hold a meeting 
prior to that convention. 

In other discussions, it was decided that the staffs of the Current 
Sauce and the Potpourri were using too many pencils and too much 
paper in their operations. But remember, this committee was 
functioning effectively because it was meeting often. 

As I see it, this year's committee has accomplished every bit as 
much as the one of last year, less the friction and the hours of 
meeting time and discussion.

Student Union Director Bob 
Wilson was born in Sheridan, 
Ark., and is a native of Alexan- 
dria. An active member of 
student government throughout 
high school and college, Wilson 
was elected president of his 
student council at Bolton High 
School in Alexandria, and served 
in various capacities on the SGA 
at NSC, including president of the 
Senior Class. 

He obtained his B.S. degree and 
a master's in Student Personnel 
Services here. He has been 
director of the Student Union 
since 1967, including one 
semester in the old Union 
building. 

Wilson is a member of Phi 
Delta Kappa, Kiwanis Club, and 
holds honorary memberships in 
Blue Key and the Student Per- 
sonnel Association. 

He is married to Jerry Wilson, 
attendance counselor here, and 
they have two children. 



CURRENT SAUCE: What does 
your position as Director of the 
Student Union entail? 

Bob Wilson: I am responsible 
for the operation of the Student 
Union in general. This includes 
the various student services. 
Some things I am not involved in 
is the Bookstore, but we have 
more or less supervisory 
capacities with the cafeteria in 
order to coordinate reservations, 
and so forth. 

I am also responsible for seeing 
that rooms are available for 
various student groups and 
organizations; I might add that if 
it weren't for this service, many 
groups would not have a place to 
meet. In addition, the operation 
and maintenance of the Student 
Union are my responsibilities, 
including the business operations 
here. 

SAUCE : Would you enumerate 
some of the services and 



programs the Union has to offer 
students? 

Wilson: For example, we have 
the music listening room, where 
we offer popular music requested 
by the students; the browsing 
room, with approximately 35 
popular magazines for reading 
pleasure; a games area which 
includes bowling and billiards; 
the barber shop; and of course 
the food services of the cafeteria. 

Our hours of operation here are 
long. We are open from 7 am. to 
10 p.m., Monday through 
Saturdays, and from 2 to 10 pjn. 
on Sundays. These hours are 
flexible, however, in that many 
times we will stay open until 1 
a jn. for dances and other events. 

SAUCE: In your years as 
director of the Student Union, 
how far has NSC progressed in 
union services to its students? 

Wilson: One important new 
service available now is the 
meeting space of the new Union. 
We accommodate approximately 
100,000 people annually, all in- 
clusive. So we have a great use 
for this building. Our reser- 
vations calendar resembles a 
convention center to some extent. 
Most of our reservations are by 
student groups. 

SAUCE: How do you feel the 
Union Committees have been 
operating this year? 

Wilson : I think there has been a 
steady improvement since we 
started operation. Some 
examples of their achievements 
are the Christmas Window 
Painting Contest in which 11 
organizations entered this year. 
In addition, the Mardi Gras Ball 
was/ a "first" this year, honoring 
outstanding campus leaders, 
While the annual Winter Ball has 
been successful in providing 
entertainment and honoring 
worthy coeds for their services to 
the college. 

The Entertainment Committee 
who sponsors the dances for the 
students have presented some 15 
all-college dances this past year 



on a small budget, having 
selected their bands wisely as far 
as quality and prices are con- 
cerned. 

The Student Union Committees 
have brought, a great deal of 
attention to our Student Union 
and the college through their 
successful projects. 

SAUCE: What is the major 
problem in providing activities 
through the Student Union? 

Wilson: First, the Student 
Union fee as listed in the college 
catalog is $4.50, but it's almost 
impossible to provide the ser- 
vices that the students need on 
this budget. 

The retirement of the debt of 
the building also comes from this 
fund, which is something many 
students don't realize. Con- 
sequently, there is very little 
money left for student activities. 
The Student Union is unlimited in 
the student activities it could 
sponsor if. finances were 
available. 

SAUCE: What changes would 
you suggest to alleviate this 
problem and enable the Union to 
offer added benefits to NSC 
students? 

Wilson : With the revamping of 
the fees, it would be possible for 
the Student Union to add more 
entertainment, sponsor beauty 
pageants to be coordinated with 
talent competition, style shows, 
table game tournaments such as 
chess, bridge, bowling and 
billiard tournaments, and a 
better quality of bands for dances 
and more cultural acitvities. 

SAUCE : There has been some 
discussion on campus of starting 
a "pub" for students along the 
lines of Tulane's "Rathskeller" 
here. Would it be easy to con- 
struct a comparable service 
here? 

Wilson: If funds were 
available, I think students would 
enjoy a place similar to this. I 
don't think that we're ready for 
the "pub" at NSC, though, but 



that is secondary to having a 
place with the atmosphere that so 
many students seem to enjoy. 

Many students have discussed 
this with me. It seems that they 
would like to have a nice place to 
take their dates and meet on 
campus. The cafeteria just 
doesn't meet their requirements: 
But with proper planning, it 
would be possible to set up a 
place similar to this. 

SAUCE: What improvements 
do you plan on making in the use 
of some of the facilities here, 
particularly with the patio? 

Wilson : Plans have been made 
and approved to make the patio 
into a "tropical garden." The 
Demon fountain previously 
located at the front entrance of 
the college will be placed in the 
patio. We hope to start this 
project within the next few 
weeks. The labor will be provided 
by members of the Student Union 
Committees who have volun- 
teered their services on 
weekends. 

SAUCE : In summation, what is 
the general purpose of the Union 
and its services? 

Wilson: The Student Union is 
considered to be the ''living 
room" of the campus, and it 
serves the students and the 
college community. We hope the 
students will take advantage of 
these services available to them, 
and if they're interested in any of 
the activities, they may become a 
member of a union committee! 
servin g their fellow students .

A Film To Be Remembered

"Easy Rider" is the Dennis 
Hopper-Peter Fonda con- 
tinuation of a trend they began 
with "The Trip". With a scanty 
plot initiated by Fonda, the crew 
went to Mardis Gras two years 
ago, filmed and returned to write 
a fuller script in conjuction with 
star writer of the New Wave, 
Terry Southern. 

Like comic strip heroes, 
Captain America (Fonda) and 
his sidekick, the kid; Billy 
(Hopper) set out to Mardi Gras 
with fifty thousand dollars in 
cash made on a cocaine run from 
Mexico. They ride through the 
lands of starving Indians and 
commune dwellers to the South 
where they pick up would-be 
freak-hick lawyer (Jack 
Nicholson). They made the New 
Orleans-Mardi Gras-whore- 
house-trip scene to meet death at 
the hands of local residents. 

Fonda, playing an updated 
version of fantasy heroes-the 
slightly tarnished lawman, the 
great white liberal, Holden 
Caulfield type-who search for 
meaning in existence, but are 
unwilling to sacrifice wealth, 
work, or themselves to achieve 
answers. Fonda plays Captain 
America with a rather un- 
derstated rage and equally un- 
derstated envy of his con- 
temporaries, who he believes 
have found what he is looking for. 

Hopper, assuming a character 
of a rash, vindictive, Robin or 
Bucky (of Captain America 
comics) or Billy the Kid succeeds 
for the most part, in divorcing 
himself from his role as director, 
and compliments Captain 
America's soul. searching with 
the energy of a fun loving youth. 
Hopper points out when in- 
terviewed that the end of the 
odyssey is perhaps blamed most 
on Billy himself for his total 
obliviousness to other people's 



motivations and his rashness in 
insulting two backwoodsmen 
with an obscene gesture. 

The story degrades the at- 
titudes of America toward 
"longhairs", the most chilling 
being remarks of Morganza, 
Louisiana, residents (some 
unrehearsed) and the subsequent 
death of a newly found friend. 
With equal intensity, Hopper and 
Fonda revere the commune 
encountered early in the movie, 
the only place whre the travelers 
find peace. 

Almost stealing the show is 
Jack Nicholson, who plays 
Charles Hansen; a lawyer in a 
small town who yearns for a 
worry-free existence like the 
motorcycle travelers. 
Nicholson's unspoiled and back- 
woods nature, coupled with a 
nasal twang make him con- 
vincing and poignant in his at- 
tempt to imitate his friends and 
eventually surpasses them in 
philosophical comments and 
unintentional wit. 

The camera work is stark and 
in some cases completely new. 
Especially well executed are the 
shots of Hopper and Fonda on 
their "super-machines" 
travelling through the scenic and 
shocking view of American. The 
fluidity and poetry of motion 
coupled with well chosen pieces 
of contemporary rock music give 
the viewer a sense of racing 
wildly in the wind along the Great 
Road much like the Great River 
of Huckleberry Finn, where the 
protagonists experience the only 
true beauty and happiness in the 
work. 

The movie is awkward in 
places, but this is minimal due to 
the total impact of this non- 
Hollywood film. Although it is not 
without faults, "Easy Rider" is 
destined to be remembered as 
one of the most profound movies 
of the Sixties.

Society Increases Funds 
Available To Graduates 



The Honor Society of Phi 
Kappa Phi has announced a 25 
per cent increase in the amount 
of money it will make available 
for fellowships to be awarded to 
college seniors and recent college 
graduates in 1970. Fellowships 
will total $60,000 in 1970 compared 
to $45,000 in 1969. 

Twenty fellowships of $3,000 
each will be awarded, according 
to Dr. Archie N. Solberg, vice 
president for research at The 
University of Toledo (Ohio) and 
chairman of the Phi Kappa Phi 
Fellowship Committee. 

Students to be honored will be 
selected from the honor society's 
chapters at 117 colleges and 
universities throughout the 
nation. 

The funds will help finance one 
year of study on the graduate 
level. No restrictions are placed 
on what field of study may be 
pursued. Dr. Solberg said. 



The deadline for nominations 
by Phi Kappa Phi Chapters, 
which may submit one candidate 
each, is March 1, 1970. 

The Fellowship Committee will 
meet at 9 ajn. March 14 in 
Toledo, Ohio to consider 
nominations. Alternate awardees 
will not be selected as has been 
the policy in the past, Dr. Solberg 
noted. 

The society also will continue to 
award its $1,000 memorial 
fellowship award named in honor 
of the late Dr. Roswell C. Gibbs, 
who served as president and as 
supervisor of fellowships for the 
society. 

Phi Kappa Phi has awarded 
more than $200,000 in fellowships 
since establishing a fellowship 
fund in 1932. Phi Kappa Phi was 
founded in 1897 and is 
headquartered in Los Angeles.

Teacher's Exam Set March 4 



The Two-Year Program, 
authorized by the ROTC 
Vitalization Act of 1964, extends 
the advantages of ROTC to junior 
college graduates and to students 
of four year colleges who have 
not participated in the ROTC 
program during their first two 
years. Many graduate students 
also take advantage of this 
program. 

A basic six-week summer 
training period prior to entry into 
the ROTC Advanced Course 
takes the place of the basic 
course required of students in the 
traditional four-year program. 

The Advanced Course, which 
leads to an officer's commission, 
is the same for students in either 
the Four-Fear Program or the 
Two-Year Program. 

In addition to the pay provided 
during the Advance Course and 
the Advanced Summer Camp, the 
student attending the basic 
summer camp receives ap- 
proximately $100 per month and 
mileage allowances to and from 
camp. This year's basic camp 
will be held at Fort Knox, Ken- 
tucky. 

To qualify for the Two-Year 
Program, the student must apply 
for enrollment during the year 
prior to the year he plans to enroll 
in the Advanced Course. He must 
meet all entrance requirements 
before attending the basic camp. 

Requirements for the Two- 
Year Program are: completion 
of an ROTC questionnaire, a 
passing score on an Army ap- 
titude test covering reading 
comprehension and mathematics 
and an Army physical 
examination.

One foot penetrating the inner 
recesses of the podium which 
supported him, ABC National 
Reporter Peter Jennings 
periodically drew on his English- 
Made cigarettes as he unfolded 
his accounts of the Middle East 
crisis to an enthralled NSC 
audience last week. 

An estimated 2,100 persons 
packed into the Fine Arts 
Auditorium Thursday night to 
hear the television news reporter 
tell of his experiences in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

The appearance was sponsored 
by the CURRENT SAUCE 
through the NSC College 
Assembly Committee. Com- 
mittee Chairman Dr. Donald 
Hatley termed Jennings' lecture 
a very successful beginning for 
the Distinguished Speaker Series 
for this year. 

Earlier in the afternoon, 
Jennings offered answers to 
questions posed by students and 



faculty members of the college. 
At least 375 attended the hour and 
a half session in the Arts and 
Sciences Auditorium. Topics 
discussed at the seminar ranged 
from forced busing in the South to 
the censorship of news in Viet- 
nam. 

Although quite well-informed 
on most of the topics brought up 
at the afternoon session, Jen- 
nings hesitated to answer any 
question which he did not feel 
qualified enough to discuss. 

Later in the afternoon, he was 
honored with a dinner in the 
Student Union, which was at- 
tended by various members of 
the faculty and administration, 
and a few other campus leaders. 
At the conclusion of the dinner, 
Jennings complimented the 
Northwestern student body on 
their intelligence and interest in 
current issues. 

He said that despite the 
pessimism expressed by some of 
those who met him at the airport 



in Shreveport, he was pleased 
with the reaction and par- 
ticipation of the students who 
attended the question and answer 
session that afternoon. 

A native of Canada, Jennings 
began his broadcasting career at 
18 on a local radio station 
program. From there he 
graduated to local television 
broadcasting in Toronto, and 
eventually worked for two TV 
networks in Canada. 

In 1964, he went to work in the 
States for the American 
Broadcasting Company, and one 
year later was anchorman for the 
Network's evening news 
program. He continued to work in 
that capacity until 1968. In 1965, 
Jennings anchored the first live 
telecast from America to 
England via the Early Bird 
Satellite, and one week later won 
the distinction of being the first 
person to give a live telecast from 
Europe via the satellite. 

In 1968, Jennings left his 



newsroom job on the news 
program and was given the title 
of National Reporter for ABC. In 
addition to two separate tours in 
Vietnam and two more in the 
Middle East, he has covered 
news events in other parts of the 
world, including Japan, India, 
Thailand, Italy, France, 
England, Russia, and Santo 
Domingo. 

His most recent assignment 
was in the Middle East where he 
spent four months reporting on 
the role of the Palestinian 
guerilla in the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. After lecturing to 
student audiences in Colorado, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, and New 
Mexico, among others, Jennings 
will return to the Middle East 
March 2. 

Considerably well-informed on 
the subject of that Arab-Israeli 
conflict, Jennings chose that as 
the topic for his lecture Thursday 
night. He sought to impress upon 
his audience the fact that this 



area of conflict stands more 
imminently in the future of the 
United States and the world as a 
threat to world peace than even 
the Vietnam war farther east. 

He offered several anecdotes to 
place the setting of his topic, and 
related some of his experiences 
with the militant organizations on 
the Arab side of the conflict. He 
said during the course of the 
lecture that the Palestinian 
guerillas remain the largest 
threat to Israeli security, having 
been the only force to have been 
able to score any sort of victory 
over the Israelis. Their position, 
he continued, is enhanced by the 
fact that these guerilla groups 
are more powerful than any of 
the Panarab governments, ex- 
cept perhaps, that of President 
Nasser. 

Jennings' prevailing wit 
managed to put his audiences at 
ease. At the evening lecture, he

Oliver Concert Mediocre

Sporting lengthy locks and a 
boyish air of vitality, Oliver 
opened the spring series of Big- 
Name Entertainment Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 18, at the Coliseum 
in what might be termed a 
mediocre performance.

As director, he has created a 
compact and versatile dance 
company, capable of producing 
works ranging from famous 
classics to contemporary ballets 
all in the course of an evening's 
program. 

Considered small by some 
standards, the Royal Winnipeg 
Company consists of 25 dancers, 
a nucleus orchestra and ten 
administrative and technical 
personnel plus 12 tons of stage 
and scenic equipment. 

Being a compact unit, the 
troupe is able to set up quickly for 
performances and yet still 
produce ballets that critics have 
described as "brilliant", 
"talented", and "a Real artistic 
experience".

citing one, could not carry the 
entire concert without producing 
occasional stretches of boredom. 
Even a good voice all alone can 
only sound good for so long before 
it becomes monotonous. 

As for the apparent bravery of 
solo performing and its merits, 
Oliver explained this way: "I 
used to sing with groups all the 
time, but I enjoy this much more. 
It's more free musically and in an 
entertainment sense, too. I can do 
whatever I like, and I go by my 
own values. These live college 
performances are my favorite 
work." 

In spite of the artist's obvious 
enthusiasm for solo work, when 
technical trouble taxed his stage 
presence, he had nothing to lean 
on except a nervous measure of 
extemporaneous wit that often 
proved faulty in carrying the 
audience over the rough spots. 
Viewer's response touched 
bottom when a misbehaving 
amplifier forced the effective 
"Ruby Tuesday" to a premature 
halt. 

The singer remarked of that 
problem : "Tonight the first half I 
spent about half the time 
covering up things that were 
going wrong with the equip- 
ment. "He good-naturedly added 
that he found the audience "very 
patient." 

Aside from reflections on the 
NSC concert, Oliver offered a 
professional's eyeview of what 
music he prefers and where 
young music is going and saying. 

As to his personal music 
preference: "I prefer all of it. I 
don't do anything I don't like. I 
guess I'm strongest in ballads. I 
do the songs I feel I can make 
believable." 

And what is music saying 
today? "Well, I think the modern 
trend in rock is really apolitical' 
rather than political. The new 
Dylan things, for example. That 
ostensible comment on the times 
was more prevalent in the early 
Civil Rights movement than now. 

"Most entertainers imply what 
they believe rather than come out 
and say it. It's not necessary for 
me to say in a song that I'm 
against war or segregation. I 
think you try to go more by a life 
style. Nobody sings protest songs 
anymore. I like more personal 
lyrics — it's not necessary to 
preach." 

In view of his music and his 
comments, Oliver seems to walk 
that straight and narrow path 
between generations, appealing 
to both and yet never really 
committed to either. He has 
performed with fair success so 
far, but it appears indefinite as to 
how long he will be able to con- 
tinue, or even if anyone will 
remember him after he is gone.

The sex barrier has been 
broken in Northwestern State 
College's Reserve Officers 
Training Corps with the 
enrollment this semester of Janie 
Topp, a freshman coed from 
Lake Charles. 

Miss Topp, a petite blond, 
became the first female to enroll 
in military science at Nor- 
thwestern since the ROTC 
program began on the campus 20 
years ago. 

Col. Charles E. Avery, 
professor of military science at 
Northwestern, said Miss Topp, 
was admitted because "Army 
regulations are written in a way 
that we do not discriminate 
against anyone. Besides, she has 
brightened the scenery down 
here." 

Despite the fact that Miss Topp 
is the only female in the 175- 
member corps at Northwestern, 
she has presented few problems. 
"About the only thing we have 
had to do is send to Fort Polk for 
some WAC uniforms," said Col. 
Avery. 

Although Miss Topp is par- 



ticipating in drill sessions, 
weaponry courses and other 

ROTC activities in addition to her 
military classroom studies, she 
will not be able to receive a 
commission in the armed ser- 
vices even if she completes 
ROTC. 

Col. Avery said, "Janie will 
receive academic credit for her 
ROTC participation, but she will 
not be commissioned, because 
she can not go to summer camp, 
which is required of all military 
students who are commissioned. 

He explained that Miss Topp 
may apply for a commission upon 
'completion of regular ROTC 
1 studies at Northwestern or she 
may attend officer training 
school at a WAC training center. 

Miss Topp, 18, is a 1969 
graduate of Lake Charles High 
School. Both of her parents, Dr. 
O.W. Topp and Dr. Janie Mc- 
Swain Topp, are medical 
specialists in Lake Charles. 

Janie said that although her 
father is a former Army captain, 
she did not discuss her 



enrollment in ROTC with her 
parents. "It was my own 
decision," she said. 

An anthropology major and 
geology minor at Northwestern, 
Janie said she joined the ROTC 
program primarily because she 
"wanted to become a part of a 
national establishment." She 
said she wanted to learn the 
structure of military life and how 
it functions.

A bookstore committee and the 
financial plight of the library 
were discussed Tuesday af- 
ternoon at a meeting of the 
Faculty Senate. 

On the matter of the bookstore, 
the group authorized a resolution 
(see p. 8) requesting that the 
President of the college appoint a 
standing Bookstore Committee, 
and set down two items to have 
priority consideration when the 
committee is set up. 

It was decided that among the 
first topics the committee would 
discuss are that the bookstore 
broaden its offering of books, and 
review its hours of operation. 
These two items were selected as 
a result of the findings of a recent 
faculty survey held by a com- 
mittee headed by Charles Van 
Eaton. 

In other matters, it was 
decided that the Senate 
recommend the addition of a $10 
library fee at registration for 
students and a $10 donation from 
faculty members and alumni. 

It was stated at the meeting 
that if it was shown that students 
and faculty at Northwestern were 
determined to maintain a status 
of some quality, that the 
Legislature might enlarge the 
allotment for this purpose.

From the previous issue of the

had misconstrued that there was 
no evidence of a need for Student 
Publications Committee 
meeting.

In your Feb. 19 "As I See It," 
you chastised a Miss Fran Ar- 
nona for displaying her rather 
exacerbating command of illogic.

good. In other words, it's the 
taste that cures, not the 
medicine. Far more interesting 
than her porous philosophy, 
however, are the underlying 
forces that penetrated her brain 
and forced her to the above ut- 
terance.

As a sophomore, she is allowed 
two more hours of freedom each 
week-night, but somehow even 
this ultraliberal concession 
doesn't quiet her innate need for 
self-expression.

In this issue you will find what 
the editor claims is "the latest 
addition to a rash of surveys" on 
the bookstore.

There 
was one committee last semester 
that was disbanded this semester 
because of its ineffectiveness. 

Results of the current 
questionaire will be reported to 
the President of the college, and 
the business manager. A 
resolution concerning the for- 
mation of a bookstore committee 
to regulate its policies will ac- 
company these results. 

The Student Services Com- 
mittee reported this week that 
the following things have been 
accomplished concerning the

Union. 

There has been much criticism 
concerning the work of the SGA. 
Several people have attacked the 
apathy which they claim exists. 
If such is the case, then the only 
logical solution is the awakening 
of an apathetic student body so 
that no person may attain an 
office unopposed. 

The Student Government 
elections for next year have been 
set for April 14. Anyone desiring 
to seek an office must file a 
petition in the Dean of Students 
office before April 5. If you want 
changes in SGA, run-don 't gripe.

Recently there has been a great 
amount of discussion concerning 
whether or not the SGA has been 
performing its duties within the 
current year. Not having seen 
any great amount of overt action 
by the SGA during the year, I 
decided to investigate. 

This investigation led this 
columnist last Monday night, 
Feb. 23, to the weekly SGA 
meeting. All I can say after 
witnessing the hour and a half 
meeting is that if this is a fair 
example of the way our SGA 
carries on, we are in far worse 
shape than I had imagined. 

The session bordered on ab- 
surdity, and I feel it probably 
showed a good indication of why 
the Student Government 
Association's progress has been 
at such a retarded pace. During 
this meeting, I saw a great 
disunity among the members- 
not the togetherness that a 
Student Government Association 
needs. The working relationship 
seems stiff, and I doubt that any 
members would disagree. 

The fact is that our student 
government is split into at least 
two distinct factions, and this 
surely would impede the progress 
of any endeavor. However, not 
being trained to do so, I should 
probably not comment on our 
student officials' problems with 
social relationships. 

Several things, though, were 
noticed during the meeting which 
should be brought to the attention 
of the student body, and 
questioned if we are to prepare 
ourselves better for next year. 

The meeting starts off each 
week with the calling of the roll. 
Seven people were absent at this 
meeting, and I'm told that this is 
not far off the average. I also 
noticed that Mr. Digilormo and 
Mr. Burnette were excused 
because of their cheerleading 
activities. With this in mind, it 
might be wise in the future for 
cheerleaders to stick to 
cheerleading, and SGA officials 
to stick to student government, 
and not try to mix the two. 

The first real action of the night 
took place when Donnie Martin 
asked Johnny Hebert to nominate 
a girl for Senior Women's 
Representative. Hebert said, 
"No." Furthermore, he said that 
he felt silly asking someone to 
serve on SGA because his 
nomination would probably be 
turned down. Considering the 
fact that the SGA had done hardly 
anything all year, it would be an 
embarrassment to ask anyone to 



serve on it. 

This statement, which appalled 
many, was followed by one of the 
most inane shows of mutual 
admiration this writer has ever 
seen when a number of people 
expressed their great faith in the 
jobs that their friends had been 
doing during the year. 

One pertinent fact that did 
come out of this bit of turmoil was 
that the senior men have not had 
a true representative this year. It 
seems that Senior Class 
President Hebert had tried to 
nominate a candidate many 
months before, but this man was 
turned down in favor of Larry 
Gracie, a fraternity brother of 
several other SGA officials. 

This is all well and good, 
however it is a problem, con- 
sidering that Mr. Gracie has not 
even bothered to show up and 
accept his nomination. And this 
was three months ago. I realize 
that Mr. Gracie is a basketball 
manager, but this fact was known 
at the time of his nomination. 

Therefore, 'I fail to see a 
legitimate reason for this 
negligence on the part of our 
SGA, and feel that if they were 
doing their jobs for the total 
student body, and not for their 
own personal gains, they would 
have, by now, found an adequate 
replacement for Mr. Gracie. 

Also interesting during the 
meeting was the large amount of 
note passing and giggling during 
discussions. However, this would 
have been rated as very mature 
behavior in comparison with the 
final scene of the evening. 

In this, Miss Bella raised her 
hand, and called for ad- 
journment. However, President 
Martin recognized someone else 
first, and then told her she had 
been out of order. Martin then 
called on Mr. Hebert, who asked 
for adjournment. 

A vote was then called, 
whereupon Miss Bella and her 
cohorts then proceeded to vote 
against adjournment. 

It doesn't matter whether the 
negative votes were cast because 
of Mr. Hebert and his group, or 
just because they felt like 
pouting. What does matter, is 
that these same people are ex- 
pected to make mature decisions 
for the whole student body. This 
seems highly doubtful, con- 
sidering their inability to leave 
personal prejudices out of 
student government. 

I encourage all students to 
attend the SGA meeting at 6 p.m. 
Monday night. For those who 
can't, I will report any significant 
developments next week.

WHAT APATHY? 

One of the prevailing topics discussed in certain circles on 
campus (probably nowhere more so than in these columns) is that 
of student apathy. Last week, however, the student body of Nor- 
thwestern displayed what we can only hope is a contradiction to 
this opinion. 

When ABC National Reporter Peter Jennings arrived at NSC, he 
was told that he was expected to hold a question-answer seminar 
with members of the student body. He seemed to be somewhat 
dismayed at this prospect, because he said that he preferred to 
participate in seminars in which the audience also actively took 
part-"rapping" as he called it. 

He was then warned (and understandably so) that the students 
here have a general "I don't care" attitude, particularly toward 
topics of a less local nature. 

But when the seminar got underway Thursday afternoon, it was 
readily noticed that there was an abundance of ''young thinkers" in 
this hilly haven-that students DO care about what goes on in the 
^ outside world. This writer's views that the questions and 
statements originating from the audience that afternoon were 
intelligently and logically expressed, is also shared by other 
members of the College Assembly Committee. 

The general interest of the student body was also most evidently 
conveyed in the tremendous attendance at both the seminar and the 
evening lecture. At least 375 persons attended the afternoon 
session, and an estimated 2,100 more listened to Jennings speech 
that night-almost HALF the total enrollment here. 

Even Jennings himself repeatedly commended the student body 
here for their interest and zeal for an exchange of ideas. 
" Surely no apathetic student body would venture out of its way to 
listen to some network news reporter talk about the Chicago riots, 
or the Agnew movement, or the Middle East crisis ! 

As I see it, the NSC College Assembly Committee should be also 
commended for its efforts in arranging and organizing the first in a 
long-awaited Distinguished Speakers Series, and we won't resort to 
patting ourselves on the back for sponsoring the event. 

Minor Restrictions 

The time has come for the rehashing of an old topic about campus 
regulations, specifically for women. At the SGA meeting Monday 
night, Vice President Val Marmillion offered the idea for 
discussion that the practice of giving "minors" and restrictions to 
women students was becoming abusive in some respects. 

After a limited discussion in which Freshman Associate Roxie 
Cariere stated that she had been given a minor for having dust in 
her room, it was decided that the discussion had "bogged down" 
and it was the priority of AWS rather than SGA. 

Certainly if the talking had not been curtailed several more 
discrepancies would have been revealed in our archaic code of 
conduct for women. Still, the very thought of punishing young 
adults for such trivial "offenses" as having unkempt beds, dusty 
mirrors, talking too loud, or filling out a "sign-out" card wrong can

hardly be deemed rational at an institution of higher learning. 

Granted, progressive measures have been instituted in recent 
years in regard to women's freedoms, including later hours 
freedom to visit men's apartments (legally), and loosened dress 
regulations. But why has this area gone so neglected? 

In a time when equality of race, SEX, color, creed, and national 
origin is so consistently preached, how can such an acute double 
standard be justified? Why are men students given an almost free 
rein while their female peers are so tightly trussed? 

Of course it would be too much to expect of Northwestern to 
eliminate many of the restrictions on its coeds (although LSU now 
has two coed dorms with no closing hours), but it also seems 
unreasonable to operate under a system which allows other women 
students so much discretion over the judgment of a coed's 
behavior-much like Louisiana's recently-denounced inmate guard 
prison system. 

Who really suffers when a student's bed isn't made daily? Who 
has to squint to see herself through the dust on a mirror? And who 
misses out by not attending a floor meeting? For such insignificant 
"offenses" as these, even a "minor" is too major.

Film Festival Announcad 



A national student film com- 
petion, a film festival, and an 
institute, all in honor of silent 
film pioneer D. W. Griffith, will 
be held at the University ot 
Louisville, Louisville, Ky., the 
week of May 11. 

The announcement was made 
on the anniversary of the 95th 
birthday of the late Griffith, the 
international^ famous film- 
maker who was a Louisville 
native. The joint announcement 
was made by Dr. William C. 
Huffman, Dean of the University 
College at the University of 
Louisville, and Lee Browning, 
Vice President and station 
manager of WAVE-TV, a 
Louisville station. 

The D. W. Griffith Student Film 
Festival is open to filmmakers 
from anywhere in the United 
States. No institutional affiliation 
is necessary to enter any of the 
five categories. A total of $2,500 in 
prize money will go to the win- 
ners. The money was made 
available by c3-sponsor WAVE- 
TV, which will also award at least 
one summer internship position 
in its Special Projects Depart- 
ment to entrants who evidence 
special talents. 

The five categories are 
dramatic, documentary, 
animated, experimental, and 
silent films. Judges for the 1970 
competition include Richard 
Schickel, film critic for LIFE 
Magazine, and Pauline Kael, 
NEW YORKER film critic. Other 
judges will be added at a later 
date. 

Rules for the competition and 
entry blanks are available by 
contacting the D. W. Griffith 
Student Film Festival, the 



University of Louisville, 
University College, Belknap 
Campus, Louisville, Ky., 40208. 
Deadline for entries is May 1, 
1970. The judging will take place 
May 14, 15, and 16. 

During the week of May 11-16, 
concurrent with the competition, 
the University of Louisville will 
sponsor the D. W. Griffith Film 
Festival and Institute. During 
mornings, Institute registrants 
will participate in discussion and 
practical sessions in filmmaking 
conducted by a national expert on 
the cinema. Afternoons will 
feature screenings of major films 
that relate to that morning's 
activities. The Institute members 
will also view the screenings of 
the competition films and hear 
the judges' responses and 
decisions. A public showing is 
planned for the outstanding films 
of the competition. A small fee 
will be charged for the non-credit 
Institute. Applications and in- 
formation may be obtained by 
writing the D. W. Griffith Film 
Institute at the above address. 

The events honoring Griffith 
were originated by Walt Lowe of 
WAVE-TV's Special Projects 
Department. Mr. Lowe is an 
expert on Griffith, who directed 
among the greatest early film 
classics, including IN- 
TOLERANCE and BIRTH OF A 
NATION. He worked with Huff- 
man, Morris Bein, Chairman of 
the University of Louisville's 
Division of Humanities, Robert 
Doherty, Chairman of the 
Department of Fine Arts, Leon V. 
Driskell of the English Depart- 
ment, and Robert McMahan of 
the Music History Department. 



Aerobics - the exercise system 
that started millions of people 
running for fitness and fun - is 
coming in for a second round of 
national attention. 

The Aerobics program was 
launched two years ago with an 
article in The Reader's Digest. 
Written by Air Force Major 
Kenneth Cooper, M. D., the ar- 
ticle (and, later, a book on the 
subject) described the 
revolutionary new exercise 
program based on forcing the 
body to consume increased 
amounts of oxygen. It recom- 
mended running, swimming, 
cycling, walking and running-in- 
place as the best ways to ac- 
complish this. 

Running was the most con- 
venient of the methods 
suggested, and millions of 
Americans subsequently began 
to pound up and down city streets 
and country lanes, striving to go 
far enough fast enough to amass 
the 30 points a week that Dr. 
Cooper said was essential to good 
health. 

Dr. Cooper has written another 
article about Aerobics. He's Lt. 
Col. Cooper now, and his New 
Aerobes has become the official 
U. S. Air Force Physical Fitness 
program, with roughly 800,000 
airmen participating. Several 
other countries are considering 
adopting it for their armed for- 
ces. And the State of Vermont is 
using Aerobics in a statewide 
preventive medicine project. 

In his latest article, which 
appears in the March 1970 issue 
of The Reader's Digest (and will 
be published in book form this 
spring by M. Evans & Co. in 
hardback, and by Bantam Books 
as a paperback), Dr. Cooper says 
that since its introduction two 
years ago Aerobics has provided 
"a kind of life insurance" for 
millions. "There is no doubt," he 
declares, "that, practiced ac- 
cording to the charts and rules, it 
can have a significant preventive 
effect on some of our major 
national health problems." 

While new details have been 
added, the basic goal of the 
Aerobics program still is to get 30 
points a week (20 to 24 points for 
women, depending on age) by 
performing precisely measured 
exercises "which stimulate 
heart, blood and lung activities 
for a time period sufficiently long 
to produce beneficial changes in 
the body." 

The New Aerobics provides for 
gradual increases in the duration 
and tempo of exercies until the 



30-point goiA is reached. The 
Digest article includes a 10-page 
"Chart Pack" with tables listing 
point values for the most popular 
Aerobics exercises: running, 
walking and stationary running. 

The program now provides for 
age differences, with separate 
charts for those under 30; those 
age 30-39; 40-49; and 50 and over. 
While everyone ends up at the 
same level, older participants 
are given longer time periods to 
reach it. 

Once the 30-point level is 
reached, it can be maintained by : 
1) running a mile in eight minutes 
or less, six times weekly; or 2) 
walking two miles in 29 minutes 
or less, eight times weekly; or 3) 
running in place for 15 minutes at 
a rate of 80-90 steps per minute, 
five times weekly. 

But, warns Dr. Cooper, don't 
try to achieve these levels unless 
you've worked up to them 
gradually - and don't do any 
strenuous exercise before having 
a thorough medical checkup! 

Once you've gotten medical 
clearance, and have been 
exercising regularly for at least 
three weeks, you can determine 
your fitness level by taking a 12- 
minute "field" test. The idea is to 
find how far you can go in those 12 
minutes. For example, someone 
under 30 is in "excellent" shape if 
he can cover 1.75 miles or more, 
while the sluggard who goes less 
than a mile is in "very poor" 
condition. For a man of 50, 1.5 
miles would be enough to earn an 
"excellent" rating, while .8 mile 
or less would be "very poor." 

The main idea is to find your 
current level of fitness for your 
age level, then follow the charts 
and work up to the desired level 
over a period of weeks. 

Col. Cooper notes that coun- 
tless men and women have taken 
up his program since its in- 
troduction two years ago. 
Whether you're in good shape or 
not, chances are you can benefit, 
too. And just in case you may 
think you're too old, consider this 
letter which Dr. Cooper received 
recently : "I want to thank you for 
the Aerobics conditioning 
program, which I have followed 
faithfully for over nine months. 
During the past six months, I 
have been averaging at least 30 
points per week entirely by 
walking. I sleep better, feel 
better and have gone through the 
winter without any medical 
problems for the first time in 
years - and I am awaiting my 
94th!"

the power plant, the library and 
graphic arts fall under this 
catagory. 

Money comes in from other 
resources besides the student. 
These sources of capital ac- 
cording to the auditors office are : 

The athletic events (game 
receipts-$63,528), organized 
activities (Dairy-$60,000.00), 
other income (all fines, vending 
machines and transcripts- 
$58,214), George Banden 
($15,122), V.A. income ($735), the 
Post Office ($8,630) and state 
appropriation ($5,286,287). 

Although state appropriations 
are over five million dollars, the 
auditor says that it has been this 
much for three years. Miss 
Graves says this amount needs to 
be raised by about $4-5,000,000 if 
NSC is to stay within its budget. 

President Kilpatrick says that 
for NSC to make next year's 
budget 25-30 faculty members are 
in the process of being released 
from duty. This means that NSC 
will not have as many instructors 
next fall. 

NSC has needed this much 
money for several years, says 
Miss Graves. She also reported 
that the departments have not 
had sufficient funds for travel, 
equipment and supplies in three 
years. 

The auditor's office says the 
insufficient funds are due to the 
lack of state appropriations. 

Northwestern can do nothing 
for this disinterest of the state in 
her higher education. The 
students and their parents, the 
voters, can. •

Office, for the year 1969-70 in-

alone totaled around $1,200.00. 
The following paragraphs ex- 
plain exactly where every dollar 
went. Miss Graves, the auditor, 
makes the break down as 
follows: 

Room rent is $140 per semester. 
This money is used in main- 
tenance, utilities, and operation 
of dorms. Also salaries of maids, 
janitors, and monitors comes out 
of this amount. 

Meals are $196 per semester. 
After payment to Saga Food 
Service there are other expenses 
such as utilities and major 
maintenance on equipment. 

All money left over from room 
and board goes on part payment 
of a $10,000,000 federal bond. This 
bond was first taken out when 
East Caspari was added some 
years back. The yearly payment 
on this bond is close to $718,000. 
This bond has paid for all 
nonacademic buildings built 
since the addition at Caspari 
Dorm. 

A telephone costs the on- 
campus student $10 per semester. 
The telephone in each room has 
to be paid for all year around 
even when the dorm is vacant. 
Part of the money goes for this. 
The rest goes on the Federal 
Building Bond. 

The Infirmary costs $10 per 
semester for each person wan- 
ting it.

All students pay $7.25 for in- 
surance. This entire payment 
goes to the Travelers Insurance 
Company. 

In the fall the Student 
Association Fee is $11.50. Seven 
dollars goes for the Potpourri. 



Dr. G. Waldo Dunnington is 
curator of the museum for Gauss 
who, according to the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, is one of 
the three greatest mathemati- 
cians of all time, ranking with 
Archimedes and Sir Issac 
Newton. 

Viewing museum contents this 
week will be Mrs. Henry F. Gauss 
of the University of Idaho, and 
her daughter Mrs. Philip Gauss 
Skiles of Austin, Tex. Mrs. Gauss 
is the widow of the great grand- 
son of the German genius. 

Northwestern is one of only 
four colleges and universities in 
the world to display an extensive 
collection of materials on Gauss. 
The others are all in Germany. 

Dr. Gloria Durr 
Named Chairman 

Dr. Gloria Durr, associate 
professor of home economics at 
Northwestern State College, has 
been selected as an area chair- 
man of the American Home 
Economics association. 

Members of the AHEA are 
celebrating their 60th an- 
niversary and are attempting to 
raise enough funds to construct a 
$1.5 million headquarters 
building in Washington, D.C. 

Dr. Durr will serve as area 
fund-raising chairman for the 
parishes of Winn, Grant, Red 
River, Natchitoches, Sabine and 
DeSoto. 

Announcing Dr. Durr's ap- 
pointment as area chairman was 
Mrs. Lela Tomlinson, former 
state supervisor of home 
economics and one of the overall 
state chairmen for the fund- 
raising project. 

The remaining $4.50 is divided as 
follows: 

The SGA receives $1.00. The 
Student Loan receives $.25. The 
Current Sauce receives $1.25. The 
SGA Entertainment receives 
$1.00. Drama receives $.50, and 
the Alumni receives $.50. 

The amount of $60,550 was 
collected for the academic year 
of 1969-70 out of state fees. 

The Registration fee of $114.50 
is collected each semester from 
most students. 

The Student Union receives 
$4.50 of this $114.50 for operation. 
That is, to pay for salaries of 
employees, maintenance and 
entertainment. 

Ten dollars of the Registration 
Fee goes to a fund for con- 
struction of new academic 
buildings. Note that only 
academic buildings may be built 
with this money. 

Around $63,500 is taken in at 
registration ( $4.25 of the $114.50) 
for athletic events. Another $.75 
of the $114.50 is used for the artist 
services. 

The remaining $95.00 is used 
for part payment in operation of 
NSC. The part for operation that 
Northwestern can't pay the state 
appropriates money to fill in the 
hole. 

In operation the following 
things are considered according 
to the auditor's office : salaries of 
student labor and instructors, 
contractural services, travel, 
supplies, equipment, retirement 
and insurance, awards and 
scholarships. 

Also the operation of the dairy,

Mrs. Gauss said the NSC holdings 
are "among the most extensive in 
the world." 

Dunnington, who has been at 
Northwestern since 1946, has 
spent 45 years of his life collec- 
ting rare and valuable materials 
on Gauss for his vast display of 
archives in the Northwestern 
library. 

Included in the archives are the 
complete works of the German 
mathematician, rare books and 
letters obtained from Gauss' 
relatives, and perhaps the most 
valuable collection in the world of 
unpublished photographs and 
sketches of Gauss. 

Dunnington presented Mrs. 
Gauss and Mrs. Skiles with 
autographed copies of his book, 
"Carl Friedrich Gauss, Titan of 
Science." Dunnington in 1955 
became the first person in the 
world to write a full-scale 
biography of Gauss. 

The Gauss Museum, including 
a notebook used by the 
mathematician, sculptured 
busts, and a plaster profile taken 
from the German's tombstone, 
are located on the third floor of 
the Arts and Sciences Building in 
the Louisiana Room of the 
Russell Library.

' Spoon River' Proves Interesting

"Seeds in a dry pod tic tic tic 
tic tic tic." So goes life in Spoon 
River Illinois. The NSC College 
Theatre presented Edgar Lee 
Masters' "Spoon River An- 
thology" Tuesday evening, 
March 3. Masters' play has very 
special universal appeal. 

Many of the questions raised 
about society and politics today 
are also questioned in Spoon 
River. As a literary master- 
piece, "Spoon River Anthology" 
should be of particular interest 
to all college students. 

Unlike most productions, 
"Spoon River" does not have a 
centralized plot. Character 
developments are brief, and do 
not necessarily correspond to 
the previous interpretation of a 
person. 

Spoon River takes place in a 
cemetery where the dead 
characters relive their lives, 
questioning the reasons why 
they made certain decisions. 
The fact that each actor was 
required to play several 
characters as opposed to the 
usual one places an additional 
burden on each member of the 
cast. 

Without doubt, the most in- 
teresting performance of the 
evening was portrayed by Leah 
Rivers. Leah maintained that 
rare quality of near perfect 
vocalization coupled with 
superior physical execution of 
transitions rom one character 
role to another. 

The brilliance with which the 
actress performed approached 
true professionalism. Leah's 
gestures were well-timed and 
gracefully executed. Of par- 
ticular excellence was her 
Portrayal of the blind woman 
who appreciated the world with 
her fingers as much as anyone 
can with their eyes. 

Ralph Pinckley has a very 
mteresting voice with which he 
moves from one character to 
another. It appears however that 
Mr. Pinckley may have 
depended too heavily on his 
voice; his characterizations 
were somewhat stagnant. 

Vocally, Ralph remained 
a Pproximately the same for 
each character; his Negro ac- 
cent was particularly un- 
believable. Physically, Pinckley vears -

A graduate student in speech, 
John Braden, performed with 
excellence. His portrayals lent 
imagination and depth that 
enhanced the show tremen- 
dously. John's change in 
vocalization and command of 
physical gestures brought a 
sense of completeness and 
warmth to his characters. 

Facial expression was utilized 
by Alice Ann Connors to create 
several believable roles. Mrs. River.' 
Connors possesses a face that 
can be most effectively utilized 
in creating emotionalism. 

The pathos achieved by Mrs. 
Connors was never more evident 
than in her protrayal of the 
Swedish woman who tells the 
audience that "it takes life to 
love life." 

Rich old Aunt Perses never 
had it so good as when Charles 
Balliro was running about intent 
mi "doing the old gal in." Cast in 
ttie humorous roles, Charles 
provided comic relief. His 
varying patterns of speech were 
well handled, and were per- 
formed in the tradition of 
comedy. However a change in 
the rhythms of his presentation 
would have enhanced his per- 
formance 

One of drama's favorite 
characters has always been the 
old man. 

In this capacity, Wade Heaton 
performed with definite finesse. 
His roles included the old fid- 
dler, the wealthy Welchman, the 
ranting, raving politician, and 
several others. 

In each capacity Wade created 
a likeable character that made 
the audience feel comfortable. 

Joannie Sabia's interpretation 
of Old Hanna Armstrong was 
executed with a sufficient 



amount of believability. 
However, Joannie appears 
guilty of that acting "faux pas" 
called overacting. Her gestures 
were over emphasized, and her 
change of voice was 
exaggerated to the point of 
being unbelievable. 

The cohesive element that 
held the play together was en- 
compassed through the use of 
folk singers. Sharon White and 
David Curry sang very en-

The 35th Annual Louisiana 
Speech Tournament began here 
yesterday and will continue 
through Saturday. Participating 
teams came from Louisiana, 
Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Tennessee. More than 250 
debaters are competing. 

The University of Houston, 
last year's winner, is back 
defending its sweepstakes title 
in overall competition. 

Activity in the tournament, 
which is one of the oldest debate 
tournaments in the state, began 
at 5:30 p. m. Thursday when the 
preliminary competition in 
individual events got under way. 

Individual competition are in 
oratory, extemporaneous 
speaking and poetry in- 
terpretation and is divided into 
junior and senior men's and 
junior and senior women's 
divisions. 

Competition in debate is 
divided into only two categories- 
-junior and senior. Junior 
competitors are those who had 
no college experience to this 
year. 

The debate topic for this year 
is "Resolved: That the Federal 
Government Should Grant 
Annually a Certain Percentage 
of its Income Tax Revenues to 
the States."

The residents of Prudhomme 
were told they would have to 
move to another dorm because 
the boiler, which furnishes the 
dorm with heat and hot water, 
was unrepair ably broken. This 
dormitory has its own self- 
contained heating system, 
unlike the rest of the campus. 

All the students were told they 
would have to move to North 
Hall, which was being reopened 
because of the situation, or they 
could move to some other dorm 
that had available rooms. 

Nicholls informed the 
Prudhomme residents that they 
had the choice of moving to an 
equally priced dorm or of paying 
the difference and moving into 
more expensive quarters. 

Ted Wright, NSC business 
manager, said that replacement 
of the boiler would be im- 
practical because of the cost. 
Tying into the .system which 
furnishes heat for the rest of the 
campus is the best way to 
correct the problem. 

Wright said it would take a 
month or more to complete the 
"tie in". As a result, 
Prudhomme will not reopen 
until the fall semester. 

The business manager 
projected that air conditioning 
will be added to Prudhomme. 
This improvement will probably 
raise the price of the dormitory, 
but not as high as Rapides or 
Bossier. 

Dean Nicholls said that living 
quarters will be found for all the 
students forced out of 
Prudhomme.

, As promised last week, I once again visited the SGA. This week 
they carried on quite maturely, which was gratifying, but was at 
the same time discouraging to me, because it left me without 
anything to write for this week. 

Therefore, instead of a regular column this week, I have decided 
to try to express some observation I have had during the past eight 
months. 

Few truer statements have been made than that the SGA is a true 
representation of the people who elected it. When we find a lazy, do- 
nothing SGA, we'll usually find a lazy, do-nothing student body. In 
fact, the student body would probably be discouraging even if we 
had a good SGA. 

Too often this year, some people have come up with adequate 
suggestions for the improvement of student life, only to meet op- 
position from the student body. Nothing can be more disheartening 
to someone who works out a plan and is then met with the motto, 
"Aw, you can't really do nothin'," or any of hundreds of other 
equally intellectual comments. 

The SGA can only propose new measures-it is up to the students 
to show forcefully that they want them. Too often, T hear people 
talking about what is wrong with NSC. It is odd that we rarely see 
these same people attempting to change what is wrong. It is 
possible to make changes if you really want them. The only thing 
we have to do is become active (not only in the region of the 
mouth ) , and force our fellow students to become active also. 

Another point for conjecture is something that seems to me to be 
rather silly, I too often hear students say, that the administration 
doesn't understand, or care, or they are not up with the times. 
Although this is probably partly true, we as students 
must take a large part of the blame. 

It is ridiculous for us to expect our administrators to think like 20- 
yr. olds. However, through our forceful presentation of our wants 
and ideas that the administrators can understand our problems. 
Every new generation of college throws somewhat of a fear into 
college administrators. It is our job to help our administrators 
understand the changing times, for if we don't, I do not think if fair 
for us to expect them to change automatically. 

XXX 

I've noticed during the first eight months that a portion of the out- 
of-state students here are very dissatisfied with Louisiana, the 
college, and the people in general. Some of these students have a 
bad habit of classifying everyone as hicks or red-necks. Although 
this may make those students feel more important, that "ain't the 
way it is." 

There may be a few bigots here, but still the most bigoted persons 
I have seen in my four years here were too often students from out- 
of-state who were ready to come down here with "Uncle Tom's 
Cabmilinhand^and ready to tell the hicks what it's all about. 

I have often heard southern people criticized for their bias, but 
how strange it is that we never hear out-of-staters include them- 
selvesjvhen thejr start classifying. I don't reject those welcome 
people from anywhere who come to help, or who come to learn. But, 
before they dictate to people who have lived here all their lives 
what is wrong with Louisiana, they would do better to set their own 
houses in order. If I am to believe what I see and hear on the news, 
northerners should bear in mind the saying, "Bigots who live in 
glass houses should not throw stones." 

I regret it if I have offended out-of-state people in this column, but 
before they even think again that they are doing us a favor by going 
here, they should understand one thing : out-of-state tuition pays for 
only one-sixth of the cost of going to school here. Therefore, in 
actuality, Louisiana students are paying six times (through state 
taxes) the amount out-of-staters are spending.

In talking with some Campus Security officers Tuesday night, I 
was told that that when they were patrolling Chaplin's Lake, if they 
could not see the heads of those in a car, they would have to in- 
vestigate. 

This is one thing that I feel the administration should .stop. 
Students in college these days are not the same type that entered 10 
years ago, or even five years ago. i hey are, if anything, a more 
mature group. These are people to whom sex is not something to be 
hidden or ashamed of. 

This is not to be construed to the effect that I am trying to change 
NSC into a Sodom and Gomorrah, but rather I am calling for a 
place where 1970 adults are not watched like 1950 children . 

Having Campus Security patrol the lake and not trying to be 
father images to us would be better than the way it is right now. I 
feel the administration should perhaps take LSU's attitude toward 
personal lives of their students. 

There, they take care of business pertaining to the school and the 
students handle their own personal lives. What happens at the lake 
does not come under the heading of administrative business.

The Student Government 
Association met in the SGA 
Conference Room, March 2, 
1970, at 6 p jn. D. Martin called 
the meeting to order.

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Election fever gradually begins to lurk nearer, with the deadline 
for filing for the 21 Student Government posts set for April 1. But 
this year, election time is likely to be somewhat less feverish 
unless a basic policy adopted by the SGA Elections Board it 
aborted. 

Monday night in the SGA meeting, Spanky Baker, vice president, 
of men, and chairman of the elections Board, stated that only 
Lynda Henderson, vice president of women, will have access to the 
list of applicants until after the deadline for filing. 

The rationale as expressed by Miss Henderson, is that if students 
don't know who or how many people they are running against, only 
those who really want to work will apply for office. In other words 
students who only want a "feather in theifcaps" wfll not applyj£ 
they run the risk of having an opponent in their respective elec- 
tions. 

This logic leaves something to be desired. First, there is no 
assurance that any student who runs for an office will also have the 
desire to work in SGA, and this policy falls far short of achieving 
that assurance. 

Second, would it not be more beneficial for a greater number of 
candidates to seek office? And, would it not be more likely that a 
greater number of candidates would seek office if they knew what 
to expect regarding their opposition? 

Furthermore, in all probability, if a list of candidates were 
posted prior the the deadline for filing, the distribution of can. 
didates would "seek its own level." Thus it is more conceivable that 
a few posts would be loaded with "hopefuls" while others went 
unopposed, or even worse, unfilled. 

At the SGA meeting, I objected to the Elections Board policy on 
this matter, pointing out the section in the Northwestern Con- 
stitution which prescribes that "the names of those candidates 
which the Elections Board certifies to be eligible for candidacy for 
the offices they seek shall be published in every issue of the Current 
Sauce from the time of certification until the time of election." (art. 
ii, sect. 3, sub-sect. D.) 

Mr. Baker answered this query by stating that it was left with the 
Board to decide when the candidates shall be certified, and that 
certification would not come until on or after the filing deadline. 

If the framers of this constitution had intended for the list of 
applicants for office to remain secret until immediately prior to the 
election date, then why did they specify that the names be printed 
in EVERY issue of the Sauce, rather than THE issue which hap- 
pens to fall between this Board's time of certification and the 
election? 

This issue seems to reappear quite often toward the end of each 
spring semester. For example, the problem was pointed out in an 
editorial appearing in the Sauce on April 19, 1968, entitled "Come 
and Get It!" According to the editorial, only six of the 21 offices 
would be decided at the polls, with 12 more posts unopposed, and 
three not having any applicants at all! 

Despite the fact that 400 fewer students are enrolled this 
semester than in the spring of 1968, it is hoped better response will 
occur this year. Unless the Elections Board reverses its decision, 
however, these hopes grow dim. 

The editorial goes on to point out the cause of the problem, stating 
that in the previous year, the Current Sauce "was advised of the 
vacant or uncontested posts by the SGA and the Office of the Dean 
of Students." But in that particular year, the "same vital material 
was withheld from the Sauce." Why stack the cards against the 
possibility of unprecedented interest in student government this 
year? 

One vital factor must be examined in this context : the STUDENT 
himself should at least have the opportunity to decide for himself, 
at the polls, whether or not a student will want to work on SGA. 
Now, how can he have that opportunity when candidates take office 
unopposed? 

Finally, consider the detriments of the restriction set by Spanky 
Baker and his Elections Board. It is probable that more offices will 
be taken by unopposed candidates. It is likely that potentially good 
officers will be "lost" because several are running for the same 
seat. It is possible that some posts will have to be filled by ap- 
pointment. But it is definite that students are being denied the right 
of deciding for themselves which candidate is the best candidate. 



SPEAKING OUT: 



Bruce Kevil 
Spanky Baker

This is the second installment 
of the two-part interview first 
presented in last week's 
Current Sauce. Again, the 
participants in this session were 
Bruce Kevil, a former SGA 
member, and now Publicity 
Chairman of the Political 
Science Society, and a member 
also of the more liberal element 
on campus; and the other is 
Spanky Baker, the vice 
president of men, and a 
representative of the more 
conservative faction on campus. 

Hoffstadt: For a second lets 
talk about the future and 
perhaps what we will be in for. 
For instance, I personally doubt 
that our administration will be 
able to cope with the new type of 
student that will be entering 
Northwestern within the next 
few years. 

Baker: I disagree. I think the 
administrators on the most part 
are prepared and meeting the 
needs of the students. They're 
kind of slow but they are coming 
around. We've found that when 
we meet with the administration 
on even grounds, and having a 
proposal real wrapped up, and a 
majority of the students on this 
campus want something, the 
administration will get it for 
them. 

Hoffstadt: Therefore, say the 
administration will work with 
the SGA for the good of the. 
students if they present a 
reasonable proposal? 

Kevil: Bull ! Most of 

the time, you'll get what the 
administration wants you to get, 
and you'll hear what the ad- 
ministration wants you to hear. 
Because, let's admit it, the 
administration sometimes 
wants to do what's good for the 
administration, and not 
necessarily what's good for the 
students. This is not to say that 



these are inherently bad men, 
but they are governed by human 
weaknesses. And they are also 
governed by human prejudices. 
For example, Spanky, you talk 
about the fairness and open- 
mindedness of the ad- 
ministration toward the 
students, but after appearing 
during the fall semester at the 
school-sponsored Free Speech 
Alley, I was summarily 
dismissed from a school job I 
was holding. Although I have no 
proof, I believe that the ad- 
ministration had a great deal to 
do with this. 

Hoffstadt: Why do you think 
the administration would try to 
have you dismissed from a job? 

Kevil: Because in a simple 
statement of fact, the ad- 
ministrators are scared of the 
students and student action, and 
more importantly, are unsure of 
themselves. And therefore, find 
it easier to remove disturbing 
influences that live with them 
and have the uneasiness grow. 

Hoffstadt: Let me throw 
another idea out to you con- 
cerning student problems. I see 
four basic factions on the 
campus. There are the Blacks, 
the fraternities, the liberal in- 
telligencia, and the conservative 
"I don't give a damn's." Of 
course this is a broad 
generalization, but a convenient 
one. The problem is, bow can we 
get them all to identify as North- 
western students? 

Kevil: First, let me say that I 
agree with your four basic 
classifications. But I don't think 
you can always base them on 
such stringent lines, because a 
Greek will vote against another 
Greek, and the other factions 
will not always favor their own 
group. However, this happens 
only on rare occasions. 

Now, my solution to this would 
be to develop political parties. 
For the Greeks, the con- 



servatives, the liberals, and the 
Blacks, to have a party, would 
stimulate more student interest. 

Baker: I disagree with that. I 
think political parties would be 
good, but I don't think Greeks 
should form one, Baptists should 
form one, or Blacks, or Jews, 
either. I think people with the 
same basic ideals and ideas 
should form together. I think this 
could possibly do away with the 
polarization problems. 
Chances are, a ticket would be 
elected, and these would be 
people who have the same basic 
ideas, and want to work 
together, and they would be able 
to move student government 
better that a faction-oriented 
SGA. 

Hoffstadt: Last semester, 
there seemed to be an at- 
mosphere of futility hanging 
over the heads of the student 
body. For some reason I found in 
speaking to people across the 
campus, no one seemed to 
possess a desire to study. In fact, 
I understand that the overall 
men's average for the fall 
semester was less than a 2.0. 
How would you explain this? 

Kevil: They are very, very 
stifled and "crowded out." This 
results from the inbreeding of 
Northwestern State College 
graduate-faculty pattern. It's 
kind of like incest, but I hate to 
use that term. By continuous 
inbreeding, we weaken the 
whole foundation of the college. 
By this we impede the formation 
of new ideas and thoughts. When 
our faculty and administration 
are composed of Northwestern 
graduates, we find that these 
people grow to resent any in- 
dication of problems from 
students because the college has 
become much more than a "job" 
to them. With new blood comes 
new understanding. 

Hoffstadt: Now I'd like a final 
statement from both of you con- 



cerning what you see as future 
hopes for Northwestern. 

Kevil: It's dismal. Unless the 
school quickly develops the 
capability of meeting the 
demands which the type 
students which they will soon be 
getting, such as the high school 
students who march in the 
streets for their ideals this fall, 
will lay before them, I think *e 
will have a far greater gap o' 
understanding between our 
students and administrators. We 
still have a great lack of UD" 
derstanding for our fellow mf 
at this school, and we are far too 
quick to label people not of our 
peer group. We have to develop 
this understanding. 

Hoffstadt: Spanky, how do y0» 
see our future? 

Baker: Our future can be din) 
or it can be bright. It's a great 
big sky. It all depends upon tb* 
coming elections. As far as tbf 
SGA is concerned, I hold * 
hope, because it is split into to* 
many factions. However, I hop* 
students have learned from tbi* 
SGA, and I think that if thef 
elect students who can wot* 
together, the future is vert 
bright. 

Also, there has to be 
lessening of the credibility g^p 
that exists between the a» 
ministration and the ad- 
ministration of the SGA, aw 
even between the SGA and tW 
students. There must be 
opening up of clear «fl 
derstanding and less W 
factionalism.

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McQueen Plays Role As 
A Reiver In New Movie 



MOVIE REVIEW— "THE 
REIVERS" 

Since a reiver is a rascal and a 
rogue, Steve McQueen seems to 
feel right at home in his devilish 
role of Boon in Cinema Center 
Films' rollicking adaptation of 
William Faulkner's Pulitzer 
Prize-winning novel, "The 
Reivers," which opened last 
Wednesday at the Don Theatre. 

The story involves eleven 
year-old Lucius McCaslin 
(Mitch Vogel), who lives in 
Jefferson, Miss., where his 
grandfather is the first in town to 
buy an automobile. While the 
family is away at a funeral, 
Lucius is convinced by Boon 
Haggenback, an irresponsible 
friend (McQueen), to take the 
car to Memphis for a fun-filled 
weekend. In the company of Ned 
McCaslin (Rupert Crosse), the 
two set out, and Boon heads for 
Miss Reba's bawdyhouse where 
Lucius meets Corrie (Sharon 
Farrell), Boon's girlfriend. 

Lucius has a fight with an 
obnoxious cohart defending 
Corrie 's honor, and she in turn 
promises to quit the profession 
for him. Meanwhile, Ned has 
traded the car for a horse. The 
only way to get the car back is to 
enter the horse in a race with 
Lucius riding. 

After innumerable troubles, 
including a stint in jail, Boon and 
Ned get everything ready. The 
first race is declared invalid, but 
Lucius succeeds in winning the 
second, just as his grandfather 
(Will Geer) arrives. Back home, 
the boy realizes that he has 
taken a giant step toward 



growing up indeed. And to futher 
ice the cake of a truly happy 
ending, Boon decides to marry 
Corrie. 

In "The Reivers," Steve 
McQueen has proven once again 
that he ppssesses that rare and 
enviable trait that makes him at 
home in front of the movie 
camera. He comes across in this 
production as an electric, but at 
the same time natural and very 
honest personality. It seems to 
be at times McQueen's sheer 
presence on the screen rather 
than any other facet of the movie 
that makes "The Reivers" so 
extremely watchable. 

The entire show permeates an 
air of the Old South, which 
William Faulkner portrays here 
in a comic vien to replace his 
usual concepts of the South 's 
tragedy and inevitable doom. 
The photographic sequences at 
the outset of the show set a lazy, 
authentic, and fun-loving mood. 

Other high points include the 
horse race between Lucius and 
his opponent, which is ef- 
fectively shot in breath-taking 
slow motion, and the excerpts 
from the narrator (Burgess 
Meridith), who represents 
Lucius as an old man, relating 
the story to an extremely willing 
audience. 

"The Reivers" will make no 
landmarks in movie-making, 
which seems to be the trend 
among producers and directors 
today. It will break no records, 
nor will it serve as an example to 
aspiring young would-be stars. It 
is just a lot of fun, and well worth 
two hours of your time.

Majors Get A New Curriculum 
In The Industrial Arts Field

A new curriculum for In- 
dustrial Arts Education majors 
has been inaugurated here at 
Northwestern. 

The new curriculum was 
announced to Industrial Arts 
Education students early in 
December. 

Although the content of the 
curriculum will not be made 
''available to all students until the 
1970-71 general catalog is 
released, letters announcing the 
new major were mailed to those 
students who are currently 
enrolls) in Industrial Arts 
Education. 

When asked about the new 
curriculum, Dr. Walter J. 
Robinson, Head of the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Education 
and Technology, said that the 
need for the new program was 
discovered when a recent survey 
showed that approximately 85 
percent of the Industrial Arts 



teachers in Louisiana are 
teaching courses related to only 
their field. Until recently, many 
Industrial Arts teachers were 
teaching in areas outside their 
field. 

Dr. Robinson added that the 
faculty of his department drew 
up the new degree requirments 
so as to allow students to take 12 
semester hours in at least two 
areas of concentration. The new 
program also allows six hours of 
study in three other areas. 

Areas in which a student may 
choose to concentrate his studies 
are drafting, woodworking, 
electronics, metals, and graphic 
arts. 

However, the major change is 
that the new curriculum does not 
require a teaching minor. The 
elimination of a minor makes it 
possible for students to gain 
more in-depth study in In- 
dustrial Arts, which is believed 
will improve the teachers' 
ability.

Chimes Continued 



Nearly everyday about 12:30 
p.m., music in the form of chimes 
floats across the Northwestern 
campus for each student to hear. 
Although the chimes have been 
here at NSC for a little over ten 
years, the student has heard little 
from or about them. 

The chimes were installed in 
the Fine Arts Building and played 
for the first time on Dec. 14, 1959. 
They were taken up as the 1959-60 
project of the SGA at a cost of 
$2,295. 

The Norton Company of 
Atlanta, Ga. installed the system 
before the Christmas holidays in 
1959 so Christmas carols could be 
played for the student body. 

During those first few weeks of 
operation, the chimes were 
played at 7 a.m. and again at 11 
p.m. for all to hear. After the 
holidays the chimes discontinued 
operation because Christmas 
tapes for the system were the 
only ones on hand. 

Since 1960 new tapes have been 
ordered, received, and played at 
various intervals. Many things 
have caused the operation of the 
chimes to cease. Over the years 
complaints have been in various 



forms such as interference with 
band rehearsal, waking up 
people, and interfering with tests.

Hot Shooting LC Stops NSC, 93-86 



You couldn't prove to Coach Tynes Hildebrand 
and his basketball Demons that sometimes little 
things don't make a big difference. One-tenth of 
a point-allowed his squad to participate in the 
National Association of Intercollegiate Athletics 
District 30 Playoff for the third straight year, 
and have a chance to represent the district in the 
national tournament in Kansas City. 

At one time during the season seven teams 
were being considered as possibles for the post- 
season playoff. But toward the season's end LSU 
in New Orleans and Southern University in 
Baton Rouge faded in Carr's sports ratings and 
five teams, La. College, Dillard, Northeast, 
Northwestern and Grambling emerged as the 
leading contenders. 

NAIA deadlines were last Wednesday night for 
deciding a representative and because of Nor- 
theast's scheduled game with Southwestern 
Monday night it only left two days to find the 
winner. 

, La . College had a scheduled game with LSUNO 
Monday too, but the game was cancelled to have 
the Wildcats rested to play Tuesday against 
Northwestern. Northeast had to play because of 
the importance of the Gulf States Conference 
outcome-which eventually became a tie when 
the Indians knocked off USL to form a co- 
championship between the Cajuns and La. Tech. 
Officials Reluctant 

Prior to learning the season ending schedules 
of two of the contenders, NAIA officials in 
Kansas City were reluctant to call for a four- 
team playoff but because of their pressing 
deadline it had to be done. 

A two-team matchup could have gone as many 
as three games with a best two-out-of-three setup 
and the same would have held true with a three- 
team affair. 

So Northwestern, on the basis of the NAIA 
accepted Carr Rating System, edged out 
Grambling and received the fourth slot in the 



maximum team tourney. 

La. College (19-9) had the highest rating of the 
five with a 74.3 mark. Then came Dillard (21-6) 
with a 73.4 rating, Northeast (17-8) was third 
with an index of 72.9 and NSC (13-12) finished 
with a 72.7 figure. Grambling (16-8) was one- 
tenth of a point lower at 72.6. 

Members on the NAIA selection committee are 
Dixie White, Northeast athletic director, Billy 
Algood, basketball coach and athletic director at 
LC, U. S. Jones, Southern athletic director and A. 
G. "Whitney" Urban, athletic director at USL 
and also District 30 chairman. 

Hobdy Heated 

Urban announced the teams in a special 
conference telephone hook-up between the five 
contenders. And then the fireworks began. 

Grambling coach Fred Hobdy hit the ceiling 
when he found out that Northwestern had been 
picked over his club. He monopolized the phone 
conversation, which lasted well over an hour, for 
the first 20 minutes while blasting the selection 
committee, Carr's rating and the NAIA in 
general. In the Shreveport Times Monday he was 
quoted as saying words to the effect that 
someone thought Grambling basketball wasn't 
up to par with the other La. schools and that he 
didn't see how a team with a 16-8 record could be 
snubbed in favor of a 13-12 (NSC) club. 

I don't know about his first accusation but if 
you look at the schedule Grambling played and 
the slate Northwestern had scheduled you can 
see why the difference in records is un- 
derstandable. And if the common opponent 
scores are compared they show that Grambling 
lost convincingly to La. College and Henderson 
St. while the Demons beat Henderson and split 
with the Wildcats, the win being by 22 points. 

Perhaps a change is needed in the selecting 
system and that is being looked into. But once the 
rules are accepted by everybody concerned they 
should followed-one-tenth of a point or not. 



Northwestern 's determined 
basketball Demons ran into a 
torrid shooting La. College club 
Tuesday night in the first round 
of the District 30 NAIA playoff 
and fell 93-86. 

"We played better than we had 
this year for the first 30 
minutes," Coach Tynes 
Hildebrand said following the 
game. "But floor mistakes plus 
their unbelievable shooting 
tucked it away for them." 

The Wildcats shot an amazing 

62.9 per cent from the field and 
78.9 per cent at the foul line to 
humble the Demons. Billy Jones, 
recently voted the states 's best 
center, shot uncontested from 
the outside all night and canned 
15-23 to lead the scoring parade 
with 32 tallies. Four other 
Wildcats hit double figures. 

Northwestern turned its best 
shooting night of the year, hit- 
ting for a sharp 54.7 percentage, 
but it wasn't enough to stop the 
Pineville lads. 

Charles Bloodworth was again 
NSC's leader in scoring with 26 
and rebounds with a total of 13. 
However his old nemisis, per- 
sonal fnnlo honnteri the 6-8 

pivot-man and made him sag off 
the free-wheeling Jones. 



Bloodworth played with four 
personals for about 10 minutes. 

Northwestern jumped out to a 
6-1 lead but some arching bombs 
from Gary LaCaze caught LC up 
and Jones went to work to give 



the home team a 4745 halftime 
lead. 

The Demons tied it up at 66 all 
but five turnovers in the final six 
minutes propelled the La. 
College victory.

Faculty Senate Issues Proposal 

In view of the recent results of the Northwestern State College 
Faculty Senate Bookstore Committee's report on faculty opinion 
concerning the College Bookstore and because the Faculty Senate 
is concerned to see that the college bookstore attain the maximum 
level of profitability and academic usefullness consistent with the 
growing needs of the college community, the Faculty Senate offers 
the following proposal to the President of Northwestern State 
College : 
RESOLVE: 

1. That the President of Northwestern State College appoint a 
permanent Bookstore Committee which shall be responsible for 
formulating goals and the policies and practices essential to the 
attainment of these goals for the college bookstore. This committee 
should be granted whatever powers ar*> necessary to assure that 
they are able to perform their responsibilities. This committee 
should consist of two faculty members, one of whom has, by 
training or experience, knowledge in the affairs of business en- 
terprise. This committee should also consist of two students, one 
from the Graduate School and one from some area of the un- 
dergraduate program chosen by. SGA. In addition, the committee 
should consist of two members of the College Administrative Staff. 
The opinions of each member of this committee should carry equal 
weight in the decision process so that all views may be fairly 
represented. 

2. That the committee give priority consideration to the 
following : 

1. That the college bookstore begin to broaden its offering of 
books beyond those specifically required for the various courses 
offered by the College. This should include a wide selection of hard- 
back and paper-back books, magazines, and other supplementary 
book and non-book materials. 

2. That the college bookstore review its current policy concerning 
operations hours and attempt to assure that the facilities of the 
bookstore are open at all times during the school day. 

This resolution is offered with the view that if accepted it should 
work toward the improvement of both the financial and academic 
aspects of the college bookstore. These are things which we feel are 
of interest to the students, the faculty, and the administration .

Wonder Demonstrated 'Soul' 
In His Performance Here

Soul is an expression of feeling, a 
speeial forec from inside. Or maybe it 
is just a unique combination of rhy- 
thm and sound. No one can say for 
sure. But whatever it is, Stevie Won- 
der lias got it. 

The 18-year old blind singer elcct- 
trified a sizeable NSC audience to 
whistles, impulsive applause, and ran- 
dom participation in performance 
Wed., March 11, at the coliseum, as he 
crooned, wailed, and whispered his 
way through a collection of concert 
numbers. 

Stevie Wonder possesses that rare 
quality of making himself totally be- 
lievable, totally absorbing. When he 
is onstage, one gets the feeling that he 
is exposing all he is or believes to the 
audience. It is as though he would 
not even need an audience, for his 
art is so complete that he could en- 
joy himself performing to an empty 
coliseum. Perhaps that is the reason 
he is often introduced as the "Proph- 
et of Soul." 

The young black musician rol- 
licked his way from the microphone 
to harmonica, organ, and finally 
drums in an impressive displa\ of 
versatility. But most important, he 
carried his audience enthusiastically 
with him. never allowing interest to 



lag. 

Rather than diminish as the show 
progressed, audience excitement grew 
more intense until Stevie finally had 
to be pulled from the stage by ins 
manager. At the time he was singing, 
dancing, and shouting to "For Once 
in My Life" along with students who 
had flocked to the foot of the stage 
to listen, sing along, and dance. 

Stevie opened the show with a live- 
ly "Sunny," then relaxed the crowd 
with moody versions of "Yesterday" 
and "By the Time 1 Get to Phoenix." 
Students happily sang along to "Blow- 
ing in the Wind," "Never Had a 
Dream Come True," and "Cherie 
Amour." 

He demonstrated his artistry with 
harmonica on "Alfie" and his com- 
mand of the drums on the exciting 
"Drum Tune." Vocal pitch reached a 
frenzied peak with his own hit crea- 
tion "liptight." 

Born Stephen Judkins, the young 
singer represents the American Suc- 
cess Story. He was born in Saginaw, 
Mich., in 1950 and reared in a cruel 
Detroit ghetto, the third child in a 
family of six. It was a far cry from 
the international success he enjoys 
today. 

Stevie's interest in music suppos- 
edly stems from childhood days when 
lie enjoyed hanging with a spoon on 



the top of a tin pan to the rhythm of 
music on the radio. Then came the 
t'armonica, followed by the piano, 
■ hicb, a friendly neighbor let him ex- 
periment with. 

"Little Stevie Wonder" entered 
the ranks of the wailing "roek-and- 
rollers" with a little help from a few 
friends, and at the age of 12 he was 
on his way to a music career. 

Indeed, "Little Stevie" has come a 
a long way since he exploded on the 
music horizon with his first hit "Fing- 
ertips." Today he lias found his place 
in the entertainment business, that of 
spokesman for what is loosely termed 
soul music. 

When Stevie Wonder appeared 
backstage for the scheduled interview, 
he was cut short by throngs of wait- 
ing girls who sneaked past the police 
to talk to him, touch him, see him up 
close, lie said not a word to the press 
consequently, and perhaps it wasjust 
as well. Kor he seemed to say all (hat 
he needed to while onstage, and the 
audience understood every word of 
it. As one admiring far put it. "He 
moves me." 

Whether Stevie Wonder's show w as 
technically admirable or whether it 
expressed any innovative music forms 
did not seem to matter lo the crowd 
thai Wednesday nigh I. 



The Military 
Science Department of Nor- 
thwestern recently received 
State Executive Order Number 
Seventy-four signed by 
Governor John J. McKeithen of 
Louisiana. 

In the communication the 
Governor demonstrated his 
complete support of the Reserve 
Officers' Training Program. He 
assigned the State Adjutant as 
coordinator for ROTC affairs in 
order to assist in matters con- 
cerning ROTC and state 
agencies. 

The Governor's Proclamation 
reads: 

"WHEREAS, the objectives of 
the Reserve Officers' Training 
Corps, Senior and Junior 
Divisions, are to develop self- 
discipline, integrity, a sense of 
responsibility and as ap- 
preciation of the role of a par- 
ticipating citizen. 

"WHEREAS, the general 
objective of the Senior Division 
is to promote and produce junior 
officers who, by education, 
training, attitude and inherent 
qualities, are suitable for con- 
tinued development as officers 
of the various Armed Forces of 
the United States to include the 
Army and Air National Guard: 
and 

"WHEREAS, the number of 
ROTC units at the university, 
college and high school levels in 
the State of Louisiana is ex. 
panding and increasing in 
number: and 

"WHEREAS, there is a need 
for a coordinating official to not 
only assist and support the 
current program but to increase 
the number of participating 
schools in the State as well, 

"NOT, THEREFORE, I, John 
J. McKeithen, Governor of 
Louisiana, do hereby appoint 
The Adjutant General of the 
State of Louisiana as the State 
Coordinator for Reserve Of- 
ficers' Training Corps Affairs." 

The proclamation put in 
writing that which has been 
going on for years. For example, 
maximum cooperation has been 
achieved between the Louisiana 
National Guard unit in Nat- 
chitoches and the Military 
Science Department at Nor- 
thwestern.

Johnny Mathis made musical 
history with his first record, 
"Wonderful, Wonderful." His 
career has been that way ever 
since. 

Over the past few years, he 
had vecorded some 40 albums and 
is the o*]y singer to have had 
four of them listed 
simultaneously as best sellers on 
national mu». c charts. His 
"Johnny's Greatest Hits" won a 
special award frog, Billboard 
Magazine for being the only 
album to remain in th-* "Top 
100" for over 400 conserve 
weeks. 

Johnny was introduced to 
music while still a toddler in his 
native San Francisco where he 
was the fourth of seven children. 
His parents, Clem and Mildred 
Mathis, hired out as a chauffeur- 
butler-cook team. Clem had 
given up his song-and-dance 
career in Vaudeville to feed a 
growing family, but his en- 
thusiasm for show business 
never died. He made a special 
point of teaching his children 
what he remembered from his 
stage days and, of them all, 
Johnny seemed the most 
promising. 

When he was 13, Clem took 
Johnny to Connie Cox, a local 
voice teacher who had a 
reputation for helping talented 
youngsters, regardless of their 
financial position. Miss Cox 



auditioned Johnny and im- 
mediately took him under her 
wing. She believed so strongly in 
his ability that she coached him 
, for the next five years without 
fee. 

The training was exclusively 
classical-basic fundamentals, 
vocal exercises and opera. To 
this solid foundation, he added 
his own special qualities-a 
dramatic intensity and the 
extra-ordinary sensitivity with 
lyrics and phrasing that are his 
trademarks today. 

But despite his obvious talent, 
Johnny was wary of a singing 
career. More than anything, he 
wanted financial security, and

If you do not go to 
class you are liable to miss notes 
you will be tested on, and you 
will be defeating your purpose 
for coming to college, which is 
an education. The present 
system, in which you may 
possibly be put on attendance 
probation after a certain 
number of excused or unexcused 
absences, needs improvement in 
my opinion. In a case where a 
student is ill for a week, it would 
be quite easy for him to 
accumulate 15 cuts or more 
depending on his hours. The 
Student is in a position where 
anymore absences, excused or 
unexcused could cause his 
dismissal, even if he is able to 
make up the work missed during 
that week and maintain at least 
a C average." — Shannion

Dear Sir: 

During the six years that I 
have been enrolled at Nor- 
thwestern as an undergraduate 
and graduate student, I have 
witnessed a vast number of 
physical improvements. 

Of course, there is much more 
that can be done to improve the 
lot of the NSC student. Most of 
the gripes that we have could 
easily be solved simply by more 
money. At this time, however, I 
would like to present a problem 
which could be remedied with no 
cost to the college. 

There is a definite need at NSC 
for one or two dorms to be open 
year-round, including the 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
semester break, and summer 
vacations. Most of the homes of 
NSC students are close enough to 
Natchitoches that these students 
would never need to stay here; 
however, there are two groups of 
students who would-foreign or 
out-of-state students, and 
students engaged in laboratory 
or library research. 

Foreign students rarely have 
enough money to go home and 
return during times that the 
dorms are closed. They can only 
hope that freinds or a church will 
take them in. What happens to a 
foreign student when none of 
these are available? 

Perhaps he must rent an 
apartment or motel room, which 
is surely an inconvenience to 
him, not to mention a strain on 
his pocketbook. I am sure that 
this uncertainty causes many 
unnecessary worries to the 
foreign or out-of-state student. 

Probably he would prefer 
going to another school where 
his future would be more secure. 
Why, you may ask, don't these 
students live in apartments? 
Many do, due to the situation, 
but living in a dorm is a good 
opportunity for them to meet 
Americans and learn English. 

Also, all undergraduate 
women are required to live in the 
dorm. I assume that this rule 
applies to foreign students also. 
NSC can never hope to attract 
outstanding students from othejr ; 
countries or states under the 
present conditions. 

Students engaged in research 
also have a need for a place to 
stay during vacations. Graduate 
students are usually occupied 
during the semester with 
graduate courses, plus teaching 
undergraduate classes or 
assisting labs; while undergrads 
are also busy with their classes. 

Consequently, there is usually 
not enough time for the con- 
centration which is required for 
productive research. When 
vacations come, however, the 
buildings become serenely quiet, 
a perfect time for a student to 
put his brain to work-if, that is, 
he can manage to find living 
quarters. 

An active research program is 
necessary to make a good school 
outstanding. All of our shiny new 
buildings are of no use without it. 
Look at Harvard. Look at 
Stanford. Their buildings look 
like the old Northwestern. Why 
are they so revered? 

This is why-people thinking, 
people working, people who are 
so eager that they won't drop 
what they are doing to go fishing 
or go visit Aunt Clara at every 
opportunity. We have the people 
at NSC. What we need is a place 
for the people to stay at NSC. 

I truly hope that all of this has 
convinced you of the need for my 
proposal. Last August Louisiana 
Hall was kept open for all who 
wished to stay. The charge was 



$1.00 per day. This was not the 
case during the Christmas 
holidays, however, when all 
students, even men, were asked 
to leave. 

I do not see why the same set- 
up, which appeared to work so 
well in the summer, could not be 
applied to all vacations. Foreign 
students, out-of-state students, 
and students with research 
problems could be assigned to 
one dorm, if they so requested. 
They would pay the same room 
fee as other students, and have a 
house mother during the school 
session. 

During vacations the cost for 
water, electricity, and gas could 
be split up among the students 
remaining. One responsible 
graduate student could be 
assigned to be in charge, and 
perhaps not be charged for his 
room, the others making up the 
difference. 

This plan would not cost the 
college anything, except a little 
planning, and would certainly 
help remedy the situation.

Dear Editor, 

Many things have been said 
about the Current Sauce in the 
past. ...some good, but for the 
most part bad. Although people, 
in general, always express their 
opinions about the inferiority of 
a lot of things, I feel this is not 
the case here. 

Rather than a lack of quality 
in the Current Sauce, the trouble 
is fear to print the truth. If the 
reporter or columnist expresses 
himself or the views of the 
majority of the students, the 
article is censored or cut 
completely. 

The fear, I feel, not only lies 
with the reporter or columnist, 
but also resides in the 
newspaper's advisor. 

Whether the fear is that of the 
administration's feelings will be 
damaged or that the ad- 
ministration will hold the ad- 
visor liable is known only to him. 

The advisor holds the power to 
turn the truth into half truth. 
This practice has probably been 
carried on in the past. To me half 
truths are synonymous with lies. 

Webster's New World Dic- 
tionary defines an editorial as 
"an article in a newspaper, etc. 
explicitly stating the opinions of 
the editor or publisher." In other 
words the editorial is the opinion 
of the author. And everyone has 
the right to his own opinion. 

The advisor should realize that 
the student journalist is in most 
cases not so ignorant as to libel 
an individual. On the Current 
Sauce I think the advisor's trust 
in the editor and the reporters in 
not in abundance. 

After several articles of a 
reporter or columnist are left out 
of the paper a fear arises about 
writing on certain subjects, even 
though what is written contains 
only the truth. So freedom of the 
press at Northwestern is limited 
to a degree. 

The Current Sauce has im- 
proved in great leaps and 
bounds in the past couple of 
semesters as a student 
newspaper. It has become more 
than just a "bulletin board" of 
mostly old or past news. I think 
that student views need to 
remain in the student 
newspaper. 

The idea of "no news is good 
news" is wrong when it comes to 
newspapers, though some people 
may believe otherwise. 

I hope the Current Sauce isn't 
forced back into stagnation by a 
few old ideas which applied in 
1940.

The student element of 
American society has become in 
the last decade an influential 
and pertinent voice in all phases 
of politics and domestic policy. 

This student power and how it 
works was clearly demonstrated 
last week at USL in Lafayette. A 
crowd of 6,000 students at USL 
staged a responsible protest last 
Wednesday of the Louisiana 
legislative Budget Committee's 
tight fund appropriation for the 
university. 

From all indications the 
demonstration was orderly but 
forceful. The students certainly 
made their grievances known, 
not only to the people of the state 
but also, most important of all, 
to the state legislators. 

The school, third largest in the 
state, is earmarked for an ex- 
penditure in 1970-71 of $837 per 
student, which puts it in last 
place as far as state ap- 
propriations are concerned. The 
students, realizing that 
ultimately they are the only ones 
who can correct the situation, 
decided to take drastic action. 

Their attitudes about the 
university being financially 
slighted were evidenced by 
placards at the rally reading, 
"We got shafted" and "I will not 
be last! How about you?" 

What the students at USL did 
was prompted by a fact so close 
in front of our eyes that we fail to 
see it easily. The only way the 
financial plight of Louisiana's 
colleges can be improved is if 
the ones who are most affected 
by it, the college students, make 
a concerned appeal to the 
politicians holding the purse 
strings. 

Anyone who has ever heard 
President Kilpatrick speak at a 
commencement exercise or

Kilpatrick said this we^ 
"The best way to get results j;

As a result of the rally at TJS[ 
a plausible method of enable 
the college student to make hjj 
views known has evolved. A join 
cooperative effort between 
Louisiana Tech, Southeastern 
and USL is in the planni^ 
stages.

bodies to write their legislators.

Northwestern would certainly 
benefit from joining such aj 
effort. After all, we are in as din 
financial strain as any othe 
Louisiana college. Perhaps tin, 
SGA could re-initiate a ca& 
paign on campus to encourage 
student involvement in t» 
financial crisis. I say re-initial 
because Henry Burns forms 
SGA president tried to staijr 
something similar a while bad 
and it fizzled out.

"Bullitt" and "Bonnie and 
Clyde", a "double-feature 
delight", will be shown at the 
Don Theater on Front Street 
from March 18-21. 

Steve McQueen, as Detective 
Lieutenant Frank Bullitt, is 
assigned to guard a mobster on 
the lam from Chicago, where he 
was on the spot for lifting a 
couple of million from the un- 
derworld organization. 
Politician Robert Vaughn has 
promised the criminal protec- 
tion in return for his testimony 
before a Senate sub-committee 
hearing on crime. 

The witness is holed up in a 
dumpy San Francisco hotel 
overlooking the Freeway, 
guaraea by uecective Don 
Gordon while McQueen slum- 
bers. Two men identify them- 
selves as Vaughn and try to get 
in; Gordon checks with 
McQueen, who tells him to keep 
them out; but the men burst in 
and gun down McQueen and his 
charge. Surgeon F. Brown 
operates and gives the witness a 
50-50 chance for survival. 

The killer slips into the 
hospital, stabs the criminal, and 
escapes. McQueen decides to 
play for time, covers up the 
death, and slips the body out of 
the hospital.

Easter Tradition 
Provides Holiday

"Here Comes Peter Cotton 
Tail Hopping Down the Bunny 
Trail," is a familiar tune for this 
time of the year. 

Yes, Easter is right around the 
corner. Easter comes but once a 
year and this year if falls on 
March 29. 

This Sunday will be Palm 
Sunday, which is the Sunday 
before Easter Sunday. Wed- 
nesday will be Ash Wednesday. 

Some students at NSC are 
looking forward to being home 
with their families. 

When you go home do not be 
surprised if you are asked to host 
an Easter egg hunt for your 
younger brothers and sisters or 
for the church. 

Easter means different things 
to different people. It could 
mean a week vacation or a 
religious holiday or both. 

People think of different 
things when they think of 
Easter. Some people think of 
new born chicks and ducklings 
in connection with Easter. 
Others think of chocolate 
covered eggs and bunny rabbits 
and dying hard boiled eggs. 

When asked what Easter 
brought to mind these NSC 
students had this to say: 

Donnie McCaa, "Easter 
means everybody dresses up in 
their Sunday best, and goes to 
church for a change." 

Larry Landry said it means 
the resurrection of Christ. 

Martha Vollum, "It means 
spring time and holidays and 
rest." 

Lynn McEachern, "Easter 
means rabbits, chocolate 
covered eggs and different 
colored eggs. It is a holiday 



when you can see ioi^ of girls in 
pretty dresses." 

Easter is a combination of 
three traditions. 

The Easter rabbits and dyed 
hard boiled eggs come from the 
Pagan tradition. The word 
Easter is derived from the Norse 
Ostara or Easter, meaning the 
festival of spring at the vernal 
equinox, March 21, when nature 
is in resurrection after winter. 

Here we get the rabbits , 
notable for their fecundity, and 
the eggs, colored like rays of the 
returning sun and the norhtern 
lights.

From the Christian traditions 
it was the feast of the Passover 
in Jerusalem that Jesus, a Jew, 
was crucified and rose from the 
dead. 

Pasch is therefore a name for 
Easter according to Christian 
traditions. 

Easter is a combination of 
Pagan, Hebrew and Christian 
traditions.

What's Up at Tech? 




For months rumors have been flying con- 
cerning Ixmisiana Tech's recruiting of fresh- 
ment star Mike Green, and this week matters 
may have come to a head 

Tech athletic director Joe Aillet confirmed 
reports to area press the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association is conducting a field in- 
vestigation into Tech sports. However, Aillet 
also said, "The NCAA makes it a policy not to 
have the party bringing the charge or what 
sport is in question until after ine investigation is 
completed." 

Still, several reliable sources have reported 
that the issue is centered around the signing of 
Green. 

Until Green officially signed with the Ruston 
school last August, the University of Houston, 
New Mexico State, and several other major 
universities were after the hot prospect. 
TOO HOT 

In fact, things may have gotten too "hot." 
Head coach Guy Lewis of Houston was quoted in 
the 'Alexandria Daily Town Talk' as saying to a 
Houston sports writer that "Things got too hot 
for us with Green. We had to get out before 
something happened." Later Lewis said, "I 
thought we (Houston) had him, he really wanted 
to come, I thought. But then he turned around 
and started talking about Tech. I don't know 
why, but I'd like to know." 

According to the Town Talk, it was alleged that 
Tech had paid off a $4,000 note of Green's 
mother's house in McComb, Miss., and also paid 



bills amounting to $2,000. 

Tech head mentor Scotty Robertson denied 
these charges and commented, 'Thave no 
knowledge of any wrong being committed. 
Although, I imagine a lot of coaches who didn't 
get him (Green) might think so." 

OTHER SCHOLARSHIPS? 

The Town Talk story, written by Paul Wap- 
pier, also reported that it was rumored that 
Green's sister and best friend had also received 
scholarships to Tech. 

I learned from other reliable sources this week 
that Green and his mother may have received 
clothes and been lavishly entertained-against 
NCAA rules. 

It was also rumored that GreenTech's second 
leading scorer and high rebounder, had been 
given summer job with the pay being much 
higher than the job normally calls for. 

In years past it has been said that Tech has had 
try-outs for prospects with the films of these 
sessions being analyzed later to decide who could 
fit into the Bulldog system and rate a scholar- 
ship. 

If basketball at Tech is the point of question 
and if the school is found guilty, several con- 
sequences could take place. Gulf States Con- 
ference officials would no doubt be forced into 
disciplining La. Tech and the NCAA would 
probably put the school on probation. 

Yet, the other GSC schools could suffer with 
the ' black-eye" image that illegal practices by 
Tech have caused.

Perhaps one of the most 
outstanding things about his 
career is that Johnny Mathis 
became an all-time great 
vocalist without succumbing to 
the countless "new" trends that 
besiege the music field about as 
often as the change of season.

Northwestern 's new $125,000 
presidential home is expected to 
be completed and ready for 
occupation by President Arnold 
R. Kilpatrick and his family 
within five weeks. 

"We hope to be moved in by 
May 15th," Mts. Kilpatrick said 
earlier this week. "The contract 
runs through June 1 but we're 
shooting for the middle of May to 
be able to move in." 

The construction of the house 
is only one phase of a multi- 
million dollar expansion project 
on the Northwestern campus. 
But, unlike the other buildings, 
the home is financed through 
special oil holdings and not from 
federal and state subsidies. 

Oil interests at Nicholls State 
College in Thibodaux provide the 
funds for building and 
renovation of presidents' homes 
for all state institutions, ac- 
cording to President Kilpatrick. 

Nicholls, McNeese State, and 
the University of Southwestern 
have benefited from the 
program before Northwestern. 
Louisiana Tech and 
Southeastern Louisiana are next 
in line for the use of the special 
income. 

Kilpatrick said, "Several 
years ago the State Board of 
Education drew up plans for the 
renovation and construction of 
presidential homes of state 
colleges using the money 
received from oil rights on the 
Nicholls campus. The funds are 
to be used only for that pur- 
pose." 

The State Board issued ap- 
proval for the home last 
December. 

Builders Service, Inc., of 
Natchitoches, is contractor for 
the new residence. Oscar C. 
Butler and E. P. Dobson Jr., 
local architects, designed the 
facility. 

French Styling 

In keeping with the popular 
architecture of early Louisiana 
and historic Natchitoches, the 
one and one-half story house is 
being built in French Colonial 
style. 



The front of the new home 
features six Doric columns 
similar to the ones that sup- 
ported the east gable of the 
famous Bullard Mansion in the 
early 1800's. The Bullard 
columns, rich in Northwestern 
tradition, still stand on the NSC 
campus. 

Included in the 16-room house 
are three bedrooms, four baths, 
a living room, dining room, den, 
breakfast room, kitchen, guest 
suite, family den, utility services 
room, and a maid's quarters. 

The president's new residence 
is under construction in the 
spacious area directly behind 
and east of the Northwestern 
Administration Building. 

The home faces scenic 
Chaplin's Lake and is ac- 
cessible by a circular drive off 
South Jefferson Street, which 
runs parallel to the lake. A two- 
car garage is located at the back 
of the house with a service drive 
leading directly to the Ad- 
ministration Building parking 
area. Old Home 

The Kilpatricks, a family of 
four, presently occupy a home 
built in 1928 and located on 
College Avenue in front of the 
NSC campus. Seven other 



Northwestern president?, 
starting with V. L. Roy, have 
lived in the old home. 

Plans call for converting the 
present residence into a Home 
Management House for the 
Home Economics Department 
when the Kilpatrick s~move to 
their modern 6,178 square foot 
house. 

The present Home 
Management House, now 
located near the Student Union 
in the center of the campus, will 
be moved to make room for 
badly needed parking lots, ac- 
cording to Kilpatrick. 
Open House 

Students and Natchitoches 
townspeople will have a chance 
to get a close-up view of the 
present home when Mrs. 
Kilpatrick hosts an open-house 
April 13-16. 

Seniors can visit April 13; 
freshmen April 14; sophomores 
April 15; and juniors April 16. 
Tours will be conducted from 
3:30 until 5 p.m. each day. 

Mrs. Kilpatrick said, "I hope 
the students take advantage of 
this opportunity to see our 
present living area if they are 
interested. We are happy to have 
this chance to present the 
home."

Muckraker Rides Again

This writer, as reported in the 
Current Sauce of three weeks 
ago, had decided not to write 
anymore because of the close 
proximity of the elections. 

However, I feel it imperative 
that Iput in this one last word. 
This article has to do with a 
subject which at first glance 
may stir negative feelings; but, 
at closer inspection, I hopefully 
feel the content can be received 
with a positive attitude. 

I an concerned with the 
passage of Amendment IV, 
which proposes to allocate a 
$5.25 increase in student fees to 
the Student Union Board. (In 
reality, there would only be a 
$3.25 increase in the fees 
because of reductions in others 
areas.) 

If this plan goes into effect, the 
S.U. Board will take over the 
duties of providing big name 
entertainment for the student 
body from the SGA. The SGA has 
'not been able to supply the 
students with the very best in 
entertainment over the past few 
years for two significant 
reasons. 

One is the lack of funds 
available under the present set- 
up (a certain number of ticket 
booklets must be sold just to 
break even), and the second 
reason is the inablity of the SGA 
to solve internal problems within 
itself. 

If the amendment was to pass 
the Student Union would be 
better adapted to handle the 
"Big Name Entertainment" just 
on the basis that it will be better 
funded. Students would also be 
admitted to the performances 
on their I.D. cards and the 
purchasing of entertainment 
booklets would be eliminated. 

Hopefully, with the added 
funds we would be able to get 



groups like "Blood, Sweat, and 
Tears" and Johnny Rivers and 
not just hear promises of better 
entertainment that are never 
fulfilled. Also, under the new. 
funding the Student Union 
would be able to put on better 
dances with better bands. 

Other attractions like movies, 
folk singing groups, and in the 
future ( probably the far, far, 
future) a student night club on 
campus could be begun to make 
student life at Northwestern 
more pleasurable and less 
tedious. 

The advantages are really too 
numerous to mention them all; 
especially for an increase in fees 
of only $3.25. Night life in this 
city leaves something to be 
desired to say the least. The 
SGA programs up to this time 
have not been able to provide 
enough diversions for the 
students, and I feel the SGA has 
admitted its inability to do so 
through this proposal. 
Therefore, I urge you to give the 
Student Union proposal a chance 
to succeed. 

Everyone Can Be Heard 

There is a common gripe 
during every school year about 
the way the SGA is run. 
However, the common feeling, 
probably true, is that nothing 
can be done. Well, the time for 
the student to do something has 
come. It is election time again. 

This is the chance for even the 
meekest voice to be effectively 
heard. In the past the minority 
has held sway on this campus. 
This situation must come to an 
end. 

We will soon be reaching a 
crossroads where we will either 
have to go forward or slip back- 
ward. And the important 
decisions of the 1970's should not 
in all sanity be decided by 
leaders elected by minorities. 



The Student Government 
Association met in the SGA 
Conference Room on April 6, 
1970 at 6 p.m. D. Martin called 
the meeting to order and led the 
group in the prayer followed by 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Roll 
was called. Absent were: 
Maxwell, Churchman, Burnette, 
Martin, Broussard, Hebert, 
Arieux, Gayle, Mayeux. Late 
were: Morgan and Carriere. 

Marmillion reported that the 
Spirit Award will be given 
Tuesday night at the Johnny 
Mathis Show. One fraternity, 
one sorority, and one non-Greek 
organization will receive 
awards. 

Henderson reported for the 
Elections Board. Monday night, 
April 13, there will be speeches 
in the Union Cafeteria for all 
candidates. The presidential 
candidates will have a question 
and answer period. Monday and 
Tuesday on closed circuit 
television in the Union, the 
presidential candidates will give 
speeches. 

All executive candidates will 
be able to have poll watchers to 
insure a fair election. The 
candidates will be informed that 
they are required to make 
speeches three to five minutes in 
length. 

Burgin asked why the janitors 
were taking down signs in the 
Arts and Sciences Building. 
Dean Fulton stated that Dr. 
Stokes had approved the placing 
of signs in the building and that 
he would look into this. 

O'Quin reported that Johnny 
Mathis posters had been placed 
on campus and in stores in the 
downtown district. 

D. Martin read a letter from 
the Louisiana Intercollegiate 
State Legislature. The group will 



meet in Baton Rouge April 30 to 
May 2 rather than the other 
scheduled time. 

Don Couvillion spoke before 
the SGA concerning Amendment 
Two. He requested the SGA 
retract this amemdment. He 
stated that each year the Drama 
Agency takes in approximately 
$5,000, and spends almost the 
entire amount. 

He felt that the surplus was 
needed for necessary changes. 
He remarked that the students 
were able to see four quality 
productions for only .50 cents, 
and if the fee was cut to .25 cents 
the students would be charged 
admission or else the number of 
productions would have to be 
cut. Nickerson moved that 
Amendment Two be retracted. 
Seconded by Burgin. Questioned 
by Marmillion. Motion carried. 

Nickerson announced that the 
school spirit amemdments had 
not been run in the newspaper 
for three weeks and would have 
to be before they could be voted 
on. 

D. Martin announced that the 
executive officers would set the 
date for the luncheon when new 
officers will be sworn in. 

Baker moved that the SGA 
recommend to the President of 
the College that they be officially 
recognized. Seconded by O'Quin. 
Questioned by Burgin. Motion 
carried. 

Marmillion asked about the 
possibilities of a college bus. 
Since the state board will not 
allow the college to purchase a 
bus, some other agency must. 

Johnny Hebert moved that the 
meeting be adjourned. Seconded 
by Pease. Motion carried. 
Meeting was adjourned. 
Respectfully submitted, 
Susan Nickerson, Secretary 
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Of the several amendments 
printed on this page that will go 
before the student body 
Tuesday, April 14, we have found 
one which is objectionable and 
deserves more than cursory 
consideration. 

The particular proposal 
(Amendment IX. Article IV. 
Legislative Branch. Sec. 2) 
concerns the eleigibility of the 
officers on the executive council 
of the Student Government 
Association. The proposal, if 
adopted, would require any 
candidate seeking the offices of 
vice-president, treasurer, 
secretary, and vice president of 
men to have one year of previous 
activity on the SGA. 

It may be true that the 
president of SGA should have 
more experience as he is the 
leader of the organization, but 
we consider the further 
restrictions on the remainder of 
the executive council a bit too 
close. 

With the relative lack of in- 
terest that is repeatedly ex- 
pressed in the area of seeking 
offices on SGA, it is probable 
that an even greater number of 



office-seekers will find them- 
selves unopposed for the offices 
mentioned above. 

In our opinion, such a measure 
would only tend to perpetuate 
the inadequacies of any par- 
ticular administration, and 
inhibit the tendency toward 
change if change is needed. 

Consider, for example, the 
slate of candidates for the 
executive council offices for this 
years' election. Only two of the 
seven candidates for executive 
seats have ever been in SGA. 

It is logical to assume that 
were this amendment already in 
effect, the candidates for SGA 
vice president and for treasurer 
would be unopposed, while the 
slot of vice president of men 
would be vacant. 

Is this the kind of SGA we 
would have running our student 
government at NSC? 

Unless this proposal is 
defeated at the polls Tuesday, it 
is highly possible— even 
probable-that students will no 
longer have the right to decide 
who will serve tham on the 
executive council of SGA.

time and place for the student 

body to periodically review the 

actions of SGA. I propose to hold 
the SGA meetings at least once 
each month in a larger room, 

perhaps the Student Union 

Ballroom, where all students 
who desire to do so may come 

and observe and ask questions. 

This same idea could be ex- 
tended to an open forum with 

administrators or other officials 

wherein students could ask 

questions and air gripes to open 
ears. 

Of course it would be foolish of 
me to make a long list of 
promises I would be obliged to 
fulfill after taking office, such as 
alleviating the entire financial 
crisis of Louisiana and in so 
doing raise this state to the top 
position in literacy.

Democracy, while oftentimes 
the least violent of the governing 
processes, can hardly be called 
the most orderly. The campaign 
confusion prevalent on the NSC 
campus at this time and which 
will probably continue into part 
of next week offers ample 
evidence of this fact. 

The whole area is virtually 
permeated with the posters of 
the various candidates running 
for SGA offices and one sees an 
unusual amount of handshaking, 
back patting, and innocuous 
smiling. 

( Speaking of posters, someone 
is going to have to deal with a 
massive litter problem after the 
election Tuesday.) 

But does the end result of all 
the hustle and bustle and 
maneuvers by those vying for 
offices really have any validity 
here at Northwestern? I am 
referring to the elective process 
itself. 

According to democratic 
theory the purpose of elections is 
to allow the majority of the 
governed to chose their own 
leaders. However, at NSC this 
doesn't seem to be the case. 

In last year's general campus 
elections only about 1000 out of 
approximately 5000 students 
eligible to vote took the in- 
significant amount of time and 
trouble to do so. Dean Dudley 
Fulton said that a 25 percent 
voter turnout for a campus 
election is considered excellent. 

Such a situation is very un- 
desirable for a simple reason. 
Any minority segment with 
special or selfish interests could 
band together, wage an in- 
tensive campaign for its can- 
didate, and then block vote. 
Thereby, it could gain control of 
most positions of student 
authority. 

Who, raised under the 
democratic tradition of majority 
rule, would be completely 
satisfied to live and attend 
college at an institution where 
these conditions are common? 

The student can easily do his 
part to prevent a minority 
element from taking over his 
student government by voting in 
the campus elections. 

Perhaps a statement issue 
made by President Kilpatrick 
concerning this matter of voter 
apathy will provide some food 
for thought: 

"I would like to urge the 
student body to exercise their 
right as a citizen and NSC 
student to participate in the 
upcoming elections. 

"At a time when young people 
all over the nation are crying for 
a change in the voting age, we 
find that many in this age group 
are not even voting in their own 
campus elections. 

"I believe that greater par- 
ticipation in campus elections 
would act as favorable evidence 
to show legislators that people 
under 21 deserve to vote in 
national elections." 

Besides the apparant lack of 
voter participation, there is 
another aspect of these campus 
elections which tends to make 



them a mere bureaucratic 
formality. Two senior offices 
will remain vacant because no 
one cared to run for them. Also 
out of the 20 SGA positions being 
voted on, six of the candidates 
are running unopposed. What a 
great demonstration of 
democracy in action ! 

Precht Is the Man 

Even though a few offices 
aren't so much as filled, an in- 
teresting race for student body 
president has developed. The 
three candidates running, David 
Precht, Spanky Baker, and Val 
Marmillion, all have relatively 
different platforms and ideas 
about student government. 

Precht can be called the 
"candidate for change". He sees 
the SGA of the past as being an 
ineffective body which will have 
to be completely revamped and 
reorganized before any 
progressive legislation can be 
brought about. 

Maybe a new face and new 
blood at the helm of the SGA 
would bring an end to the 
lethargy blanketing the 
organization at this time. 
Precht 's being elected would 
certainly do much to eliminate 
the self-propagating heirarchy 
inherent in the SGA. 

Marmillion seems to exem- 
plify the common notion of an 
idea man. He says he will 
initiate a number of new 
programs and services when he 
gets in office. Admittedly, some 
of his ideas deserve merit, but he 
will have to get them in action 
within the framework of a 
commonly inactive SGA. Is he 
politician enough to get anything 
done without improving the SGA 
itself? 

Baker, while he has done some 
good work in his position as AMS 
president, is deeply involved in 
matters outside the local 
campus. Students for Quality 
Education in Louisiana (SQEL), 
with which he is affiliated, will 
take up a good deal of his time, 
Even if some relief for the 
money problems of Louisiana's 
colleges does come out of his 
work with SQEL he cannot help 
but to neglect to some degree his 
duties as president here at 
NSC. 

Candidates Will Speak 

Any voter who is interested 
enough to hear what the 
presidential candidates have to 
say will simply have to go to the 
Student Union or the school 
cafeteria. Jack Hoffstadt has 
engineered a commendable 
program by which a video tape 
was made of the three can- 
didates giving their platform 
speeches. He has set up 
television sets in the two 
locations mentioned above and 
plans to show this tape on the 
screens Monday and Tuesday. 

The candidates for the other 19 
SGA offices will be given a 
chance to make three to five 
speeches Monday at 7 p.m. in the 
Student Union Cafeteria. One 
could definitely vote more 
wisely if he heard what the 
people running have to say.

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Plans Are Underway 
For A New Library

Plans for a new library facility 
are currently underway at 
Northwestern. The plans are 
presently being drawn up by two 
firms: DeKeyzer, Ponthie, & 
Boutte, architects & engineers, 
Alexandria, and L. Jaco 
LeBlanc, architect, Lafayette. 

According to Donald 
Mackenzie, head librarian, the 
I building is designed as a three- 
story structure. It will be con- 
structed so as to allow two ad- 
ditional floors later. 

Grant Awarded 
To NSC 
Professor 

NATCHITOCHES— Dr. 
Millard J. Bienvenu, head of the 
Department of Sociology and 
Social Work at Northwestern 
State College, has been awarded 
a $4,580 training grant by the 
U.S. Office of Juvenile 
Delinquency and Youth 
Development. 

Grant funds, which are ad- 
ministered by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
will be used for a five-day in- 
stitute on Techniques of Family 
Group Counseling in Delinquent 
and Potentially-Delinquent 
Youth. 

Bienvenu, a practicing family 
and marriage counselor and 
former juvenile probation of- 
ficer, will serve as director of 
the institute, which has been 
scheduled for June 1-5. 

This marks the second 
straight year that HEW has 
awarded the grant to Bienvenu, 
who has authored numerous 
articles in the field of family- 
youth relations and is also 
director of the NSC Family 
Study Center. 

Dr. Richard Galloway, 
associate professor of special 
education at Northwestern, has 
been appointed to serve as 
assistant director of the project. 
Several consultants from 
various areas of family coun- 
seling will complete the institute 
staff. 

Special focus .during the in- 
stitute will be placed on family 
interviewing, family dynamics 
and diagnosis, with some depth 
study on family and in- 
terpersonal relations. Bienvenu 
said family group counseling is a 
relatively new trend in working 
with children who are showing 
difficulties in their adjustment 
to daily living. 

Participating in the program 
will be personnel working with 
delinquent or potentially 
delinquent youth. Institute 
participants will include 
probation officers, child welfare 
workers, training school per- 
sonnel, mental health personnel, 
headstart social workers, and 
school guidance counselors. 



In its original configuration 
(three stories) the building will 
comprise a little less than 
100,000 sq. ft. and be capable of 
housing 340,000 volumes and up 
to 1,300 readers. 

Also included in the plans are 
facilities for smoking in the 
main library, although smoking 
will not be allowed in the reading 
rooms. 

MacKenzie, head of the 
since 1964, added that one of the 
major goals of the new structure 
will be to provide a good en- 
vironment to promote study and 
research, for both students and 
faculty. 

The plans also provide for 
enough space for the Louisiana 
Room to be moved back into the 
library proper. The Louisiana 
Room has currently been oc- 
cupying approximately 10,000 
sq. ft. of the fourth floor of the 
Arts & Sciences building since it 
was opened in 1968. 

When asked why the Louisiana 
Room was originally moved out 
of the library, MacKenzie said 
that since the extra space was 
needed, it was felt that moving 
the Louisiana Room would be 
least harmful. MacKenzie ex- 
plained that even though he was 
opposed to having "satellite" 
type libraries, it was believed 
that moving the Louisiana Room 
would be least detrimental to 
students research. 

MacKenzie also commented 
that one of the main problems in 
building a new library was to 
find a location in a centralized 
area. Thus, to be located near 
the present site of Scheib Hall, a 
men's dormitory, the new 
structure will replace the 
current Russell Library which 
was built in 1936. 

Named for Miss Scharlie E. 
Russell, librarian from 1910 to 
1940, the present library was 
remodeled in 1956-57. This 
remodeling not only doubled the 
usable area, but also provided 
more adequate lighting 
facilities. 

The present library contains 
only 42,000 sq. ft. of floor space 
land approximately 165,000 
volumes. 

As plans now stand the new 
building will be constructed 
entirely from state funds ob- 
tained from the sale of bonds. 
Bids for the project are expected 
to be let in late summer or early 
fall and, if approved, con- 
struction will begin then.

Young Americans (under 30), 
who are now traveling widely 
and in larger numbers than ever 
before, represent the greater 
number of U.S. nationals 
arrested abroad for narcotics 
violations. Most of them are 
unaware of the grave potential 
consequences of violating the 
laws of a foreign country, and of 
the limited capability of their 
government to assist them if 
they are arrested overseas. 
Some are the dupes of drug 
peddlers who subsequently 
inform on them to the 
authorities. 

The penalties for narcotics 
violations in most countries are 
severe. The charge; whether 
possession or, more serious, 
trafficking, is usually deter- 
mined on the basis of the 
quantity of narcotics involved. 
Possession of more than 500 
grams results in a minimum of 
six years in jail plus a heavy fine 
in some countries; one to three 
years in a "detoxification 
asylum", usually a mental 
hospital, in others. Trafficking 
in drugs evokes a penalty of ten 
years to life in others. 

Prison conditions are 
sometimes primitive. Pretrial 
confinement of those charged 
can be prolonged as long as one 
year without bail in some 
countries. Language difficulties 



compound the tragedy. 

Americans traveling abroad 
are subject to the laws of the 
country they are visiting; they 
are not protected by U.S. laws. 
The U.S. Government can only 
seek to ensure that the American 
is not discriminated against. 

When a U.S. citizen is arrested 
abroad, U.S. consular officials 
move quickly to protect his 
rights, but the laws of the 
country where the arrest takes 
place determine what those 
rights are. 

Whenever possible, an 
American consular officer visits 
the detainee on learning of hb 
.arrest, informs him of his rights, 
and provides him with a list of 
local attorneys from which to 
select defense counsel. He will 
also notify the friends or family 
of the detainee, if this is wished. 

The consul reports the arrest 
and subsequent developments to 
the Department of State. He is in 
regular contact with the 
detainee, his attorney, and local 
officials to determine how the 
detainee is being treated, and to 
make sure that processing of the 
legal charges is not unduly 
delayed. He also does whatever 
is possible to solve any dif- 
ficulties which may result from 
the conditions of detention. 

Under U.S. law, official U.S. 
funds cannot be used to pay legal 
fees or other expenses for an 
indigent American detainee.

"We feel strongly that the 
answer to drug control is 
education." This is the con- 
clusion of two young men who 
know whereof they speak. 
Richard E. Horman and Allan 
M. Fox (twenty-four and twenty- 
two-years-old respectively) 
have both been active in the 
establishment and direction of 
Temple University's unique 
Drug Education Activities unit 
and counseled and lectured 
widely on drug abuse. 

In an effort to provide the 
public with an up-to-date, 
comprehensive report of the 
findings of experts in all aspects 
of drug usage, Horman and Fox 
have brought together a 
distillation of over 2,000 articles 
and papers on drugs published in 
the last five years. DRUG 
AWARENESS: Key Documents 
on LSD, Marijuana, and the 
Drug Culture was published as a 
Discus paperback original by 
Avon Books on March 20th. 

Some of the points covered in 
the anthology, which includes an 
introduction and commentary 
by the editors, are: 

1. Definitions of the basic 
terms involved in drug usage, 
e.g., narcotics, sedatives, 
tranquilizers, stimulants, 
hallucinogens, addiction, 
habituation, drug dependence. 

2. How various drugs affect the 
body's processes. 

3. Why different people are 
affected variously by drug 
usage. 

4. The side effects of drugs. 

5. The historic backgrounds 
and major trends in drug abuse. 

6. Why young people today are 
turning to drugs. 

7. Position statements 
illustrating how public schools 
and colleges, as well as medical 
and governmental agencies, 
regard America's growing drug 
problem. 

Among the articles are in- 
dictments such as that of Sidney 
Cohen, M.D. (Director, Division 
of Narcotic Addiction and Drug 
Abuse, National Institute of 
Mental Health) who argues that 
legalization of marijuana would 
not, as some have suggested, 
alleviate the worst drug problem 
we have, that of alcohol. Instead, 
contends Dr. Cohen, we would 
add an unknown number of 
chronic potheads. 

As the ultimate goal of today's 
"mindless search for pleasure," 



Dr. Cohen envisions, in the not- 
too-distant future a system by 
which electrodes would be 
planted in the pleasure centers 
of the midbrain, so that, with the 
push of a button, an individual 
might experience sexual ec- 
stasy, the satisfaction of food 
satiation, or a variety of other- 
pleasures. 

Examining the roots of the 
increase in student drug abuse, 
Kenneth Kenniston, Ph. D. 
(Associate Professor of 
Psychiatry, Yale University 
School of Medicine) cites two 
major factors. Today's extreme 
academic pressures, coupled 
with a flood of external stimuli, 
tend to make the student feel cut 
off from the real meaning of life 
and unable to feel anything 
intensely. 

The motives of student drug 
users, Dr. Kenniston points out, 
are rarely simply anti-social or 
"thrill-seeking." "On the con- 
trary," he observes, "they 
almost always involve a 
legitimate (if misguided) search 
for ultimate meaning and 
contact with the world," 

Discussing the serious com- 
plications that may result from 
use of LSD, Gerald D. Klee, 
M.D. (Professor of Psychiatry, 
Temple University School of 
Medicine) remarks, "It is a 
profound irony that a drug which 
has been shown to cause severe 
mental derangement and which 
was considered a strong can- 
didate as a chemical warfare 
agent in the '50's, has been 
hailed as the source of expanded 
consciousness, wisdom and 
delight for mankind in the '60's." 

Nevertheless, Dr. Klee points 
out, "control of drug traffic by 
law enforcement agencies has 
not been generally effective, and 
for some young people it even 
serves as an inducement since 
there is nothing they like better 
than a sense of adventure and 
the opportunity to flirt with 
danger." 

Dr. Klee believes that the 
greatest hope for a solution to 
the student drug problem lies in 
the development of student 
organizations to distribute 
responsible and accurate in- 
formation on drugs with advice 
from authorities in the field.

Black Knights Compete 
In National Competition 



The Black Knights, Nor- 
thwestern State College's 
nationally-acclaimed drill team, 
will leave for Washington, D.C., 
Monday to compete in the an- 
nual Cherry Blossom Festival. 

Maj. Bill Cone, Black Knights 
sponsor said the military drill 
team will compete Thursday in 
National Intercollegiate Drill 
Competition and will perform 
the following day in the Cherry 
Blossom Festival Parade. 

Twenty-one cadets have been 
conducting daily drills in 
preparation for the national 
competition for the past two 
months. Serving as the new 
cadet commander of the Black 
Knights will be David Morris, a 
junior industrial arts major 
from Jonesville. 

The Black Knights have been 
to the national competition three 
times and have captured first 
place trophies at all three 
festivals. Northwestern won 
first place in drill competition in 
the spring of 1967, but financial 
difficulties have prevented the 
cadets from competing in the 



event for the past two^ears. 

Former governor James A. 
Noe of Monroe donated $1,000 to 
the college this year to send the 
Black Knights to the national 
competition. 

On their way to the festival, 
the Black Knights will stop in 
Monroe to present a special 
performance for Noe. During the 
ceremonies, Noe will be made an 
honorary member of the Black 
Knights. 

President Arnold R. 
Kilpatrick of Northwestern will 
present the former governor 
with the Nth degree award, one 
of the top honors given by the 
college, and cadet commander 
Thomas Swindell of Shreveport 
will present the honorary Black 
Knight award. 

Last year, during the Southern 
Invitational Drill Meet at 
Louisiana State University, the 
Black Knights won first place, 
defeating Texas A & M 
University, which was the first- 
place winner in the Cherry 
Blossom Festival. 



A deep southern county has 
gone to the polls for the first time 
since the black community had 
been enfranchised. Without 
getting a single white vote, a 
black man is elected sheriff. 
Charged with keeping order and 
enforcing the law, facing the 
antagonism and lack of 
cooperation from whites who 
refuse to accept a black sheriff 
and blacks who seek to foment 
racial hate, this man finds 
himself on the edge of an ex- 
plosive volcano. 

This is the premise of MGM's 
Ralph Nelson Film, 
"...tick.. .tick.. .tick...," a power- 
packed topical drama, brought 
to the screen with a power- 
packed cast. Its stars are Jim 
Brown, George Kennedy and 
Fredric March. Brown, in the 
pivotal role of the first Negro 
sheriff of Colusa County, plays 
his first role with a racial theme. 
Kennedy, Academy Award 
winner for his portrayal in "Cool 
Hand Luke," plays the disposed 
white sheriff trapped tetween 
the inborn beliefs of honor and 
duty and the reality of "now." 
Fredric March, twice the winner 
of the Academy Award for Best 
Actor, is seen as the town's 
veteran mayor, accustomed to 
controlling his county until he 
becomes the caustic catalyst 
around whom Brown and 
Kennedy build a formidable 
alliance. 

Brown's auto is vandalized, 
his deputy is stomped, he incurs 
the wrath of his own DeoDle when 
he takes into custody a Negro 
who has raped a teenager. But 
the big test comes when he 
arrests a drunken white boy who 
has killed a child in an auto 
accident. This boy happens to be 
the son of the nearby county's 
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most powerful man, and when 
Brown refuses to release the son, 
the father organizes a posse to 
descend on the town and release 
the boy by force. 

Brown's first thought is to call 
on federal troops to protect the 
jail, but the Mayor doesn't want 
any "Washington peek-a-boos" 
to come to Colusa. Brown and 
Kennedy then go to a popular 
tavern, where the sheriff ex- 
plains the situation,tells the men 
that he has ten black deputies 
and needs ten white. If only 
Negroes resist the invaders from 
the other county, a race riot is 
likely to result. Despite his plea, 
none of the white men responds. 

The outcome and climax of the 
subsquent confrontation will not 
be revealed here. It is as 
suspenseful as it is explosive. 

"...tick... tick.. .tick..." was 
produced by Ralph Nelson and 
James Lee Barrett. Nelson, 
whose credits include "Charly" 
and "Lilies of the Field," also 
directed the Panavision and 
Metrocolor film, which was 
written by Barrett. 

A distinguished co-starring 
cast includes Lynn Carlin, Oscar 
nominee for her film debut role 
in "Faces," Don Stroud, Janet 
MacLachlan, Richard Elkins, 
Clifton James, and Bob Ran- 
dom. 

"...tick.. .tick.. .tick..." It could 
be the sound of a century-old 
courthouse clock marking the 
seconds as the citizens 
reexamine their concept of 
democracy. It could be the tick 
of a time bomb about to explode 
an American myth. Or it could 
be the cheap alarm clock a 
woman hears as she wonders if a 
community's sanity is worth her 
husband's life.

Watts, a five-foot, ten-inch 
guard, came away from the 
feast with two individual honors. 
The indomitable Demon was 
voted the player with the most 
hustle on the team, and he tied 
for the Best Defensive Player 
award. 

A two-time all-starter during 
his high school days in French 
Settlement, Watts carried a 15.5 
scoring average during his 
senior year. The leader of the 
hustling Demons of 1969-70 
wound up his career in 13th 
position on the all-time scoring 
list with 941 points. Watts was 
also the best playmaker in 
recent years tallying 243 assists 
during his last three seasons. 

Tying Watts for the honor of 
Best Defensive Player was 
Jerry Masters, a six-foot, three- 
inch forward who maintained a 



starting position during his 
junior and senior seasons 
primarily due to his defensive 
ability. Masters, who prepped at 
Florien High, averaged an even 
9.0 points per game this past 
season. But his biggest con- 
tribution was defense and hustle. 

Head Coach Tynes Hildebrand 
and assistant coach Don Beasley 
passed out two other individual 
awards Monday night. These 
awards, based on statistics 
rather than votes, went to 
sophomore Carlton Walding as 
the best free throw shooter, and 
to Allen Posey as the best 
scholar on the team.

Association title went to the 
Purple and White. 

This cuccess story marks the 
initial time that a college 
division squad has captured both 
major crowns in the same year 
and gives Northwestern 's gym 
team the No. 1 rank in the 
nation. 

NSC accumulated 153.10 points 
in the NAIA meet to outdistance 
Eastern Michigan (145.40) and 
Stout State of Wisconsin, the host 
(133.15). 

Agile Ellas won the all-around 
and was followed by Tickenoff in 
the runner up slot with 
McGartlin placing sixth. 

Within a week after the NAIA 
victory, Vega got his biggest 
coaching thrill in his three 
productive years at Nor- 
thwestern when he saw his 
charges edge Southern Con- 
necticut 160.25-159.30 for the 
historic NCAA championship in 
Philadelphia. 

The "Big Three", Tickenoff, 
Ellas, and McGartlin, again lead 
the quest for the title" with first, 
second, and sixth place finishes 
in the all-around respectively. 

However three others, Doug 
Brown, Bill Luciano, and Bob 
Quintanales also provided 
support to give NSC a small but 
talented unit.

The Black Knights, Nor- 
thwestern's R.O.T.C. drill team, 
competed last week in the an- 
nual Cherry Blossom Festival in 
Washington, D.C. 

The Knights brought home a 
second place trophy in marching 
competition with Texas A&M 
taking the first place trophy. 

According to Maj. Clifford 
Eby, acting professor of military 
science at Northwestern, the 
team competed last Thursday in 
national intercollegiate drill 
competition and marched in last 
Friday's Cherry Blossom 
Festival Parade. 

While enroute to Washington, 
the team stopped in Monroe to 
give a special performance for a 
former governor, James A. Noe. 
Having viewed the Knights' 
performance in NSC's 1969 
Homecoming activities, Noe 
made a pledge of $1,000 to help 
make it possible for the team to 
take their Washington trip. 

Maj. Eby pointed out that at 
present there is a move in 
Congress to pass legislation for 
financial aid to R.O.T.C. units 
such as the Black Knights. 

Although the Knights usher at 
football and basketball games in 
an attempt to raise enough 
money for their trips, the funds 
often are insufficient. Last 
week's competition in 
Washington was the first trip the 
local unit has been able to make 
this year. However, the group 
hopes to travel to Baton Rouge 
later this spring to compete in 
LSU's Gulf States Drill Meet. 

Though the Black Knights 
were unable to attend the 
national competition last year, 
they were successful in out- 
performing the drill team from 
Texas A&M in LSU's com- 
petition: regulation, platoon, 
fancy platoon, squad, and in- 
dividual. When performing 
fancy drills the local group 



the Black Knights were 
organized in 1956 by an NSC 
cadet, Joseph Francis. Francis 
at that time was the commander 
of Headquarters Company in the 
local ROTC unit. Francis is 
better known today as Lt. Col. 
Francis, who is currently 
stationed at the Pentagon in 
Washington. 

Upon arriving in Washington, 
the Black Knights were met by 
Col. Francis and several other 
military personnel who were at 
one time Black Knights here at 
Northwestern. 

Included in this group of ex- 
Black Knights is Maj. Bill Cone, 
the current sponsor of NSC's 
Black Knight Drill Team. Maj.

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By Patrick Cook 
While extracting memorabilia 
of my past English-Literature 
courses, I felt compelled, with 
my new found power of this 
column, to even an old score on 
the interpretation of symbolism.

Sam 
Levenson, on the other hand, 
would point out certain symbols 
proving Henry to be Jewish.

All students currently enrolled 
.at NSC (except part-time 
graduate students enrolled in 
evening and or Saturday 
classes) must pre-register for 
the Summer or Fall of 1970 
according to the instructions 
which follow. You are advised to 
pre-register even though you do 
not plan to enroll in the Summer 
or Fall. If you fail to pre-register 
at the proper time you will not be 
allowed to begin registration 
before the time for late 
registrants.

Speculations were 
a dime a dozen, and the real 
results were probably the ones 
projected least often. 

At any rate, Precht and Baker 
will have to continue the battle 
until next tuesday. Let's hope 
the run-off campaign doesn't 
degenerate into a mud slinging, 
name calling mess as has been 
the case in the past. 
To Revive The SGA Vote Precht 
In observing this campaign, a 
voter could have made some 
interesting observations and 
easily drawn his conclusion to 
vote for either Precht or Baker. 
Most voters have possibly made 
up their mind already. 

However, here a few con- 
siderations, not intended as any 
sort of slur on Baker's character 
or reputation, that might cause a 
moment's hesitation when 
making the decision on who to 
vote for. 

Those who attended the 
candidates speech session in the 
S.U. cafeteria last Monday may 
remember the incident in which 
a question was asked of Baker 
and he immediately turned to 
Dean Fulton for an answer.

The SGA needs a strong-will^ 
and completely confident 
president if it is to come out of it, 
present "hibernation". Precht 
can be the man to provide this 
needed leadership. Evidence of 
his leadership abilities can be 
seen right in this paper. 

When he took over thig 
publication it wasn't anything 
the college even wanted to have 
associated with its name. To be 
sure, the Current Sauce isnt 
any "New York Times", but at 
least the paper is a bit more 
polished and it looks a great deal 
better since Precht worked tt 
make it full size. 

Baker has been campaigning 
on the promise he will oV 
something to make the 
Legislature cough up money 
needed to bail the college out o( 
"Debtor's prison." How does 
Baker propose to get any money 
from the Legislature when the 
Mafia has a firm grip on a good 
portion of the revenue in this 
state? (See last week's issue of 
"Life" magazine.) 

Rebuilding Needed 

From all indications Precht jj 
sincere in his ambitions to' 
reorganize and revamp the no» 
unweildy machinery of the 
SGA. A few ways come to mind 
as to how he can carry out his 
plans. 

One method would be to 
eliminate the present system of 
representation on the body and 
install representatives from the 
more important and functional 
organizations on campus. He 
class officers would not have to 
be done away with. They, like 
everyone else, would have one 
vote. The addition of two or three 
members-at-large could prove 
beneficial also. 

Quoted below are a few words 
of Precht's that might give 
some idea of his attitudes 
towards being elected to the post 
of SGA president: "I see the 
potential for transforming 
Northwestern into more thai 
just a place where people go to 
get a college degree or stay out 
of the draft. And I have great 
expectations for creating an 
atmosphere of social and 
political, as well as intellectual 
awareness at NSC'

The student who will work this 
summer or is working now is in 
for good news. He can now 
receive as much as $1,825 
completely TAX-FREE in 1970. 
This help for the student comes 
as a result of the massive Tax 
Reform Law which came about 
in the last days of 1969. 

In general, he can avoid 
having any tax withheld on his 
earnings from his vacation or 
other jobs. 

Now the student won't have to 
file an income tax return for '70 
if the student's '70 income is not 
more than $1,700 and or the 
student's net earnings from self- 
employment is no more than 
$400. 

Even though the student's 
income this year may exceed 
$600, his parents may still claim 
a deduction for him. Of course, 
the student must be under the 
age of 19 or , tf 19 or over , he must 
be a full-time student or pur- 
suing a full-time on-farm 
training course (and meet the 
other usual tests for a depen- 
dent). 

This tax news is important to 
the student in helping him figure 
precisely how much he can 
spend. 

This is how the break-down for 
the student tax exemptions fall 
out: 

—The student has his own 
persona! exemption. This is now 
up to $b2o for 1970. 



— The new low-income 
allowance (similar to the 
minimum standard deduction). 
This comes to $1,100 for 1970. 

If the student owns stock, he is 
entitled to receive $100 of 
dividends tax-free. This is the so- 
called dividend exclusion. 

There is more good news for 

the students who will be 
working. The students' income 
over the exemption level will be 
taxed at the lowest rates. 

For instance, as a single 
taxpayer, the student's taxable 
income up to $500 is taxed at a 
bottom 14 percent rate; between 
$500 and $1,000 the student's 
taxable income rate is taxed at 
15 percent. Between $1,000 and 
$1,500, the rate is 16 percent, etc. 

Also, if the student is a single 
taxpayer, he will get a tax rate 
break on all his taxable income 
over $4,000 starting in '71. 

What other strategies are 
suggested by this report? One 
hint to parents suggested by 
Leon Gold, chief tax expert of 
the Research Institute of 
America, is to "consider using 
temporary trusts to split income 
with your children and save on 
taxes." 

The objective of the hike in 
exemptions and low-income 
allowance is to remove millions 
of impoverished American 
families from the tax polls. For 
students it will be a tax bonanza. 



In following with the policy of 
allowing a faculty member or 
administrator to express his 
views on various matters, the 
Current Sauce chose to in- 
terview Dr. Ronald Dennis this 
week. 

Dr. Dennis has been a 
professor of elementary 
education at NSC for the past 
five years, and during that time 
he has served as chairman of the 
Student Publications Com- 
mittee. He attended La. Tech 
and Mississippi College and 
received his doctorate at the 
University of Alabama. 

The following are some of his 
observations concerning the 
financial crisis facing Nor- 
thwestern and other Louisiana 
colleges at the present time: 

Current Sauce: If a finger had 
to be necessarily pointed at 
someone, who would you say 
deserves the blame for the 
financial plight of the state's 
colleges? 

Dennis: I don't know that the 
blame can be laid on any specific 
person. However, some mem- 
bers of the State Board of 
Education and of the Legislature 
have definitely not measured up 
to their responsibilities towards 
the colleges and universities of 
Louisiana. 

Current Sauce: Are the 
Legislature and the State Board 
trying to do anything now to help 
get the colleges back on their 
feet, especially NSC? 

Dennis: Northwestern 's state 
funds have been consistently cut 
over the past three years. Right 
now the Legislature is in the 
process of trying to give Nor- 
thwestern back some of the 
money which was taken away 
last year. To be sure, this money 
will be a tremendous help if we 
get it. But I think the public 
should realize that these funds 
are only money given to the 
college to operate on in the past. 
What it adds up to is just a 
i estoration of money the college 
should have received in the past. 
It will help up to continue 
operation, but it will not be 
enough for NSC to move for- 
ward. 

Current Sauce: What im- 
mediate action can be taken to 
make NSC a progressive college 
again? 



Dennis: Massive in- 
creases in appropriations will be 
necessary to get us back on par 
with other colleges of our size 
around the nation. What is bad is 
that Northwestern is not the only 
college in Louisiana with a 
shortage of funds. Every other 
school, with the possible ex- 
ception of LSU, is in the same 
boat as we are. 

Current Sauce: What do you 
think the administration, the 
alumni, and the sudents have 
been or can do to alleviate the 
situation? 

Dennis: It seems to me that 
the administration has been 
doing every thing in its power to 
wring more money out of the 
State Board. The alumni, too, 
have been doing a fine job by 
providing some financial sup- 
port and moral backing. The 
students themselves have been 
very patient with the State 
Legislature for the past three or 
four years. 

There are educational op- 
portunities and services the 
college students need and want 
and they have waited a long 
time for them. I'm not sure that 
the students are willing to wait 
much longer. The legislators 
better start listening tc the 
students because many of them 
are already voters or will be so 
soon. 

Current Sauce: Perhaps you 
have heard of a student rally to 
be held in Baton Rouge May 11 to 
convince the Legislature that the 
money situation is critical. Do 
you think the college students of 
the state will accomplish 
anything by this responsible 
protest? 

Dennis: The rally at the 
capital will serve a good purpose 
if the students go down there to 
ask for money. However, if this 
thing evolves into something 
else they will be defeating their 
purpose. 

The rally at USL a few weeks 
ago seemed like a progressive 
movement. Some good plans and 
actions came out of it. 

I think with the organization of 
the group called Students for 
Quality Education in Louisiana 
the movement will carry more 
weighty with the Legislature than 
would some SGA group because 



the general student population is 
better represented. 

It's possible that there could 
be almost 100,000 students in 
Baton Rouge that day, a voice 
the Legislature couldn't ignore. 
But it seems a little ridiculous 
that the students, who are never 
given credit for being leaders in 
such matters, have to resort to 
such action to get money 
because the supposed real 
leaders across the state failed to 
do something. 

Current Sauce: Do you have 
some idea how members of the 
Legislature feel about the issue? 

Dennis: One of the local 
congressmen with whom I have 
talked lately seems to un- 
derstand how critical the 
situation is and he wants to help. 
I don't understand where all the 
tax money collected in Louisiana 
is going, but I can understand 
why the Legislature doesn't 
want to increase taxes any 
more. Any tax raise tends to 
make congressmen unpopular 
with the voters. 

If we can believe what comes 
out of Baton Rouge, the 
Legislature must make a choice 
between raising taxes or the 
tuition. 

Current Sauce: What sort of 
influence has the chronic 
shortage of money had on NSC? 

Dennis: Some very obvious 
effects are the losses of about 35 
faculty members. Certainly this 
will cut down on the number of 
sections open and on the variety 
of courses offered. Those of us 
who are still here aren't able to 
attend professional meetings 
because we aren't able to get 
transportation. Also, we can't 
subscribe to professional trade 
publications. These are the 
sources we have of keeping up to 
date with the latest develop- 
ments in our fields and of getting 
fresh ideas. 

Current Sauce: Are there any 
areas here on campus where cut- 
backs could be made for the sake 
of improving the college 
scholastically until we get 
relief? 

Dennis: I don't know where we 
could cut back anymore on 
campus. Cuts have been made in 
the past and they just weren't 
enough to make much dif- 
ference. 



Sometimes we get to feeling 
that if the State Legislature and 
Board of Education won't help 
us we should start to restrict off 
enrollment. This would be > 
harsh measure, but it may take 
something like this to bring the 
problem to the public eye 

Current Sauce: Do you thinl 
the appeals system as it exists 
here is detrimental to the quality 
of education? 

Dennis: I believe it would be I 
mistake to do away with tr* 
appeals system all together 
There are many cases in which I 
student just out of high school 
comes to college and doesnl 
apply himself the first semester 
Perhaps he plays around the 



second semester also. But 1* resigned foil 



may come to realize the 
portance of a college educate 
before it is too late, and 1" 
should be given another chanC 
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However, I think the appe^ 
committee should be extremell 
selective about which student 
deserve a second chance. 1* 
student should really ha^ 
convinced the committee thatt" 
is now serious. If he doesn't do * 
then he shouldn't be allowed * 
come back to school.

Current Sauce: What do f* 
think of the appropriati"' 
system whereby the colleges & 
granted money on the basis ' 
the total number of hours " 
credit taken by the wh" 1 ' 
student body?

Gymnastics Coach Is Multi-talented 

Coach Armando Vega, 
gymnastics coach and physical 
education instructor at Nor- 
thwestern State College, is a 
former Olympic gymnast. 

Vega is a graduate of Penn 
State University. While at- 
tending Penn State he won most 
of his fame as a gymnast and 
was the nation's leading gym- 
nast in the late 1950's. 

He won 24 first places in the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) and 
Amateur Athletic Union (AAU) 
national championships and 15 
first place titles in the Eastern 
Intercollegiate Championships. 
Vega was also named All 
American mentionable. 

Vega competed in the Olympic 
Games in Melbourne in 1956 and 
in Tokyo in 1964.He has placed in 
dual competition, but has not 
placed in the Olympic Games. 
He has competed in three 
straight World Games, including 
the 1958 World Games in 
Moscow. 

The Russian Gymnastics 
Federation presented Vega with 
an award because he was the 
first American in gymnastics 
history to defeat Russian 
competition in international 
competition.

* Cactus Flower' 
Review 
Favorable 

In "Cactus Flower," producer 
Mike Frankovich and Columbia 
have come up with another 
winner. If anything, the suc- 
cessful Broadway play has 
improved in its transition from 
the stage to the screen. The 
casting is perfect, and the 
performances by the small cast 
under the direction of Gene Saks 
are memorable. 

The film marks the first ap- 
pearance of Ingrid Bergman in a 
Hollywood film in 20 years. A 
fine actress, she is still a stun- 
ning woman, and her popularity 
remains undiminished with 
American audiences. She plays 
her role with a deft, sure touch 
which will charm viewers. 

Walter Matthau also turns in a 
strong performance as the 
philandering Manhattan dentist. 
The two old pros, though, are 
somewhat upstaged by film 
newcomer Goldie Hawn, who 
plays Matthau's nutty girl 
friend. She is an inspired clown, 
and one has to go back to Judy 
Holliday to find an actress as 
adept at playing a "dumb 
blonde." 

Hawn already has a con- 
siderable following from her 
weekly appearances on NBC 
TV's top-rated "Laugh-In" and 
has just signed an exclusive 
three year contract with the 
network to star in a number of 
specials during the next several 
years. 

While Lenz fails to impress, 
Jack Weston is funny as Mat- 
thau's coarse friend, and his 
girl, Eve Bruce, in a bit part, is 
even funnier. Scotti, Hervey, 
and Charone add to the aura of 
merriment which pervades the 
picture. 

Director Gene Saks hand- 
somely displays one of the 
hottest commercial hands in the 
business. He has made good use 
of his New York locations, and 
visually, this picture, 
photographed by Charles Lang, 
is stronger than his two previous 
efforts, "Barefoot in the Park" 
and "The Odd Couple." 
However, his pacing might have 
been a little more brisk in spots. 

I.A.L. Diamond has provided a 
well-crafted script, based on the 
Broadway play by Abe Burrows, 
based in turn on a French play 
by Barillet and Gredy. The 
movie is constructed in the form 
of a French farce-its subject is 
sex and its plot is a multitude of 
complications and coincidences. 
The mixture should have par- 
ticular appeal to the older set 
who fondly remember other 
Ingrid Bergman performances 
and like warm sentimental 
comedies, done from a bawdy 
point of view.

In the summer of 1692, 
nineteen persons were hanged 
for witchcraft at Salem, and a 
twentieth was crushed to death 
under a pile of rocks for standing 
mute at the trial. WITCHCRAFT 
AT SALEM, by Chadwick 
Hansen, has added a new 
possible explanation to this 
witchcraft phenomenon at 
Salem, Massachusetts. Mr. 
Hansen departs completely from 
traditional opinion when he says, 
"The more I studied the 
documents of what actually took 
place in the community, and 
what was actually said and 
written by the participants, the 
more I found myself completely 
in opposition to the traditional 
interpretation... one cannot fully 
understand any aspect of the 
events at Salem without a 
recognition of the genuine power 
of witchcraft in a society that 
believes in it." 

Mr. Hansen draws th'e land- 
scape of New England in the 17th 
Century, noting that belief in 
witchcraft was an accepted part 
of the folklore, and that New 
Englanders were far more 
familiar with the occult than has 
been supposed. He argues that 
some of the accused actually 
were guilty of witchcraft in 
every sense of what the 17th 
Century mind understood it to 



mean. Witches roamed tht 
countryside. Honest people wert 
tormented by spells thejj 
believed witches to have cast on 
them. Those who believe 
strongly enough can suffer ant 
even die from the malice the? 
suspect in others. People win 
suffer from hysterii 
manufacture from withii 
themselves physical wounds art 
psychic trauma. This hysterii 
coupled with the fact that wit 
chcraft did exist and wjj! 
practiced in 17th Cento 
England provides a more viabi! 
explanation of Salem than tha: 
the Puritanism and harsh moral 
politics of the time cam 
together to cause the deaths of 21 
innocent people. The last opinim 
denies the reality of Salem ani 
the particular pathology of sonn 
of its inhabitants.

Dr. Haskell M. Monroe, Jr., 
associate professor of history at 
Texas A&M University, has been

Fourth Vice-President

fi. Kilpatrick, president of 
Northwestern State College, has 
been elected fourth vice- 
president of the National 
Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics. 

Vice-presidents of the NAIA, 
which is made up of some 550 
colleges and universities, 
automatically succeed to the 
presidency of the organization. 

Kilpatrick will become the 
second Northwestern official to 
reign as president of the athletic 
association, which includes 
members from every state of the 
nation. H. Lee Prather, long- 
time coach, athletic director and 
president of Northwestern, held 
the post in 1950-51. 

Kilpatrick first became af- 
filiated with the NAIA in 1953 
when he was athletic director 
and head basketball coach at 
Northeast Louisiana State 
College.

Students Protest Crisis By 
Forming Organization 
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Student protest has taken a 
new form in Louisiana-this 
time, the students are protesting 
about money. 

A handful of Northwestern 
students are concerned over the 
financial crisis here, and they 
are approaching the problem 
responsibly. 

The SGA has formed the 
Finances Committee which has 
been successful in organizing a 
movement to persuade 
legislative and educational 
leaders of Louisiana to add more 
funds to the budgets of the 
colleges. 

James R. (Spanky) Baker is 
chairman of the committee. 
Other members are Janet 
Churchman, Kenneth Bailey, 
Greg O'Quin and Johnny Hebert. 

One of the first projects of the 
committee was to gain the 
cooperation of student leaders 
from other state colleges under 
the control of the State Board of 
Education. 

According to Baker, 
representatives from eight other 
colleges met with him at the 
Southern Universities Student 
Government Associations 



(SUSGA) convention at 
Louisiana College in Alexandria 
last month and pledged their 
support for the local com- 
mittee's endeavors. 

The movement itself was then 
given a name, Students for 
Quality Education in Louisiana 
(SQUEL), and also gained as 
adviser, Representative T. J. 
Mils. 

Committee Chairman Baker 
said, "The representatives from 
other schools at the SUSGA 
convention were more than 
willing to work to improve the 
financial status of the state's 
colleges, and they presented 
ideas in addittion to the ones our 
delegation proposed." 

The initial project of the group 
which was discussed at last 
month's meeting is the creation 
of a petition to be signed by 
anyone interested in higher 
education in this state. This 
petition is to be sent to the 
Budget Committee in the 
Louisiana State House of 
Representatives in Baton 
Rouge. 

Baker said that it was possible 
that 200,000 signatures would be 



on the petition and he was 
confident in would exert some 
influence on the Legislature. 

The document reads, "We, the 
undersigned, do hereby request 
that the 1970 Louisiana State 
Legislature act immediately to 
solve the severe financial crisis 
which continues to undermine 
quality higher education in this 
state. 

"As students and-or voters, we 
strongly feel that the declining 
status of higher education in our 
state is most serious deficit 
which we must certainly con- 
sider when we next go to the 
poles in legislative elections. 

A second SQUEL project is the 
organization of a mass rally of 
Louisiana college students on 
the steps of the State Legislature 
in Baton Rouge on May 11. 

Baker said three chartered 
buses will leave here to take 
students to the Capital for the 
rally. 

President Arnold Kilpatrick 
said classes will not be 
dismissed for the whoe student 
body, but those attending the

Colleges across the nation are 
taking a second serious look at 
their appeal systems, and 
changing their academic 
regulations and policies. Many 
colleges have tightened the 
specifications for appeal, where 
| others have done away with the 
system entirely. 

What do you think about the 
appeal system at NSC? Consider 
the appeals for suspension, 
probation, and excessive ab- 
sences. Several students have 
their personal opinions on this as 
follows: 

"I think the appeal system is a 
good system unless it's abused. 
It wouldn't do a person any good 
academically if he were allowed 
keep returning two or three 
times. Some do have bad 
semesters, and if they show that 
they are trying to make their 
grades then I think the appeal 
should be granted. However, if a 
person is repeatedly allowed to 
return on appeal for the sake of 
money," ( a lack of funds due to 
low student enrollment) "then 
its only hurting the school. 

"There shouldn't be a need for 
an appeal for unexcused ab- 
sences, because there shouldn't 
be any need for having absences 
excused, except for students on 
academic probation. 

"It should be up to the in- 
dividuals past grades as to the 
grade point required to remove 
them from scholastic 
probation." Ona Langley, 
Bossier. 

"If a student does not make a 
2.0 he should be placed on 
probation. In the following 
semester, if he doesn't make a

Rumors are stniungiy similar 
to cancer in a number of ways. 
Like cancer, they come out of 
nowhere with no distinct known 
cause and rumors can produce a 
great deal of damage before 
they are "cured" or "die out". 

Recently this campus was 
attacked by a case of the in- 
famous "rumor cancer". One 
symptom was the tale cir- 
culating about campus that 
school would be dismissed a 
week early because of a lack of 
operating funds to pay employes 
and utilities. 

What an invigorating but 
impractical thought! NSC is 
required to remain in operation 
18 weeks per semester to 
maintain its accreditation. 
Accoring to President Arnold 
Kilpatrick, Northwestern is 
barely meeting this stipulation 
by counting through graduation 
day and considering these days 
as class days. 

Kilpatrick had a few words to 
say about this persistent rumor 
that might help to arrest it. He 
said, "This business about 
school being dismissed a week 
early is the biggest outright lie I 
have ever heard." 

Another symptom which has 
shown up is the allegations that 
the recent SGA elections where 
influenced by some illegal and 
nefarious practices. There have 
been whispers in the wind about 
the voting machines being fixed, 
campaign signs being torn down, 
and the votes being incorrectly 
tallied. 

Not that it really matters since 
the elections are over and done 
with, but one naturally wonders 
whether some of these charges 
are true or not. Determining if 
they are factual is difficult 
because finding the real source 
of the rumors is almost im- 
possible. 

One could easily assume that 
the losers are venting their 
disappointment by making 
such accusations. Let's hope this 
is the case, because if any of the 
hear-say proves to be an ac- 
tuality then this school is out of 
place in a so-called democracy. 

For what it is worth, I can 
vouch that the votes were 
properly counted during the run- 
off election since I was present 
when the chairman of the 
Elections Committee computed 
them.

Where Has All 
The Money Gone? 



Louisiana college students 
have too long been victims of 
political maneuvering in the 
state legislature. 

Despite increased 
enrollments and spiralling 
education costs, the nine state 
colleges have been forced to 
operate on budgets for 1966. 
Louisiana ranks last in the 
nation in payments to higher 
education, a position com- 
parable to its position in 
literacy, yet no end to the 
financial crisis is in sight. 

Granted, one of the most 
flexible areas of state ex- 
penditures is the education 
budget. And when the goal for 
government officials is to 
decrease the state debt, higher 
education spending is a con- 
venient area to cut back. 

Then, too, the legislature is not 
wholly to blame. Louisiana 
Governor John McKeithen has 
been largely responsible for the 
deficient budgets, having most 
recently called for a 6.3 percent 
across-the-board slash in 
spending for colleges. 

One state legislator, Senator 
A.C. Clemons of Jennings, a 
Republican gubernatorial 
candidate, has charged that the 
state is being run on an ex- 
pediency basis, not on a business 
basis. He placed the respon- 
sibility on the governor, calling 
him "a good politician but the 
lousiest businessman I've seen 
in my life." 

Another problem involved in 



the college financial crisis is 
finding sources for additional 
money. Legislators are unable to 
find a feasible answer to the 
problem, and are reluctant to 
levy additional taxes until all 
other sources of income are 
exhausted. 

Representative Harry Hollins 
has stated that he would refuse 
to vote for any taxes which 
would go into the state general 
fund. "I will not vote for taxes to 
expand poor government," he 
said, adding that taxes levied for 
education must be so dedicated. 

Many government officials 
believe that management of 
state government "left quite a 
bit to be desired," and some 
have called for a rewriting of the 
state constitution. 

Legislators have also shifted 
the blame from themselves to 
the management of higher 
education, particularly because 
of the duplication of degree 
programs and the establishment 
of unnecessary new colleges in 
the state. 

Although more than one party 
in the entire situation is 
responsible for the current 
financial problems of our state 
institutions of higher education, 
it is ultimately the duty of the 
state legislature to expand and 
improve the budget allocations. 

It is therefore the respon- 
sibility to the students and other 
citizens of Louisiana to impress 
upon their representatives in 
Baton Rouge the urgency of the 



The interview in this issue is 
with Dr. Charles Porter, a 
history instructor. Porter is a 
native of Arkansas, but he 
received his Ph.D. from LSU. 

He has had experience 
teaching in public schools in 
Texas and Arkansas, and he has 
been on the faculties of Wharton 
Junior College in Texas and 
Murry State University in 
Kentucky. 

Porter started teaching at 
NSC this year. Here are some of 
his observations on matters of 
national interest concerning 
college students: 

Current Sauce: What is your 
opinion of the vote being granted 
to 18-year-olds and do you think 
the state has the right to 
legislate in this matter or is it up 
to the federal government? 

Porter: I am in favor of the 
vote being given to 18-year-olds. 
Having lived in a state where 
people under 21 do vote, Ken- 
tucky, and having seen their 
ardent display of interest and 
participation in public affairs, I 
have come to believe 18-year- 
olds are capable of voting 
sensibly. 

By participation in public af- 
fairs, I don't mean irresponsible 
protests and violent activities. 
The young people were active 
with forethought and care. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that the state has the right to 
decide if -the voting age in a 
particular state is to be lowered. 
As a matter of fact, if the United 
States Congress does pass a law 
to change the voting age, the law 
may be brought before the 
Supreme Court and the Court 
may challenge its con- 
stitutionality. 

Current Sauce: What do you 
think of the new draft system 
which makes use of a lottery? 

Porter: I would say the new 
lottery system of selecting 
draftees is superior to the old 
method. However, some ad- 
ditional reforms are in order. 



Recently someone has suggested 
that all deferments be 
eliminated except for hardship 
cases, conscientious objectors, 
and people in medical school, 
seminaries, and the like. 
..Current Sauce: How do you 
feel about President Nixon's 
Vietnam war policy? 

Porter: We will have to wait 
and see what Nixon is really 
going to do in Vietnam. He is 
evidently following the desires of 
the American public. Vietnam 
has become almost a non-issue 
to many people. 

It's an unpopular war which 
the majority of Americans 
either want to win or get out of. 
Some people seem to think that 
we have already lost the war, 
but who can say the majority 
feels this way unless Gallup or 
someone else takes a poll. 

Current Sauce: Would you 
give a brief explanation of how 
the federal government ap- 
propriates funds for education 
and how NSC stands in this 
money business? 

Porter: There is a specific 
amount of the total federal 
budget set aside for education on 
all levels. This money is 
distributed by various means. 
Some goes in the form of out- 
right grants to colleges for 
construction, equipment, and 
oher projects. 

There is also a system 
whereby colleges may make 
loans from the federal govern- 
ment to build dorms. These 
loans are repaid by fees charged 
the students living in the 
facilities. This is why it is so 
important to have people living 
in the dorms. 

Also, there are various work 
and lending programs available 
out of federal funds to allow 
students to receive money. 

Actually the biggest problem 
NSC does have is a lack of funds. 
It is obvious that a lot of the 
college's problems could be 
solved with monev. One area 



which is of special interest to me 
because of research I must do is 
the library. 

Much important material has 
been published recently, and the 
library is unable to obtain it 
because no money is available. 

Current Sauce: Would you 
comment on the attitudes, 
scholastic or otherwise, of 
students at this institution? 

Porter: Student attitudes here 
are about the same as at other 
places I have taught. However, I 
believe that if students were 
given the right to vote before 
they are 21, more interest would 
be stirred up on campus. 

Politicians would feel it 
necessary to come to the campus 
and campaign. Some students 
would actively support their 
candidates, and this would add 
more stimulation to college life 
around here. 

I would like to see a greater 
number of speakers brought 
here like Peter Jennings. They 
wouldn't necessarily have to be 
newsmen, but could be 
prominent people in any 
profession. The student body 
showed a real interest when 
Jennings came here, and this 
demonstrated a favorable at- 
titude toward such affairs. 

Current Sauce: How do you 
see students in general as 
viewing a college education? 

Porter: Many students see a 
college education only as a road 
to "Higher income". They have 
little appreciation of the cultural 
implications of higher 
education. All they want to learn 
is a trade of some sort, but I 
believe a college education 
should be based on a much 
broader foundation. 

Current Sauce: What do you 
make of the recent trends among 
young people towards protests 
and violence in an effort to 
achieve reform or changes? Do 
you think that the members of 
organizations like SDS are for 
the most part college students? 



Porter: It is a gross error f 
assume that all students 
feel a need for change in H* 
system are potential murderers 
While it is true that there ha* 
been a few students who ha* 
become excessive, this if' 
generally the case. 

Most students realize vioW* 
activity is no way to achif| 
reform. Aside from the 
manners demonstrated W 
booing or disrupting speeches' 
meetings, violence is just pi** 
stupid. 

It is obvious that some peoF 
in SDS or similar organizatfo 
are or have been students. Bui 
blame students in general #

Current Sauce: In looking 
America from a profession 
point of view, how would r 
evaluate the numerous chanlr 
which seem to be taking plat* 
society?

Groupie' is the novel that 
created a sensation overseas 
when first published in hard- 
cover in England last October by 
New English Library. The book 
made its first appearance in 
America when published in 
paperback on April 1st by 
Bantam Books. 

Groupie was selected by 
Desmond Morris and Arthur 
Koestler as one of the three 
"Books of the Year" in the 
London Observer's year-end 
round-up. 

Morris called it, "a disturbing 
novel which illuminates in a 
startling way the private 
emotional world of the London 
underground and pop scene. 
Read with sympathy as a social 
document of our times, it can tell 
far more than any ponderous 
sociological survey." 

Koestler described the book as 
"conducted tour of the hip-pop 
underworld... a must for ageing 
squares." 

The pop-culture's phenomenon 
of Groupie-ism surround rock 
groups everywhere, particularly 
in the United States and 
England. Contemporary female 
versions of stage-door Johnnies, 
Groupies are obsessed ex- 
tensions of "fans." 

These rock children 
Anywhere from 14 to 20 years of 
age) will perform anything to 
boost their status with the music 
groups who have made it-they 
think, breathe, and live the pop- 
rock scene. 

Their aura is one of striving, 
hustling, casual drugs, off-beat 
sex. far-out garb, way-in 
vocabulary, out-of-sight hair 
stylos, all in constant com- 
petition with other musician- 
mad little girls. 

Being a Groupie is an entirely 
absorbing way of life, geared to 



an unusual set of mores that 
underlie the rapid change 
relationships between the 
charismatic groups and the girls 
who latch on. 

Although Bantam's Groupie is 
the first novel to be published in 
American on the subject, it is 
currently receiving wide 
publicity in other media. Time 
and Cosmopolitan have 
featured these camp-followers, 
and two motion pictures are in 
the works. 

Rolling Stone, best known of 
the rock culture newspapers, 
ran a special issue on Groupies 
recently. It was a three-p'. inting 
sell-out across the United States 
and will be expended into a 
book to be published by Bantam 
later this year. 

Authors Johnny Bryne and 
Jenny Fabian have much to 
offer in information and en- 
tertainment with their tale of the 
Groupie life. The book offers a 
significant commentary on 
contemporary life in 
progressive societies like the 
United States and England, the 
causes and consequences of a 
mechanized, polarized, ad- 
vanced society. 

The causes are interesting, the 
results sometimes frightening in 
this tale of Groupie life. At any

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Student Revives 
Legendary Past 



Natchitoches — There 's 
hidden treasure on Nor- 
thwestern State College's 
campus, and the ghost of a 
young girl haunts the spot where 
the bounty is buried, or at least 
that's what the legends say. 

This and other tales of 
treasure, ghosts and super- 
stitions at Northwestern and in 
the Natchitoches area have been 
discovered by an NSC graduate 
student, Mrs. Robert Severance 
of Coushatta. 

Mrs. Severance uncovered the 
stories while doing research for 
her thesis on folklore in North 
Louisiana. 

According to the lore, 
thousands of dollars in gold and 
jewels were buried during the 
1800's by river pirates in a spot 
now located on Northwestern 's 
campus. The treasure had been 
amassed when the pirates 
robbed and burned a steamboat 
on Red River, killing everyone 



aboard, including a six-year-old 
girl with long, golden curls. 

Being pursued by the 
U.S.Calvary, the bandits buried 
the money, and each fled in a 
different direction after vowing 
to return to divide the treasure. 
Unfortunately, as the legend 
goes, all the men died before 
they could return. One, however, 
did give some of the details to a 
relative, who fruitlessly sear- 
ched for the gold, only to find 
that Northwestern had been 
constructed in the area where 
the treasure was supposedly 
buried. 

The young golden-haired girl 
who had been murdered by the 
pirates, according to Mrs. 
Severance, haunts the spot, 
pleading with all passers-by not 
to harm her or her mother. 

Folklore, Mrs. Severance 
explains, consists of this story- 
telling, plus superstitions, 
legends, and beliefs circulated in 
a group t>r repeated orally.

The new hit album "Deja Vu" 
is one of the finest, best 
organized, most literate albums 
to be realized by an American 
rock group. 

The musical and lyrical vir- 
tuosity of each member of the 
group combine in songs of great 
emotion and intensity. Each 
song is a masterpiece of styling 
and, except for the easily 
recognizable vocal style, each 
song is individual in sound. 

"Woodstock," "Carry On," 
and "Everybody, I Love You" 
are fastpaced, exciting vinettes 
about the current rock scene and 
its aims and expectations. They 
are essentially different 
movements of one musical 
conception. They begin and end 
the album, giving a song cycle 
type of arrangement. 

The more personal numbers, 
however, give the album a closer 
look at experience through 
states of mind and expeditions 
into the human psyche. "Deja 
Vu" is titled after the term for 
the psychological phenomenon 
of feeling one has done a certain 
thing exactly the same way at 
another time. "Helpless" and 
'4+20" (the most poetic song) 
lepict despair through 
•motional individual hang-ups. 

"Almost Out of my Hair" is a 
fine study of modern paranoia in 
the mind of every long-hair in 
existence. 

Two love songs gently lend the 
album a mellowness of maturity 
after "Teenage Romance." 



"Country Girl" by Neil Young jg 
a three-part rendition of 
disenchantment with social 
conventions, seeking an 
uninhibited, uncivilized, natural 
"girl of the Country." 

"Our House" pictures the joy 
of communion between two 
minds and bodies through the 
love symbolized by a house. 

The best song on tne recording 
is a lesson in understanding 
between generations. "Teach 
Your Children" is an easy-going 
Western tune backed by a steel 
guitar and folk pick on an 
acoustic guitar that underscore 
the powerful lyrics sung in the 
usual perfect harmony so 
characteristic of Crosby, Stilly 
Nash, and Young. 

A round package so well 
constructed is rare. That each 
song is beautiful in itself is even 
rarer. Though different from 
their first attempt, this recor- 
ding of Crosby, Stills, Nash, and 
Young has surpassed the first 
album in depth and musical 
excellence. 

Three cheers for an exciting, 
memorable album!

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Improvement Made 
In Many Areas Here

Many improvements are 
currently being made here at 
NSC Among these im- 
provements is the installation of 
air conditioning in many of the 
dormitories which are presently 
lacking this facility. 

Workmen are concentrating 
their work in two areas - bet- 
ween Caddo and Bossier Halls 
and behind Varnado Hall. It is 
in these two places that central 
units will be installed for cen- 
tral heating and air con- 
ditioning. 

The unit being installed 
between Caddo and Bossier will 
supply heating and air con- 
ditioning for Natchitoches, 
Caspari, and Prudhomme 

Halls. The unit behind Varnado 
will cool only East and West 
Varnado at the present time 
until more funds are available 
to pipe it to other dormitories. 

According to Dean Dudley 
Fulton, dean of students, the 
goal is to get the units installed 
and in working order in all 
dorms concerned for use in the 
Fall Semester. 

Ted Wright, NSC business 
manager, said that the prices 
for dormitories which receive 
the air conditioning will be 
raised to the prices of the other 
dormitories which currently 
have air conditioning. 

For example, if a student is 
presently living in a dorm that 
is costing him $120 per semester 
($79 per month), after it is air- 
conditioned it will cost the 
student $140 per semester ($89 

per month), the same as the 
dorms which are currently 



equipped with air conditioning. 

The funds to build these two 
units are coming from the 
Systems Revenue Fund. 
Money which is earned from the 

dormitories and the dining halls 
go into this fund. Wright 
commented that the funds were 
being put back into circulation 
for the benefit of the student. 

Other improvements on the 
NSC campus include three new 
buildings which are currently 
under construction. These 
buildings are the Biological 

Sciences Building, the Women's 
Gymnasium and the Education 
Center. These buildings are 
incomplete as of the present 
time but plans call for the 

completion of the buildings in 
the near future. 

The other improvement on 
campus is the establishment of 

the president's new home. The 
house is being built with funds 
set aside from oil reserves 
especially for the building of 
college president's homes. The 
old house will be used as a home 

management house for the 
Home Ecomomics Department. 

Two improvements are still in 
the planning stages for Nor- 
thwestern. These plans call for 
a new parking lot between the 
Home Economics Building and 
the Student Union. The other 
plan is for a new library to be 
built on the far side of the 
campus. 

There is still one other im- 
provement in progress here of 
which students are perhaps 
unaware. This improvement 
will be made in the Student 
Union Patio. The plan was 



proposed by the Student Union 
Governing Board with a 
detailed outline for the 
beautification of the patio. 

The administration accepted 
the idea and it was approved by 
the Campus Beautification 
Committee. The plan is 
currently being executed. 

Plans for beautifying the 
patio have been in the making 
for a long time but these plans 
have beeen held down because 
of the leaking of some pipes 
under the Student Union and 

also by a lack of funds. 

Recently the leaking in the 
pipes was corrected and the 
plans have been put into action. 
It was decided that only funds 
available and materials 
available would be used in the 
completion of the project. 

Blue Key, a national honor 
organization, denoted $150 for 
the purchase of plants to be 
used in the beautification 
project. The administration is 
contributing the labor. Robert 
Wilson said there were no funds 
available except through 
donations. 

Plans call for the installation 
of the Demon Fountain which 
formerly occupied a spot at the 
front gate of the college. It was 
removed and stored when the 
brick partition, which now oc- 
cupies the spot, was built. 

Trees, flowers, and other 
plants will be planted in the 
area to provide year-round 
beauty for the Student Union 
and the patio. Robert Wilson, 
director of the Student Union, 
said he hoped that these im- 
provements will encourage the 
use of the patio for garden 
parties and art shows.

April 27, 1970

Once again the "old school" 
has withstood the rigors and 
trials of another semester. The 
time is near for "weeping and 
gnashing of teeth". 

This quaint phrase alludes to 
final exam week. During these 
infamous six days many 
students try to make up for the 
good times they had throughout 
the rest of the semester. Other 
students, who were "gung-ho" 
and had the nerve to open a 
book regularly, take final 
exams in stride and concede 
that the battery of tests may 
hurt their grades rather than 
help them. 

However, both groups 
probably dread the painful 
tradition of finals. Why is 
tradition applicable in 
describing final examinations? 
What is their purpose? 

If a student should ask one of 
his instructors why final exams 
are necessary he would most 
likely receive the time-worn 
answer that they are necessary 
in evaluating what a student has 
gotten out of a specific course. 
But what is the importance to 
the instructor in finding out how 
much a student has gotten out of 
a course. 

The student himself is the one 
who should be concerned about 
the amount he has learned, and 
he can immediately determine 
this by an honest appraisal of 
how much work he has put into 
a subject. 

The conscientious student has 
to contend with the fear that he 
will by some stroke of evil luck 
"bomb out" on a big, com- 
prehensive final and thereby 
lose the goal he has been 
working for all semester -the 
all-important good grade. (Such 
a fear is an outgrowth of the 
over emphasis placed on the 
grading system in the present 
educational set-up.) 

In some cases, a nonchalant 
student can manage to cram for 
a certain type of final or obtain 
a copy of the test to be given, 



and, thus, receive credit for 
work he never put in. 

What these examples point 
out is the unfairness and 
dubious necessity of final tests. 

Bensalem College is a small 
institution located in New York 
City with a total enrollment of 
sixty. The school is radically 
experimental in the sense that it 
does not include final tests or 
grades in its curriculum. 

Admittedly, Bensalem, also 
lacking in compulsory classes, 
curfews, and housing rules, is 
much too progressive for this 
section of the country. But what 
must be noted is that the 
graduates receive a B.A. from 
Fordham University in New 
York without enduring archaic 
traditions like final 
examinations. 

The validity of tests as a 
means of snowing what a 
student has learned has been 
questioned widely in the past 
few years by a number of 
educators. 

When Dr. Raymond McCoy, 
head of the Department of 
Educational Psychology at 
NSC, was asked for his opinion 
of the value of final 
examinations he answered: 

"I believe that the validity of 
final exams drops off when 
there is a great deal of pressure 
on the student from a long 
comprehensive test. The 
pressure can be the result of too 
long a test, lack of time to 
complete the test, or too many 
tests in one day." 

While little chance exists that 
the system of testing here will 
be changed in the near future, 
many instructors must be 
commended on their un- 
derstanding of the educational 
processes. These are the 
teachers who place no great 
value on the final test grade or 
who do not give a test over all 
the material covered in their 
courses. 

May those instructors who 
still believe in the old way of 
doing things see the light soon,

SPEAKING OUT: 



Dr. Donold O. Gates 



The column for this issue is 
built around an interview with 
Dr. Donald O. Gates, an in- 
structor in the Department of 
Psychology. 

Dr. Caesar Moody is 
presently serving as head of the 
Psychology Department at 
NSC, but since he is leaving to 
accept a position at 
Southeastern in Hammond, Dr. 
Gates has been appointed to fill 
this post in the fall. 

Dr. Gates received his B.A., 
M.A., and Ph.D. from the 
University of Mississippi and 
has been teaching at Nor- 
thwestern for six years. 

The purpose of this column is 
to allow members of the faculty, 
administration, and others to 
express their views on matters 
pertinent on the college scene. 
Dr. Gates had the following 
comments to offer on questions 
posed by the newspaper: 

Current Sauce: How do you 
feel as a psychologist about the 
rules concerning attendance, 
dormitory curfews on women, 
and restrictions on living off- 
campus? 

Gates: I feel that when 
students finish high school and 
begin a college career, college 
administrators should assume 
that these students are capable 
of some self-discipline. 

I may have some qualms 
about my own attitudes towards 
such rules because they present 
such a complicated problem. 
One part of me wants to take the 
parents' attitude that the 
students need to be in an en- 
vironment where they will be 
looked after and relatively safe. 

Another part of me realizes 
that if the students are ever 
going to achieve some maturity 
by means of a college 
education, they should be given 
a great deal of responsibility for 
their own behavior. 

The housing restrictions, 
attendance rules, and curfews 
have bothered me ever since I 
started teaching. It seems that 
we often present students with a 
conflicting set of attitudes. We 
go to the extent of calling them 
"Mr." and "Miss" in treating 
them like adults, and we expect 
them to act like adults in many 
cases. 

Then, we turn around and 
inform them they are children 
by enforcing such things as 
absence rules. In a sense, the 
attendance counselor assumes 
the role of a surrogate mother. 



Current Sauce: What attitude 
should administrators take in 
order to improve this situation? 

Gates: If we really expect 
students to listen to us when we 
tell them anything, we are going 
to have to consider them as 
adults and let them bear the 
responsibility for their own 
behavior. 

I realize that the first year in 
college is a tremendous change 
from the limited, protected 
home environment many 
students come from. They find 
new freedoms which can easily 
be misused to endanger the 
progress of their education. But 
after the first year a student 
should be able to cope with 
these freedoms, or he won't stay 
in school. 

If we are going to continue 
with our policy of restrictive 
rules, their application should 
be limited to the freshman year. 

Current Sauce: Recently 
there has been an increase in 
drastically violent incidents like 
planted bombs exploding across 
the nation. Would you lay these 
activities to the so-called 
student element of society that 
have been clamoring for 
change? 

Gates: You can't say it is the 
student element alone or society 
in general which has produced 
these activities, but a com- 
bination of both. The students 
and the establishment should 
share the blame. 

Our society is what you might 
call "sick". I see many evils 
and injustices that need to be 
reconciled, but these changes 
the students are demanding 
have to be done in a con- 
structive manner. When people 
in our society turn to things like 
bombs they are proving the old 
adage, "Violence begets 
violence." 

Current Sauce: Do you see 
activist groups like the SDS as 
beneficial to society in the sense 
of purging our civilization of its 
sickness or do you see them as a 
symptom of the trouble in 
current civilization? 

Gates: What troubles me 
about segments of the "New 
Left" like the SDS is that they 
want to destroy society without 
offering any valid suggestions 
as to what will replace the 
present system. 

In contrast to the SDS are the 
intelligent, well-adjusted 
students who are able to see the 



injustices and short-comings in 
the society but at the same time 
take a constructive approach to 
any changes they see need to be 
made. They are willing to offer 
replacements for those things 
that are eliminated. 

Current Sauce: In your 
estimation, what are some of 
the causes of so much violence 
being inherent in our society 
today? 

Gates: One of the major 
reasons for such violence stems 
from a progressive erosion of 
the family as a stabilizing unit 
in modern society. 

We have become so engrossed 
in our own needs and in seeking 
our own private means of 
leisure that we have come to 
neglect the importance of a 
functioning family. Each in- 
dividual just satisfies his own 
desires. 

Current Sauce: What effect 
has the erosion of the family 
had on the young people of the 
present? 

Gates: When the children are 
young they often find them- 
selves in a vacuum in which 
they are either rejected, over 
indulged, or over dominated. 

After a child grows up in an 
atmosphere like one of those I 
mentioned, he expects the world 
to treat him the same way he 
was treated at home. 

When the world doesn't in- 
dulge him or tries to dominate 
him it is inevitable that he will 
become frustrated, and one of 
the most common 

reactions to frustration is 
violence. 

Current Sauce: Would say 
there is any validity to the term 
"generation gap"? 

Gates: I believe there is such 
a thing as a generation gap, and 
it is basically due to the break- 
down of the family unit. 

Parents don't spend enough 
time with their children to let 
the children get to know them. 
They are too involved in a 
personal search for leisure. The 
children actually have no 
example to know what it is like 
to be a adult. 

I have seen a drastic change 
in the functioning of the family 
from a unit of close cooperation 
and achievement to the present 
situation where each member 
too often functions in- 
dependently of the others. 

As you can see I am a firm 
believer in strong family ties. 
Adjustment and maladjustment 



stems from the type of 
which an individual is reared, 

Current Sauce: Do you 
consider the hippie movement 
to be a product of the dissolving 
of the family unit also? 

Gates: Basically, everyone 
has a inherent need to share a 
close mutual relationship with 
another person or group of 
people. This might be called a 
need to belong. 

If young people do not receive 
this in their family relationship, 
many will attempt to fulfill this 
need by associating themselves 
with hippie groups. 

Current Sauce: In getting on 
to another line questioning, Dr. 
Gates, what do you perceive as 
the main affliction of the system 
of higher education in 
Louisiana? 

Gates: Comparable to other 
states of similar size and 
population, Louisiana has too 
many colleges. However, 
would be unwise to close some 
of the colleges down because of 
the money already invested in 
them. 

In the beginning, junior 
colleges were established with 
the purpose of supplying the 
senior college with a steady 
stream of students who had 
some background in higher 
education. 

Unfortunately, those i" 
existence now will, in all 
likelihood, become four-year 
colleges after being open for > 
while. This will cause the 
money available to be spread 
even thinner than it is now. 

Also, if these junior college* 
become senior colleges the 
schools of medium size like NSC 
are likely to be hurt i" 
enrollment. There are junior 
colleges in Shreveport and 
Alexandria, and these areas are 
our main contributors o' 
students. 

Current Sauce: To yoUT 
knowledge, is there really ' 
shortage of revenue in this sta^ 
for higher education? 

Gates: The trouble & 
Louisiana is that specif W 
amounts of money are eaT' 
marked to be spent in certain 
areas and can't be used t& 
anything else. 

Louisiana is not a poor sta# 
when you consider our oil afld 
other resources, and if tWj 
money available were used 
wisely, we could have one of th e 
best educational systems in th* 
United States.

Movie "Too Sweet"

"The Sterille Cuckoo" is a trite, 
sentimental story of young love 
that bombards the watcher with 
so much sweetness that it is apt 
to sicken instead of soothe. 

The freshman year at a small 
New England college and the 
loss of innocence make focal 
points for the film and the entire 
story, which, except for the sex 
smacks of Andy Hardy and his 
girlfriend (who by coincidence 
was played years ago by Judy 
Garland, whose Liza Minelli 
plays "Cuckoo's impish lead.) 

The background scenery 
comes right out of an Alice and 
Jerry Reader — all the 
stereotyped Americana that 
New England believes common 
to the whole continent. The 
soundtrack by the Sandpipers is 
too sweet to be imagined, and 
combined with all the super- 
fluous, sentimental primness of 
the lyrics, makes for a rather 
revolting piece of 
cinemographic style. 

The main characters, 
however, are played so well that 



this "doily for the mind" oc- 
casionally takes on a touch of 
significance. Wendell Burton in 
the male lead is outshined b } 
Liza Minelli only because her 
part is the script writer's 
favorite. He plays with so much 
subtlety and sensitivity that 
acting is not readily apparent. 
His performance as a boy going 
to bed for the first time is 
astoundingly realistic. 

Minelli has a role perfect for 
her, a scatter-brained girl that 
comes on a little strong. Her job 
is comparatively easy. She does 
play well, though, and her solo 
telephone conversation toward 
the end of the movie is an ex- 
citing piece of virtuoso acting. 

The movie as a whole turns 
sour as it curdles its own 
sweetness. Its view of the '50's 
is in the '70's, and that dates it a 
bit. It lacks any real 
significance, but it is good for a 
few hours of semi-pleasure or 
just wasting time. 

"The Sterile Cuckoo" will be 
playing at the Cane Theater 
May 10-14.

In THE STRAWBERRY 
STATEMENT, which made its 
first appearance in paperback 
form as an Avon book on 
February 20, Mr. Kunen has 
recorded, in diary form, the 
events that led up to and in- 
cluded the much-publicized 
Columbia University student 
strike of 1968. 

Since the book's hardcover 
publication, the young author 
has stood before the 
microphones and cameras of 
the major radio and television 
networks, has been a welcome 
guest on such prestigious shows 
as Today, The Dick Cavett 
Show, and the Merv Griffin 
Show, has been interviewed by 
TIME, NEWSWEEK, THE' 
NEW YORK TIMES Associated 
Press, United Press In- 
ternational, and other 
publications. He has been 
compared with figures ranging 
from Holden Caulfield and 
Dustin Hoffman to Charlie 
Brown. 

The book, a Literary Guild 
Selection, received enormous 
critical acclaim and is now in 
production as an MGM movie. 
Asked how he felt about all this, 
Mr. Kunen replied, "I've been 
so warmly embraced by the 
Establishment media that I 
can't help wondering whether 
or not I'm doing something 
wrong." 

Kunen makes some valid and 
contemporary statements about 
life in the world today. He says 
of the aims of the youth 
movement, "I do not want to 
fight in Vietnam, of course, but 
I also don't want to fight the 
law, or fight anything. I'm a 19- 
year-old civilian, and I am tired 
of fighting. 

"One of these days I may 
fight in earnest and altogether 
so that I won't have to fight 
anymore." 

Of American justice, he 
remarks, "Isn't it singular that 
no one ever goes to jail for 
waging wars, let alone ad- 
vocating them? But jails are

To sum up John Porche in just 
a few words is easy.

Porche, who graduated last 
year with a degree in Health 
and Physical Education, will 
receive his Master's in the same 
field at the end of the summer 
session. 

First Grad Ass't 

As an attest to his ability, 
Porche is the first person to be 
offered a graduate assistant- 
ship as a trainer. 

"He's outstanding," Eugene 
Christmas beamed earlier this 
week. "His dependability and 
willingness to work hard have 
made him one of the best 
student helpers I've ever seen." 

Christmas, well known in his 
talents as trainer for all NSC 
teams, has been a tremendous 
influence according to Porche. 
"He's the trainer and one of the 
most phenomenal men I've ever 
known," Porche said with 
respect about Christmas.

"A lot of the work is routine, 
but something serious could 
come up at any moment," 
Porche says "and besides, a big 
part of being a trainer is 
prevention of injuries, not just 
healing them." 

Biggest Thrills 

Porche lists being a part of 
the undefeated 1966 Demon 
football unit and being asked as 
the first trainer graduate 
assistant as his biggest 
moments in his athletic life. 

There are lighter times in a 
trainers official life too. Porche 
recalls, "In the fall of 1966 we 
were working out and 230 pound 
defensive tackle Mike Creel got 
heat cramps. So I was trying to 
keep him quiet on the ground 
and not have him move around. 
Well, he begged me to let him 



walk around but I told him no. 
Finally he grabbed me by the 
front of the shirt and said, 'I'm 
getting up.' At 150 pounds I 
didn't argue." 

Porche is currently in contact 
with several colleges for work 
after graduation. "I'd rather 
stay in the college ranks as a 
trainer because I want to do 
some teaching too." 

Porche, who married former 
Beverly Clark about a year ago, 
said this about himself, "I just 
get satisfaction seeing an injury 
heal with my help and then 
watching the athlete get up and 
perform. I feel I've done my 

little part in helping Nor- 
thwestern in the worm or 

sports." 

And that's what it's all about 
to John Porche.

Brim, Crappie Biting 

I keep getting reports of how 
well the brim are biting on 
Toledo, or the crappie are really 
hitting in Sibley. If you aren't 
going I don't know what you are 
waiting for. 

You can fill an ice chest in a 
day on many of the excellent 
lakes in our area. Fishing with a 
spinning rig using crickets for 
bait you will be able to take 
some brim that you'll swear are 
bass when they hit. 

Toledo is the place for this 
kind of fishing and you have to 



vary the depth until you find 
them. 

SCUBA DIVERS 

I have been shocked at the 
number of SCUBA divers there 
are at NSC. One problem, in 
fact the main problem, divers 
have around here is finding 
clear water. 

Toledo Bend is fairly clear 
with visibility ranging from five 
to eight feet and last summer 
some gar were taken on rod and 
reel that went almost a hundred 
pounds. Spearfishermen will be 
interested in checking this out. 

Another feature that makes 
this lake desirable is that 
Pendleton Bridge Marina has 
just secured a dealership from 
U.S. Divers, the leading 
manufacturer of diving 
equipment in the world. One 
word of caution though; Toledo 
is deep enough in places to get 
into decompression. Check the 
Navy Decompression Charts 
and plan your dive before you 
go down 'cause the nearest 
recompression chamber is a 
long way off. 

If you know of any places in 
the area where the water is 
clear tell me so I can pass it on.
